HOUSE BEAUTIFUL 


Part Two in House BEAUTIFUL’S series on 


How to approach music 


By RICHARD WILLIAMS 


H: who listens looks at a feast, 
but he who plays tastes the 
feast. If this is not an old Persian 
proverb, it ought to be. I’ve made 
it up to express my own belief 
that there exists no substitute for 
making music yourself—and none 
should be accepted. I do not mean 
to promise that the ability to pick 
out the tune of “Young Love” on 
your guitar will guarantee you a 
profound insight into the structure 
of a Brahms symphony, though 
even here a good case, give or take 
a little, can be made for playing. 
Increase your own ability a little 
and decrease the complexity of 
music to be understood and you 
will find that playing does aid the 
understanding, guide the ear, en- 
lighten the enjoyment. 

However, the case for playing 
is stronger still. What a little skill 
at music-making can do for you is 
nothing less than the destruction 
of the mystery which engulfs music. 
It razes the fence. It rends the 
forbidding veil. It makes navigable 
a sea which only seemed uncharted. 
By experiencing the actual making 
of musical sounds, you learn that 
music is not something that is 
produced by acolytes who have 
mastered the secret of deciphering 
the Rosetta stone. It is possible for 
the ordinary mortal to make some 
kind of music and to become aware 
of the elements which construct 
music, elements as “unmysterious” 
as are the letters, syllables, and 
words which construct a book. And 
it is this realization which trans- 
the art from something 
strange to a force which enters 
our bodies, which we can carry 
with us, reproduce through our 
minds and hands and also use in 
our house. 

Last month we discussed the 
piano, the instrument which in 
several respects is fundamental to 
music-making and which, for the 
amateur, certainly represents the 
one medium most useful, whatever 
be the music he prefers. This state- 


forms 


ment is not to derogate the violin. 
Is the violin not a marvel of human 
ingenuity encased in a small piece 
of wood? The player “draws across 
the intestines of the agile cat the 
tail of the noble hoss” and the 
most beautiful sounds to be heard 
in music may emerge. What variety 
of emotions lies in “the tongues 


of violins,” in Walt Whitman’s 
phrase! Here, too, many kinds of 
music are served; the instruments 
themselves differ as much in qual- 
ity as the music for a hoe-down 
farm dance differs from a Bach 
chaconne. 


UT one thing is certain: the 

violin requires special musical 
capacity, that is, a perfect sense 
of pitch. The player forms his own 
notes; imperfection in pitch looms 
large, technique is difficult to 
acquire. This is true also of the 
other string instruments, the viola 
and the cello. If as a child you 
were taught any of these instru- 
ments and if you then showed some 
aptitude for them, you ought to re- 
examine yourself and see whether 
you wouldn’t want to study them 
anew. Unlike the piano, the violin 
is not an instrument which you can 
take up easily late in life. Excep- 
tions occur, for there may be those 
who are specially gifted and did 
not know they were. But, generally 
speaking, only those with a very 
good ear and earnest ambition 
should turn to the violin. It is not 
for the casual player. I have always 
suspected Sherlock Holmes’ ver- 
acity in telling us how much com- 
fort he got from playing the violin. 
When did he practice? 

The modern piano, with its ham- 
mer action, its ability to play soft 
and loud and swell or diminish the 
tones, with its dynamic range from 
murmur to thunder, is the product 
of a development which began late 
in the Eighteenth Century. The 
ancestors of the piano were several 
instruments, beautifully encased, 
lovingly perfected and capable of 
producing charming sounds. To 
this eighteenth-century family be- 
long the clavichord, in which the 
strings are sounded by being 
struck by small pieces of metal, 
and the members of the harpsi- 
chord group, such as the virginal, 
the spinet and the harpsichord, in 
which the strings are plucked 
through keyboard action. The 
harpsichord represents the highest 
state of development of the plucked 
instruments. It has two or more 
strings to a note, and the number 
of strings sounded can be reg 
lated by mechanical means. No 
the harpsichord is not capable 
producing any dramatic effects 
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such as the piano, nor can one sus- 
tain a tone and let it die away in a 
romantic echo. What one can 
achieve on the harpsichord is clear 
articulation and extremely delicate 
execution of rapid passages. Eight- 
eenth-century and earlier music, 
Bach, Scarlatti, Couperin, takes on 
new charm and meaning when it is 
played on the instrument for which 
it was composed. Because of the 
freshness which rises from this mu- 
sic, perhaps because some of us 
have grown a little tired of noise 
ana dramatic murk, perhaps be- 
cause some of us admire the sleek 
sheen of antiques—whatever the 
reason—there has recently taken 
place a remarkable revival of in- 
terest in harpsichord music. So 
much so that this most unworldly 
of instruments appears in the 
worldly surroundings of a pop 
song! In recent years an astonish- 
ing number of people have begun 
to listen to harpsichord recordings, 
chiefly those of Wanda Landowska, 
the leading harpsichord virtuoso of 
our century and the one artist 
largely responsible for the current 
enthusiasm. Provided you are will- 
ing to invest time for practice, the 
harpsichord can be a lot of fun. 
Many people have begun to play it 
and the enthusiasts are fervent 
about it. The interest is great 
enough for several instrument 
houses (in Germany, France and 
even the U.S.) to build new instru- 
ments. They are being bought and 
the antiques are being bought, but 
whether as musical instruments or 
pieces of decorative furniture is not 
clear. Certain it is that something 
in this old sound suits new ears. 


HE very opposite of the harpsi- 

chord is represented by the elec- 
tric organ. This is the twentieth- 
century adaptation of the ancient 
and churehly wind instrument, the 
pipe organ. It enlists the aid of 
science to produce exciting sounds 
and colorful tones. It fulfills the 
formula for our day (or one of the 
formulas, since contradictions al- 
ways live side by side). You needn't 
do it yourself; there is a device that 
does it for you. On the electric or- 
gan you will find a number of stops 
and once you have 
learned how to manipulate them 


registers; 


you will be able to give color to a 
simple melody, to swell the tone 
with a mighty crescendo, to reduce 
it to a far-away whisper, to imitate 
the characteristics of woodwinds 
or brass instruments, to evoke a 
moonlight legato or a 
bright staccato, all depending on 


midday 


your own invention and mood and 
taste. The result does depend on 


your taste; the instrument can lead 
to smeary sentimentality. But that 
would be your fault, not the instru- 
ment’s. That the electric organ 
lends itself to tasteful and telling 
musical effects is attested by many 
recordings. Try, for example, one 
of the recordings of Richard Ell- 
sasser or Paul Mickelson or Regi- 


nald Foort, and you will hear how | 


agreeable such music can sound. 
The electric organ permits the 
amateur to daydream. It is an ex- 
aggeration to say that you can 
learn the instrument “in one easy 
lesson,” but it is certainly true that 
satisfactory daydreaming can be 
achieved on short acquaintance. 


HE electric organ is easier to 

learn than the piano. You will get 
fun out of it remarkably quickly. 
Yet you will be well advised, if you 
are considering the purchase of an 
electric organ, to go one step fur- 
ther and take a sufficient number 
of lessons to carry you beyond the 
rudimentary. If, as I say, you in- 
vest in some studying and some 
practice, you will be able to play 
more than “The Old Folks at 


Home.” You will have a variety of | 
music at your command, you will | 
know how to accompany the chil- | 


dren in songs, you can play music 
for dancing or a party, you can 
play for your own relaxation and 
you will learn to give vent to your 
own creativeness in improvising 
and adumbrating the music you 
love. In short, the electric organ is 
a very good instrument for the 
amateur to consider. 

The latest development in mod- 
ern instruments is a combination 
of piano and electric organ which 
allows you to play the piano alone, 
the organ alone, or a combination 
of piano and organ. The new de- 
vice sounds intriguing, but it is as 
yet too new to be evaluated fully. 

A word about woodwinds and 
brass: they are all fine instruments 
but none of them is a happy choice 
for the amateur playing at home. If 
you have the opportunity to play in 
an orchestra or participate in a 
jazz band, then, yes. You will be 
very welcome—for a good clarinet- 
ist or an agile saxophone player is 
hard to come by. Since these stellar 
instruments need a supporting cast, 
they are not considered primarily 
by the man or woman who wishes 
to make music in the living room. 
Besides, a trumpet in apartment 4B 
will raise a problem. 


But there are other instruments, | 


simple but interesting, which serve 
the casual hobbyist and help him 


to approach music. We'll discuss | 


these next month.

There was a time when a guest might 
say, “It was a very correct little party” in- 
tending a compliment. Now it would be al- 
most insulting. You have to make your own 
rules, your own patterns to fit the mood, 
the moment, the people, the schedule. 


A life as wide as the world 


As our great world has grown tiny, our 
domestic world has become very large. 
In practically every home it’s “Come in, 
Paris,” on the radio as you clear away 
the breakfast dishes, and a hot line news 
dispatch from Gaza or Djakarta keeps you 
up-to-the-minute while you make the bed. 
Every way you turn to look or listen, 
there are new and different impacts being 
made on you. Our shops, our food stores, 
our supermarkets, our department stores, 
our dime stores are crammed with the goods 
and produce of the whole wide world, 
spread before us in dizzying profusion. It 
is almost too much. You can’t take it all in, 
so you must pick and choose with sensi- 
tive discrimination the ideas and objects 
that you permit to enter your living. 


You choose your manners 


Today formality and informality co-ex- 
ist, side by side, pleasantly blended. Often 
guests serve themselves or are served by 
the host and/or hostess from a buffet and 
sit down to dine at a table complete in every 
detail from hand-written menus to place 
cards. Or, when there are no conventional 
dining facilities, a butler may pass the 
plates around to the guests cosily seated 
beside folding tables. 

That’s how it is done when John Tiffany 
Elliot, literary agent, lecturer and gour- 
met, entertains in his long, narrow, one- 
room apartment. Though it is in the heart 
of New York, the room is quiet, clean and 
cool as a forest glade, for air conditioning 
is used all year round. The host does his 
own cooking—generally one great dish like 
a New Orleans gumbo. 

“My gumbo dinners,” he says, “are usu- 
ally planned for Saturday night for it takes 
all day—half for shopping, half for cook- 
ing.” (He has no freezer.) 

Any day such gumbo would be a tri- 
umph—sable-dark and thickened with filé 
powder, it is ladled from an antique stone 


tureen. There is bread, hot and buttery, 
flecked with fresh fine herbs instead of too- 
usual garlic. The notable salad is tossed in 
the bowl, also of ironstone. It was once a 
washbowl in a Victorian bedroom. 

The dessert, a glittering mound of quiv- 
ering topazes, is a Madeira wine jelly made 
with an old bual, a jelly much too delicate 
to hold the shape of a mold. It is his grand- 
mother’s recipe served in her cut-glass 
saucers which, incidentally, begin to look 
quite stylish again. 

Another time in New York a group of us 
were invited to supper before seeing the 
movie Around the World in Eighty Days. 
The world-wide theme was carried out in 
the drinks as well as the food. There were 
Danish cheeses and open-facve sandwiches 
such as you find on the yard-long menu at 
Oscar Davidson’s in Copenhagen. A Span- 
ish paella, duck bigarade and fish and chips 
from the only English fish and chip shop 
in New York, wrapped in the London scan- 
dal sheet. “For,” says Jack Barker of the 
shop, “the English think fish and chips 
taste much better wrapped in the news of 
the world.” 


The inventive adventurers 

Nothing is safe from the inventive gour- 
met. We saw an antique knitting bowl used 
recently to hold a pyramid of rice, studded 
Turkish fashion with the garnet seeds of 
pomegranate and topped with chicken and 
ginger. The recipe, provided through the 
courtesy of C. C. Kambhu, Commercial 
Counselor to the Embassy of Thailand, ap- 
pears on pages 46-47. All the other foods 
were displayed on four gold and white 
tray-tables set end-to-end to make a buffet. 

Make no mistake about it, being a gay 
gourmet is joyous and rewarding, impart- 
ing a gleam and glitter to what might other- 
wise be the dull fabric of daily living. But 
it's not easy—not even with our short-cut 
foods and marvelous labor-saving devices. 


The well-planned spontaneous 

The gourmet who would be gay and 
insouciant, unconcerned and spontaneous, 
must take thought for tomorrow. The most 
successful of them plot and plan like gen- 
erals. They plant herbs and salad greens, 
track down cherry tomato plants, tend 
tuberous begonias for a party months 
ahead. They are adept at quantity buying 
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and provision their pantry shelves and their 
freezers as carefully as ever a ship chandler 
prepares for a long sea voyage. They are 
the assiduous forethoughted collectors of 
every kind of object or oddment that could 
lend provocative color or dash to the serv- 
ice of a meal. Their cupboards burgeon 
with table-setting wherewithal, ready to be 
plucked down at a moment's notice to be 
composed into a table-setting picture. 
They have discovered and live by the 
rule that it takes a lot of caring, and you 
can’t be careless if you want to be carefree. 


Freedom versus ease 


This life of “spontaneous” flair isn’t 
easy. Generally it is full of complications. 
But instead of ease we have gained freedom 
—freedom of choice, freedom from binding 
schedules, freedom from the chains of con- 
ventionality, freedom to express ourselves 
in our homes, in our cooking. Freedom to 
work at our own pace. To work very hard 
one time and take a breather the next. The 
necessity of feeding the family need no 
longer mean three arduous sessions per 
day. There are so many times that you can 
rely on prepared foods—the kind you buy 
or the kind you make and lay away. Indeed, 
without our short-cut foods and miraculous 
labor-saving devices, this new, richer life 
would be impossible. 

At one party you might serve ice cream 
cones all around for dessert or arrange with 
the Good Humor man to appear on the 
scene in the nick of time, but the next day 
you might follow up an outdoor grill supper 
with a really important dessert, even a 
Gateau St. Honoré. Buy it or bake it yourself. 


Young Ideas 


Some of our gayest gourmets are found 
among the young. Not long ago a group of 
glamorous grandmothers were discussing 
the lives their daughters lead. 

“No nurse, no maid, a cleaning woman 
once in a while and not even a helpful 
butcher at the other end of the phone.” 

“And yet they are all having big families; 
they entertain more than we ever did!” 

“I’m learning from my daughter.” 

Coping is the special talent of this happy 
breed. No crowd seems to fluster them; no 
occasion is too mundane to inspire them.

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AS es ensemble is just as important in gastronomy 
as it is in fashion. The peasant and bourgeois cookery of 
the whole wide world is based on what might be called one-dish 
meals. High cuisine, even in France, features them through classic 
garnitures. Meat or fish, vegetables and starch—all presented 
together making one momentous whole. 

But don’t let your mind leap inevitably to conclusions—and 
a casserole. There are so many other ways to achieve the sim- 
plicity and ease of the meal in one dish. 

Here we have collected ten of them. None are inventions. All 
have an ancient and honored past and, we predict, an exciting 
future. To every one something new has been added, a new 
product, a new utensil or a new technique. !n each case the end 


result equals and in some cases, we think, surpasses the original. 


1. Indian Pilaf with Duckling. Uses a pre-cooked packaged 
rice—a great time-and-work saver. 

2. Pot-au-Feu. The time is cut in half because a pressure cooker 
is used in the initial stages and thermostatically controlled sim- 
mering replaces pot-watching. 

3. Spanish Paella. A converted long-grain rice and an electric 
frying pan make success almost inevitable. 

4. Louisiana Po’ Boy Sandwich. So easy anytime with heated 
brown-and-serve loaves of bread. 

5. Crown of Game Hens with Spinach Timbale. The hens 
are already stuffed with wild rice or wheat and can be bought 
either canned or quick-frozen. Quick-frozen spinach comes washed 
and chopped. 

6. Roumanian Ghivech or Glory of the Garden. Heavy- 
duiy aluminum foil and an oven-to-the-table dish save several 
steps, also time and dish washing. 

7. Potato Salad Nicoise. A garlic stick anoints the bowl. 

8. Manicotti with Basil and Broccoli. The pasta as well as 
the sauce is pre-cooked and frozen. 

9. Thailand Gingered Chicken on Rice with Peas. Chicken 
parts make it easy and mail-order brings rare Chinese mush- 
rooms and Bangkok seasonings right to your door. 

10. Cornish Pasties. The filling is canned corned beef hash;

Importance of Luncheons 


Why one skillful hostess prefers to entertain 


at midday and leave the dinner parties to somebody else 


\ you're entertaining or being entertained 
you’ve got to have heart—just as it says in the song. 
Without it, the best food and drink and the nicest people 
in the world won't “jeil” into a party. And I’m beginning 
to think that dinner parties have lost their heart. That’s 
why, from now on in, I’m concentrating on luncheon 
whenever | have the urge to gather a few of my friends 
together for a congenial meal. 

I know that traditionally a dinner has always been 
considered a more important meal than a luncheon, one 
that took more “doing,” and therefore a more flattering 
spread to set before guests. That’s an old notion that 
doesn’t seem to me to hold water any longer now that any 
meal can be as elegant as you want it to be if you have 
a forehanded larder and a home freezer. 

But the chief reason I’ve decided to break with the 
dinner party as a form of entertaining is that I feel 
it's no longer very entertaining. I question whether the 
time-honored ceremony of the dinner party, i.e., the 6:30 
P.M. to exhaustion ritual, isn’t being blindly perpetuated 
into a social scheme where it becomes a chore instead of 
an enjoyable event. A dinner party nowadays is only 
too often an aggregation of tired people who have per- 
formed a sort of clock-beating feat to get there, present- 
ably dressed and in their party manners, after a gruelling 
day’s work. Because in these days of suburban living the 
very act of getting to a party may mean driving as much 
as forty miles. And with the prospect of repeating the 
same trip back home before the baby sitter leaves and the 
sun rises on another day’s work to be done, few guests 
are disposed to throw themselves enthusiastically into 
having a gay, good time. The average husband’s reaction 
to a mid-week dinner party is only too well known. He is 
usually badgered into going for appearance’s sake, but 
he hardly participates with gusto. And if you took a poll 
of the distaff reaction, you’d probably find few wives, 
mothers or working women completely happy about what 
this evening out is doing to their over-loaded schedules.

A full-fig luncheon seems to me the answer, preferably 
on a sunny summer Saturday. It’s early enough in the 
day for both hostess and guests to feel rested and relaxed, 
free of the tensions of time and time tables, already in 
the gala mood that a five-day week gives our Saturdays. 

I must admit that oddly enough a luncheon party makes 
a few more exacting demands on you than a dinner party 
but they’re easy enough to cope with if you plan care- 
fully. For instance, there is half as much time in the 
day to prepare, and the brilliant light of the midday sun 
is more revealing of your housekeeping and the table 
appointments than the kind candle glow of a dinner table. 
What’s more, the menu must be considered carefully so 
that it is festive and satisfying, yet not so heavy that the 
euests will be left in the state of torpor that comes of 
eating and drinking too much in the middle of the day. 

The way to deal with the problem of time and grooming 
is to have the house in reasonable order a few days in 
advance, and to have all the food preparation out of the 
way by the morning of your luncheon. This frees you then 
to spend the last few hours giving things their final polish, 
setting the table and arranging the kitchen for your 
system of serving. You can take care of the food prepara- 
tion in either of two ways—by doing everything the day 
before or even the evening before, or by taking every- 
thing from the freezer or the pantry shelf. 

I have two favorite menus, one especially appealing 
for luncheon on a hot midsummer’s noonday, the other 
for a later, cooler date, say, Indian Summer when there’s 


just a hint of fall snapping through the sunshine.

s any of my faithful readers could testify, I am a 

fanatic on the subject of presentation. | “sound off” 

regularly in House BrauTirut that the serving and 

visual presentation of a dinner is as important as the pre- 
paring and cooking of it. 

But many of you write and say, “But how do you do both?” 
One of my tricks, though it is no trick at all, is to serve 
the first course in the living room, or outdoors on the terrace 
if the weather permits. 

This has several big pay-offs. It lets me bring the food to 
the guests when I and it (the food) are ready. It does not 
break into the cocktail hour for those who want “one more.” 

It lets the people who don’t want “one more” have some- 
thing to eat before they get cross and wish they hadn’t come. 
It gives me a nice breathing space between the first course 
and the main course, for there can be 15 to 30 minutes be- 
tween when no one seems to notice the passage of time. And 
during that breather, it lets me get the main course ready 
to serve forth dramatically. 

All this let’s you, as hostess, control the tempo of the 
dinner in every respect. Even late arrivals don’t suspect 
how late they are if the rest are not yet seated at the table. 
Anyway the cocktail hour is such a pleasant time, why not 
let it merge with the first course time. There is no feeling 
of rush—just a pleasant air of conviviality. Haven't you 
noticed that when dinner is announced so many guests hate to 
leave their conversational companions. Best of all, I’ve found 
that this system stimulates conversation, for everyone likes 
to be served something different, and in an unusual way. 

To do the latter I use any container at hand, from arti- 
choke leaves to abalone shells. I serve anything from soup 
in an oversize coffee cup, to raw oysters in sake cups, to 
jellied consommé in halves of avocado. I have a collection of 
china that I use for “first course work.” They are containers 
that I use for loads of other things of course, but generally they 
were not meant to be used as I use them. For instance, I use 
an ovenware butter melter as the dish for herbed shrimp. An 
oven-to-table ramekin (5 inches in diameter and 1 inch deep)

to my guests hot. (I serve long thin crab forks with this.) 
Occasionally I have even used wide, flanged ash trays. 

And don’t overlook the edible food containers! Globe arti- 
choke leaves can be a carrier for anything from crab to 
cheese. Halves of avocado are a complement to shellfish, or 
jellied consommé laced with caviar. Zucchini and cucumber 
boats can be blanched, cut in thirds and stuffed with shad 
roe. So much better than a roll which may leap off the plate— 
and so much more gourmet! 

When planning your first course, the first requirement is 
ease of eating. You cannot handle a knife and fork unless 
you are sitting at a table. I often clear our large low coffee 
table and serve a big dramatic platter of cracked crab or 
prawns with a sour cream sauce. (Sauce recipe later). There- 
fore I provide plates, forks and spoons and paper napkins. 
If, however, I am having cracked crab, which is really messy, 
I pass a tray of napkins wrung out in hot water, so that the 
guests can remove the shellfish “scent” from their hands. This 
is a nice touch whenever “finger” eating is in progress. 

Hors d’oeuvres can be a first course, but I don’t mean 
the tedious, intricate-to-make kind. I’m against that tray 
of miscellaneous knickknacks that looks so tired by the time 
it’s half emptied. Instead make separate platters (or plates) 
for each item such as: paté on thin pumpernickel, smoked 
salmon on rye crackers, raw mushrooms filled with cream 
cheese and nuts. All these taken together are hearty- enough 


for a first course. 





Another first with me is hot soup in overscaled coffee 
cups. This might be a fish soup, unless I am having a fish 


main course, then it is “grass” soup—either spinach or sor- 





rell. Try lobster in tomato soup, or crab or terrapin in pea 
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After a first course of shellfish or other 
finger-eating delicacies, pass a tray of 
towels wrung out of perfumed hot water, 
This is an idea we’ve borrowed 

from the gracious Japanese.

You can’t expect everyone to like every film, but diversifica- 
tion of subject matter and filming technique will provide an 
enjoyable evening for the maximum numberof club mem- 
bers. You might try some of these combinations: 


e@ With the mysterious Japanese “Roshomon’—the brashly 
American UPA cartoon “Willie the Kid.” (Cinema Guild.)

ne challenging question of the times is how to use our many 
leisure hours constructively and creatively, and one chal- 
lenging answer is by starting a film club at home. For- 
tunately, the choices a film club offers are varied: We can be active 
in the group or passive spectators; we can be a small number of 
close friends and neighbors, or a large group who share only the 
one interest of enjoying films together; we can look at films as art 
or entertainment; we can be moved by their intellectual content 
or by their action; we can find them emotionally satisfying or 
mentally stimulating. 

Any number can join in, but for practical purposes a group of 
fifteen to fifty seems best, if it is to be an at-home activity. 

Before you will know for sure that you want to start a film 
club, a number of questions are likely to come to your mind. 
Many of them are questions | have heard already: What kinds of 
films are available? How much work is involved in getting the film 
club started? How much will it cost? How much time does it take 
to keep it going? 

Since my answers will have to be given on a long-distance basis, 
let me raise the questions in as orderly a fashion as I can, and give 
you the answers I would choose for myself if I were doing it. Then, 
since you and | may not always see eye to eye about these matters, 
Vil add an additional choice or two which may be more directly 
suited to your own situation, interests and temperament. 

The first question, however else it might be phrased, ought to be 

*this: “What is the object of a film club in the first place?” For me 
it has been to provide the opportunity of looking at all kinds of 
films. They may be films I’ve heard about but not seen, or films 
I’ve seen at one time or another and want to see again; and for 
me it is important to see these films in an informal group of people 
who share my interest and who enjoy talking about the films. 

For you, the purpose of a film club might be similar, or it might 
be to fill in some of the gaps left open by the fact that there is no 
“art theater” in your community where interesting foreign and 
“off-beat” films can be seen. Or it might be to see the old movies 
you dimly remember through the years. Or to see in one “season,” 


so to speak, as many films as possible made by your favorite

director or starring your favorite film personality, or films from 
one country, or of one special genre. A more specialized purpose 
might be to see films on certain subjects: science, art, foreign 
lands, or whatever your personal and group interests may be. As- 
suming that one of these answers appeals to you, or that you have 
another appealing answer I’ve not even dreamed of, let’s see how 
you might go about getting the films and the group together. 

“What should be done first?” First face this fact: From now until 
further notice, you're in charge! Someone has to assume leader- 
ship in every activity, and until a better someone comes along, 
it might as well be you—in fact it pretty well has to be! You may 
find, in fact you will have to get support and assistance and interest 
from a number of other people, but if you really want to keep 
things rolling, you'll have to be the organizing force. The best way 
to get started, in your new capacity of film club organizer, is to 
buy a few dozen two-cent postcards and write on each the follow- 
ing message: “Please send free of charge your catalogs and lists 
of 16mm sound films suitable for an informal film club in my 
home.” Sign your name and address, and address one card to each 
of the distributors listed at the end of this article. 

Many of these distributors have branch offices around the coun- 
try; the local addresses will be included in their catalogs. There 
probably are other commercial 16mm distributors in your area, and 
it would be well to get copies of their rental catalogs too. Seek them 
out in the classified directory. Those among them who are NAVA 
members (National Audio-Visual Association, that is) will be

ter you’ve tackled the other problems of organizing a 
film society among your friends and neighbors, you 
must face up to this fact: After a two to two-and-a- 

half hour film showing, those club members will be mighty 
thirsty—and hungry, too! Any hostess who’s worth her salt 
won't send her guests on their way in that condition! So along 
with your final plans you must include a “floating committee 
for refreshments.” “Floating” because the head of the committee 
should not necessarily be the person whose home is the theater 
that particular night. The committee helps the hostess plan 
ahead of time and should even procure some of the food as 
part of their duties. 

The hostess of the evening needs no more than three helpers. 
When you get too many eager assistants you do more managing 
than serving, and the “light refreshment, it’s-no-trouble-at-all” 


atmosphere gets lost. 


Don’t make too much ado over the food 


Remember, it is far better to spend the money on a fine 
picture than it is to spend it on the supper. This is your night 
to feast your soul, not yourself, When your invitation says 
“Refreshments will be served,” stick to your guns. Serve just 
enough to refresh and restore the club members—not enough 
to keep them awake all night. This is true of any gathering— 
club meeting, church society, card party or dance: Go easy 
on the food preparations. The hostess will have enough to do, 
what with 25 coats, hats and handbags to stash away. And 


besides she wants to enjoy the movies too. So keep it simple 


without falling back on sandwiches and coffee.

When I have such an evening, I have trays of cups all ready 
to be taken to the buffet table (no saucers). The cream is poured 
in the pitcher in the refrigerator; sugar and spoons are also 
on the tray. The serving trays are all ready and the paper 
napkins are laid out.

‘bag of spices, such as coriander and cassia buds and just two 
lor three cloves. This little sack I can remove so the spices 
don’t get all through the soup. Just before serving, heat and 
add a quart of ginger ale. Canned grapes are a good addition 
jat the last minute. Some people thicken the soup with a little 
lcornstarch or potato flour. This thickening makes the soup 
isparkly. You must mix cornstarch with cold water before 
‘adding it to hot liquid. Allow 1 tablespoon of cornstarch for 3 
cups of liquid. Serve with ginger cookies or spice cookies. If you 
think the soup is too sweet, boil some of the juice with a sliced 
lemon. It adds a tangy note. 

Another Scandinavian evening could end with a bounteous 
tray of cheeses; a smoked salmon tray with sour cream, capers 
and wedges of lemon; or an array of herring, sil and sardines. 
Serve pumpernickel crackers or thin dark rye bread with this. 
Things prepared ahead of time are the best, naturally, so you 


have none of the last-minute rush, no cooking and watching. 


| 
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Even the old Scandinavian stand-by, hard-boiled eggs can be 
dished up in a more exciting fashion. If you have several small 
dishes of various salts like Spice Islands Beau Monde salt and 
the Old Hickory Smoked salt, it makes a hard boiled egg some- 
thing special. | also enjoy Chef Howald’s seasoning salt with 
eggs. Often an ordinary food item is interesting just by adding 


this simple touch. Later I'll tell you how to hard boil eggs! 


To complete that Oriental film atmosphere 


With a lovely mysterious Japanese drama like “Rashomon,” 
an Oriental mood can be so easily achieved with some Japanese 
food stuffs and containers. 

My own variation of a hot Japanese dish, although an oriental 
might think it was invented here and taken to the Orient as 
was the chop suey, is called Rice *n Ginger. I love this rice and 
could eat it from the main course to dessert. | serve it hot and 
place two bottles of special soya sauce (recipes at end of article) 
on the table. 

For other Japanese touches you can serve heated sake in 
special sake cups, or hot tea or soup in a great big copper pot 
with little round handleless cups to drink from. In serving 
dishes, you can substitute the handsome black or red plastic 
plates for the old lacquer ones. The little extra something can be 
tea cookies with sesame seed or poppy seed, or fortune cookies 


to add some fun. 


A spicy dish for exotic East India 


For that exotic Indian film, the fare should be a highly sea- 
soned dish. A curried egg is a delectable item. However, it does 
take time to stuff those dear eggs. Allow three halves per person. 
First, how do you hard boil the egg? This # «uld be done with 
care. None of that letting the eggs bounce », and down in 
the boiling water. Eggs should be at room temperature when 
they are placed in luke-warm water and put on a medium heat 
until just under bubbling. Then look at the time and remove 
eggs from the heat and allow to rest in the hot water for 20 
minutes. Drain off the water and immediately run under cold 
water for several minutes to cool the eggs as rapidly as possible, 
as this prevents the yolks from turning black. Crack them, 
peel carefuily and store in the refrigerator until ready to stuff.

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What is a good menu ?

When a woman entertains as many as 600 to 800 
guests a year—at luncheons, teas and dinners—she 
develops a set of values and practices that become 
bed rock to her operation. Here Virginia Stanton 
summarizes some of the principles she uses in com- 
bining foods to make a memorable meal. Nobody 


knows better! THe Epirors 


omposing a good menu is like composing a good room, 

decoratively speaking. The take-off point for the com- 

position can be almost anything. In decorating, it 
can be a tapestry, the color of the carpet, a multi-colored 
chintz, the existence of rose and yellow marble in the fire- 
place, or heirloom furniture that you have to use. In short, 
anything. In menu-building, the point of departure can be 
anything. Or almost anything. 

The funniest things set me off. It is just as though I let 
my mind go blank and something comes to me. But, of 
course, the wise ones would call it “free association” or 
“stream of consciousness” or something equally fancy. 

Actually, only about five things “set me off” in deciding 
what to eat with what. With me it all starts simply, almost 
childishly, with the problem of “what food is at its peak” 
and “how can I build a menu around it so it shows off to 
the best advantage.” I agree absolutely with the French 
that the peak of the harvest—the best that can be procured 
that day—should be the hub of the menu. But I go further 
than the French. I believe the table appointments should be 
a big part of the show too. 

For the next link in my chain of thinking is “how can 
[ set the table to show off this featured player?” If the best 
of the market is corn-on-the-cob, how can I serve corn-on- 
the-cob so it will be the most exciting corn they ever ate 
in their whole lives? How can I present corn as though I 
were Mike Todd creating a vehicle for Elizabeth Taylor? 

[t's pretty clear what Mike Todd would do. He’d let 
Elizabeth be on the stage all by herself, after a suitable 


build-up by lesser charac ters who would fill the stage while 
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you were getting to your seats and taking off your hats. 

So that is what I do with peak-of-the-season corn. I make 
a first course of it—after a suitable preliminary with drinks 
and hors d’oeuvres. I cook it quickly with a few of the 
light green inner husks left on, which are peeled back at 
the end of the cooking (but left on so you can hold the cob 
with them) and serve it with masses of melted butter poured 
over the kernels in the kitchen so every kernel is coated 
with butter. You’ve a winner, then. 

I’d follow this with a chicken dish, with biscuits (no 
corn bread, for we are already full of corn, aren’t we?). 
Then green salad and a fresh peach dish dressed with fresh 
or frozen raspberry juice. 

Or if asparagus is at its prime, then I’d serve it with 
a brown butter containing finely chopped nuts which-have 
also been browned in the butter. Make the asparagus the 
first course, as we talk about on page 56. It is so much 
easier getting the vegetable properly cooked to perfection 
and delivered to the guests when you make it the first 
course, for you take it to them—not them to it. And one 
can enjoy it more fully when one is not satiated by other 
foods. Broccoli, artichokes, cauliflower, tender string beans 
are vegetables I call important and worthy of being served 
separately as a first course. Not peas, unless in their pods. 
Otherwise they’d better be an accompaniment to something | 
else. (See a whole article on this subject on pages 54-57.) 

What do you do if you can’t find a star worth building 
the whole show around? Well, I fall back on those old tried — 
and true triplets: color, flavor (Please turn to page 67) |

How to give a curry supper the drama it deserves 


One of my most successful menus is a supper of curried lamb. 
I go whole hog to give it the exotic lure of the islands, and 
guests love it. I cover the table with tapa cloth, use giant wood 
plates shaped like curious leaves, make a splashing arrangement 
of tropical flowers and light the scene with the flicker of vigil 
lights.

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The eyes have it 


The quality of the food you serve 
comes first, of course. But I am sure 
that many a fine meal has missed the 
praise it deserved because it was 
presented solely to the palate and 
not to the eye. You can deyelop this 
visual approach to food. I know, 
because I have done it. Even the 
furnishings of a room now suggest 
to me foods to serve effectively. In 
the Harrison Godwin dining room, 
I see plump rosy strawberries or a 
beautiful poached salmon that might 
pick up the wonderful color in the 
Satsuma wall plates. or mounds of 
glistening red caviar, dolloped with 
cream and dusted with chives. I see 
chilly rosé wine in clear decanters, 
succulent cuts of pink beef. From 
such bits of inspiration you can build 
a menu—not a one-color menu by 
any means, but you’d have the start 
of a meal that would be just as ex- 
citing to the eye as it is to the palate. 
That in my book is a good menu.

and texture, the three “princes” that have ruled gastronomy 
in China, France, Mexico or wherever fine eating has been 
made a true art. The fact is, you can hardly separate one 
from the other. They seem to go together like Siamese trip- 
lets. For when you watch over two of the three, the third 
seems to come along by itself. A well-ordered menu does a 
lot for you, digestively. You never feel dyspeptic if the menu 
was properly planned. 

This awareness of flavor, color and texture should influence 
every menu you contemplate serving. A dish can be dreamy 
in itself, but combined with the wrong companions it can 
lose its effectiveness. 

The following menu is an extreme, but in giving an ex- 


treme you will get my point. 


Cream of Clam Soup 
Sweetbreads in Cream with Madeira 
Rice Creamed Celery 

Lettuce with Sour Cream Dressing 


Pears with Zabione Sauce 


This is the “all white” dinner, than which there is nothing 
duller. No change of color or texture, no change of pace. 
It is too “saucy,” too creamy. Every dish, eaten by itself 
or in another context, could be superlative. But eaten all 
at one time, your tummy can only be curdled in cream. 
Furthermore, the meal is so all soft and mushy, nothing 
crisp anywhere (except the lettuce). I’d rebel before finish- 
ing, just from the monotony. So I always try for color 
contrast, flavor contrasts, textural contrasts. 

I also believe that the weather is important. If it is cold 
I serve a hot soup. If it is hot, I serve a cold soup. Old- 
fashioned, maybe, but there’s a sound basis for it. I do put 
a lot of thought into the soup. For instance, I think a fish 
taste is a very good preparation for a meat or fowl course. 
So if I am not having fish as a main dish, I work fish into 
these opening soups, by blending fish with another base. I 
let the soup base be influenced by the character of the main 
course that will follow. For instance, if I am having lamb 
in some way as the main course | will use puréed peas 
dropped in turtle soup or crab soup, since peas complement 
the lamb, flavorwise, and this brings in the fish flavor. Fish 
soup can also be served cold with the addition of chopped 
parsley and chives and perhaps a dollop of sour cream or 
seasoned whipped cream. 

A gaspacho soup is a delicious cold item and perfect for 
a Friday menu, for it is a tomato and cucumber brew and it 
will complement perfectly the fish that follows. 

If weather is not extreme enough to be considered, then

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How to Prepare 
Two Parties 


at Once 


By MARY ELIZABETH WILEY 


very once in a while, when I’ve accumulated quite a 
backlog of people I’d like to entertain, ’'m tempted 
to “get it over with” and throw one great big party! 

| know that smaller parties of eight, for instance, are 
much more fun and much less wearing on the hostess than 
the “big do.” Conversation is easier and often more stim- 
ulating because the guests don’t have to circulate so much. 
They can settle down in one place and be comfortable, 
especially in the small house or smaller apartment. And 
if a small party is nicely appointed, but served informally, 
there is no need for extra help. 

So, instead of succumbing to the big party idea, I decided 
to plan and prepare all the ingredients for a party of sixteen, 
but actually invite and serve eight people at a time. In other 
words, I do all the work at once, but have the benefit of two 
comfortable little supper parties, spaced ten days or two 
weeks apart. This is really “Chain Cooking” in a party 
manner! Chain Cooking is what I call my regular system 
of preparing and freezing family meals ahead of time. In 
House BEAuTiIFUL’s September 1953 issue there appeared 
an article “How to Escape Cooking Three Meals a Day,” 
and I must say I’ve learned how to escape. Now all I have 
to do is adapt my chain-cooking ideas to the party! 

The beauty of this kind of planning is that in the event 
the second party doesn’t come off, there is always that lovely 
food ready for any emergency. One time I used the secona 
party fixings for some unexpected business guests, and 
another time we had a spur-of-the-moment party on a rather 
quiet week end. 

Once this idea hit me, I worked out a main dish that 
could be stored, ready-to-serve, in the freezer. Then I did 


all the planning and shopping for both parties. With the 


exception of fresh salad greens and pastry cream, everything 
could be kept in the freezer or on the pantry shelf until 
the day of the individual parties. I even planned the table 
settings around the idea of using “things” for decoration, 
rather than perishable fruit or flowers. And since none of 
the guests would be at both parties, the table arrangement 
could give two performances. 

As it turned out, I did all the preparation for both parties 
about ten days ahead of the first one, and all I had to do 
when the time arrived was to assemble table appointments, 
arrange the house and set the table, pick up (and whip) 
the pastry cream and buy the salad greens. The only cook- 
ing the day of the party was preparing the Italian beans and 
brushing the bread with butter. 


Here is the menu for the two parties 


Carbonnade of Beef 
Armenian Cracker Bread toasted, buttered 
Tossed Greens with Artichoke bottoms with 
Italian Salad 
Cookies from a Pastry Shop

The Carbonnade of Beef is a big, hearty beef casserole and 
I made a double quantity so that I could put it into half- 
gallon freezer containers and freeze it. Then all I had to do 
when the time came was thaw and reheat it in a casserole. 

The Armenian cracker bread comes in a big, flat package 
and looks like a huge puffy cracker about the size of a twelve- 
inch phonograph record. It sometimes has sesame seeds 
sprinkled over the top and, if I find I have landed a plain 
package, I add these after I brush the top rather generously 
with melted butter. Just before I serve it I put it into a hot 
oven until it is golden brown and then break it into pieces. 
The bread can be kept indefinitely in the freezer or stored 
with other crackers on the shelf (if it’s a dry place) for 
about three or four weeks. 

For the salads I bought two No. 2 cans of artichoke bot- 
toms, 4 packages of frozen Italian green beans, 2 No. 2 cans 
of Italian Garbanzos (beans) and some good Italian vinegar. 
(If you can’t find garlic vinegar buy the best red wine 
vinegar and add two or three cloves of garlic to it. If you 
can’t find Italian green beans, get regular string beans.) 

For dessert I went to my favorite pastry shop and bought 
their best cookies. These are made of very short, crisp dough 
and are turned out in different ways. Some are about the 
size of a filty-cent piece and put together with a rich Mocha 
filling, then decorated with bitter chocolate. Some are single 
little circles half-dipped in bitter chocolate. The very nicest 
one is a thin, crisp cooky which looks something like a 
Brandy Snap with the addition (Please turn to page 110)

have taken up picnicking because I bought an air-con- 

ditioned automobile. It’s strange, isn’t it, how such 

seemingly unrelated things actually affect each other? 
But they do. 

You see, I do a great deal of lunching for business pur- 
poses, and I like these occasions to be pleasant and memora- 
ble. But unfortunately there’s only a handful of restaurants 
in New York where the food and the atmosphere are entirely 
to my liking. You can imagine how tired I get of going to 
these three or four. Besides, the atmosphere is of the res- 
taurant’s making—not mine. And there’s too much ritualistic 
flourishing of silver salvers, which is the same in hotels 
and restaurants the world over and therefore monotonous. 
Also, let’s face it, public eating in America—no matter 
how de luxe the place—is seldom in the class with fine 
home cooking. 

I discovered quite by accident last summer that eating 
in an air-conditioned car in Central Park could be a real 
delight. Frances Heard, one of our favorite staff members, 
was having a birthday and we wanted to fete her in some 
unusual way. So my cook and I packed a fairly gourmet 
(but not very original) lunch for four people. I had no 
specially elegant equipment—only the standard sort of 
Thermos bottles, frozen food carriers and plastic plates. But 
I did take fine wine goblets and a good wine, for I wanted 
us to be able to toast the birthday girl in something more 
elegant than paper cups or thick plastic tumblers. 

My three guests were carried away by the whole idea. The

You can deliver the most gourmet summer 
luncheon to your picnic guests in the most 
sensational centainers, thanks to these efh- 
cient little plastic boxes. They come in a 
number of sizes and shapes, all about the size 
of one portion of food. They have tight-fitting 
lids, so liquids can’t leak out to soil the larger 
picnic box or basket into which they would 
be packed. They cost as little as 29 cents to 
79 cents and are available in any variety or 
hardware store. All the recipes and menus 
developed by Mrs. Stanton for this article are 
keyed to the use of these little containers. 
Her recipes will appear in our next issue. 

They can also be made to look quite festive, 
all by themselves. For the tops can be deco- 
rated with gay paper tidbits—Japanese paper 
fans and paper umbrellas, or edged with gold 
braid, called “Gold-Dec-It”—all for the price 
of a few pennies. A swipe of rubber cement 
and you can attach any fantasy to these lids. 


the luxury of not going to a restaurant, the bliss of sitting 
cool and comfortable in a green landscape on a broiling 
hot day added up to making it a very special party. 

I decided to develop this entertaining formula to the hilt, 
so I could do it often and easily. And I wanted to serve food 
-that was not cliché picnic fare. So I asked Virginia Stanton, 
our Party Editor, to put her mind on my new problem and 
to dream up some fork and finger foods that would hold 
satisfactorily for several hours without refrigerating. And 
I began to look for things to eat from that would please 
the eye and make eating in my car a memorable event instead 
of akin to a drive-in restaurant. 

As always, I didn’t realize how many wonderful things 
were on the market to serve my new plans until I started 
looking. Dozens of beautiful and practical things exist. 

For instance, did you know about car refrigerators? You 
can buy a dashboard model which has inside dimensions of 
13 inches by 10 inches by 6 inches. Or a trunk model whose 
inside dimensions are 18 by 10 by 8 inches. Gasoline is 
the refrigerant, being drawn from the fuel system and then 
returned to the carburetor for use in the motor. These 
refrigerators operate only when the motor is running, but 
you can get the temperature down to 45° in about 20 minutes 
of driving, and down to 38° in 30 minutes. Once cold, they 
will hold for about 3 hours after the moior stops. 

To my delight, I found that I could carry salads and 
aspics, which would considerably broaden the menu planning 
possibilities, 

Then I found that there is a folding table for cars, with 
a top about the size of an average tray. Its base straddles 
the floor ridge and it is both steady and level (below). 
A pair for front and back seats would be perfect, for two 
persons could share one table. 

I decided my guests would be most comfortable if they

Box. above, car- 
ries breast of quail with paté in an aspic of wild game con- 
sommeé, the whole bordered with sliced mushrooms, arti- 
choke hearts, and baby abalones in their own lustrous shells. 
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If the dessert needs to be kept cold, I do 
not pack it in the individual lunch boxes, 
but handle it separately so it can stay in 
the cold of the car refrigerator. This is 
true also of the créme brilé and rum balls, 
shown here. The cups holding the créme 
are really porcelain egg coddlers (called 
Kitchener egg cups), each with screw lid. 
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See how many kinds of food can be packed into one of these 
414,” square plastic boxes! They will let you take the most 
unexpected fare along on your picnics. Box, above, contains 
fresh lobster, first marinated in herb butter, then molded 
in aspic.

In making my air-conditioned picnic plans, I have not 
had to worry about carrying heavy equipment, except from 
kitchen to car. I need to worry only about packability and

ave you wanted to try your hand at something dif- 

ferent in the way of table settings, but held back 

because you felt that you couldn’t afford it? May 
we suggest a hurdle over the obstacle? Try paper! You 
needn't be able to draw, or be artistic. No fancy or tedious 
sewing is required. All you need is the urge plus some very 
elementary equipment: a ruler, a pencil, a pin or two, 
scissors, a razor blade or sharp knife and some paper— 
and a little imagination. 

You already have odds and ends of gift-wrapping papers 
put away in some closet. You can experiment with these 
for a starter. But if your supply is limited, gift-wrap papers 
are available in plain colors and in aluminum foils that 
make the fantasies of the Alhambra seem pallid. There 
are also the inexpensive construction papers that children 
use in kindergarten and grade school which are available 
in a wonderful range of colors. Color-Aid papers used by 
commercial artists have a scrubbable and wrinkle-proof 
surface and are available in a complete pallet of colors. 
You could use ordinary newsprint or brown wrapping 
paper as a beginner. Combine these with a little glitter 
and they will take on a certain glamour. There are shelf 
papers. There are wallpapers. Later you might try some of 
the better grade art papers. Or some of the silky Japanese 
rice papers. Or the grass cloth papers with colored or 
metallic backgrounds. There are so many kinds of paper 
available that the difficulty is not in finding the ones you 
want to use, but in limiting yourself to a few. 

Gift shops and department stores carry a wide assort- 
men of wrapping papers. Your stationer will probably have 
them also, plus some construction and art papers. An art 
supply store will be able to supply you with Color-Aid 
and other colored papers. Small print shops generally 
carry a supply of colored papers. Your paint and wall- 
paper store will have wallpapers and probably some art 
supplies. Paper is such a common commodity that I’m 
sure we have overlooked some sources. 

The advantage of working with paper is that it is inex- 
pensive. Try something—if it’s not a success, burn it or 
throw it away and you will not be ridden by the feeling 
that you are being extravagant or wasteful. 

Start by combining simple forms and colors to avoid

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A paper ruler, a pin and 
a pencil make the com- 
pass for drawing the’ cir- 
cular mats on page 76. 
Punch the pencil point 
through the paper only far 
enough to make a mark. 
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Less intricate than it appears, the pattern shown at the upper 
right-hand corner of page 76 is composed of two hexagons, 
a diamond with the sharper points blunted and a small tri- 
angle.

technique. Just plain rectangles of color in various sizes 
can be quite effective, and almost too easy. 

Without restrictions of cost and technique you will 
feel freer and more inclined to experiment. Don’t worry 
about what is right or wrong. Go at it as though you were 
back in kindergarten indulging in the first joys of paint 
and paper. There’s no need for being self-conscious about 
it. Let yourself go. Forget about whether or not you are 
being proper—or sophisticated. Who cares? What does it 
matter if your first efforts aren’t successful. You can have 
the destructive pleasure of tearing them up. 

You're not playing to an audience. Don’t worry about 
your critics. The world is full of critics who have never 
tried or done anything themselves, but who know how 
everything should be done. They are usually more than 
willing to offer their opinionated wisdom for your 
guidance. Work for your own pleasure and satisfaction 
and to heck with the others. Do what pleases you. 

We propose only one rule: Seek variety. This can be 
translated to “avoid monotony.” 

Table setting, in some fashion, you do several times a 
day. It may be drudgery and a chore, or it can be a 
fascinating study, a creative activity that has a real basis 
in utility. From it you can get the pleasures of combining 
various forms of colors. And at the same time learn some- 
thing about the not-so-mysterious mysteries of art—of 
what happens when you combine forms and colors. You 
could read hooks of theories about form and color and 
learn far less than you will by working directly with them. 
You will have real knowledge gained from experience. 

We'd be willing to wager that you learned to walk with- 
out benefit of theory. You may not be a second Pavlova. 
but it’s within the realm of possibility that you do man- 
age to get around rather satisfactorily. 


May we encourage you to begin your artistic career? 





For larger worlds to 


conquer try the table top 


hen you have gained some assurance and skill (or 

even before), when you have become more am- 
bitious and are looking beyond the limitations of single 
mats, consider the possibility of using the whole table 
top as an area in which to experiment with forms 
and colors, 

If you have a round table you can start with simple 
rosette patterns with pie-shaped pieces of paper for each 
setting. Ordinary newspaper will always serve as a mate- 
rial in which to try shapes to see whether or not they fit 
the table before cutting them out of colored papers. 

A rectangular table top can be made quite handsome 
with a plaid made of strips of color that mark each 
place setting. Or you can use big squares of color placed 
on the diagonal. 

Choose your colors to fit the occasion. They can be 
giddy and light-hearted or they can be more elegant 
and formal. Perhaps the china that you want to use 
will suggest a color scheme. Plain white china looks 
very handsome on almost any solid color or metallic 
foil paper or on a printed paper. 

The colors you use could go with the season of the 
year, its general coloring or the flowers that are then in 
blossom. You couldn’t afford linens to match all the 
moods and colors of the year, but you can afford the 
cost of the paper that the season calls for. 

Perhaps you want to use some striking object for a 
centerpiece that needs a particular color to set it apart 
and to make it seem extra special. 

If you are lacking in ideas, walk into the gift-wrap 
section of some store where the papers are on display. 


Look around you. Inspiration will come.

Take the Mystery 


out of lreezing 


Have you wished you understood the whys behind 
the rules in the freezer manuals so you 
could carry in your head your own sense of how 


and what to freeze? Then read on. 


f you are one of that growing group of homemakers who 
don’t like to do your work mindlessly—like a robot— 
and who find pleasure in understanding the reasons be- 

hind the rules and instructions, here is a short digest of 
the scientific facts that will help you understand freezing. 

Obviously the primary purpose of a freezer is to prevent 
food spoilage. What causes spoilage? 

1. Oxidation 

2. Self-digestion 

3. Microbiological attack 

Oxidation of food is exactly the same thing as the rust- 
ing of iron. Neither is prevented by freezing, but both are 
very greatly slowed down. The effects of oxidation only 
matter when the flavor is altered. The worst offenders in 
this respect are pork, oily fish, ducks and olive oil. Pork, 
in particular, develops what are tactfully called “off flavors” 
—rancid fat to the less squeamish—in about six months at 
0° F. There is nothing much you can do about this because 
there is no such thing as an absolutely form-fitting, oxygen- 
proof package. The nearest approach is a heavy-duty, polye- 
thylene bag which is vacuum sucked into contact with the 
meat or bird, so no air is left inside to oxidize. Use an over- 
size bag, drop the food in and clasp the open end of the 


bag round the nozzle of your vacuum cleaner attachment 
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to suck out the air. Spin the bag to twist it shut and crimp 
the neck with a few turns of wire. If this seems like a lot 
of trouble, it can be avoided just by deciding not to keep 
pork or ducks more than six months. 

It is no trouble at all to make the oxidation problem 
worse. All you have to do is to grind or beat lots of air 
into the food before you freeze it. Pork sausage is an example 
of well aerated fat. and it is not to be trusted after two 
months. It is also why frozen hamburger is not as tasty as 
freshly-ground hamburger. 

The only time olive oil is likely to be troublesome is 
when you finish a spaghetti sauce in the blender before 
freezing. This gives a beautifully smooth product but beats 
in thousands of air bubbles. Make your sauce in the usual 
way but then freeze it as is, even though the onions and 
tomatoes are still a bit lumpy. Run it through the blender 
after you have thawed it for use. 

Spoilage of food through self-digestion—autolysis is the 
technical term—is not very important. All living meat con- 
tains a lot of enzymes which, as soon as the meat is dead. 
start to attack it. This attack is on texture not on flavor and 
is the reason why well-hung beef is better than freshly- 
killed beef. This process can, however, get out of hand when 
you try to freeze 200 pounds of rib roasts in a 15 cubic 
foot home freezer. The center of the rib roast in the middle 
of the heap may take as long as two weeks to get down to 
zero. This is the reason you sometimes find the center of a 
frozen rib roast squashy, which is a very different thing 
from tender. 

Microbiological attack by bacteria and moulds is the 
least thing you have to worry about in the home freezer. 
Most microorganisms are killed at zero, and the few which 
are not struggle along so slowly that you can forget about 
them. The real danger is in partial thawing and refreezing. 
The more dangerous organisms make spores which are 
immune to freezing and which come to life as soon as the 
food is thawed. Raise a fish or a joint to room temperature, 
ce-freeze it half a dozen times, and you may be in real 
trouble. This applies only to thoroughly thawed material so 
there is no need to worry if the freezer blows a fuse. A well- 
filled and properly insulated freezer can be off for three 
days without any of the contents reaching the hatching point 


of bacteria. 


Freezing Meat 


The critical factor in freezing meat is the water in it. 
If you drop water into liquid air (around minus 325° F.), 


it freezes instantly into smooth, structureless, ice. If you 


freeze water slowly, as in an ice cube tray or on the surface 
of a pond, it makes beautiful, long dagger-like crystals. 
The water in meat does the same thing. The more slowly 
you freeze it, the more ruthlessly do the daggers of ice 
pierce it. The blood which drips from a newly thawed, slow 
frozen, steak comes from these wounds. You cannot, in fact, 
freeze meat too fast. 

For this reason, steaks should never be wrapped in freezer 
paper before freezing. Freezer paper is an excellent insulator 
and slows down freezing. The way to freeze steaks is to lay 
an aluminum cooky sheet on the floor of your freezer com- 
partment, lay the steaks on this, put another cooky sheet 
on top and weight it down. Two, or even three, layers can 
be built up if you like. Leave the pile to freeze for at least 
24 hours and then package the frozen steaks in polyethylene 
bags squeezed or sucked into contact. (If the cooky sheets 
stick, rub them with a hot cloth.) If you are going to do 
much rummaging around in the freezer, a final wrap in 


freezer paper will protect the polyethylene against rips. 


S all birds (up to the size of a pheasant or rock hen) 
and cut-up chicken freeze well enough even if prepackaged 
in bags, but whole ducks and chickens ought to be wrapped 
inside and outside in aluminum foil, frozen and then pack- 
aged. This prevents the evaporation of moisture, and the 
consequent drying out of the bird. The foil can be left on 
or taken off for immediate re-use, as you wish. A turkey 
or a goose (not turkeys or geese) can be handled by this 
method in a home freezer. Above all things do not try to 
freeze a stuffed turkey. The stuffing does not develop off- 
flavors after freezing—in a home freezer it just goes bad 
before it gets frozen. 

Chops and cutlets half an inch thick ean be bagged before 
freezing, but thicker ones should be treated like steaks. 
Kidney, hearts and liver freeze well enough in bags. 

So far I have talked only about freezing. Water is also 
a critical factor in storing and thawing frozen meats. Even 
frozen water migrates from the inside to the outside of 
frozen meat. This does not matter as long as a form-fit- 
ting bag stops it there. Without the form-fitting bag the 
water evaporates from the surface and dries out the meat. 
In extreme cases this leads to the hardened tissue called 
“freezer burn.” The case for slow thawing depends on 
the assumption that internal water will redistribute itself, 
provided thawing is slow enough. I am by no means satisfied 
that this assumption, except possibly in the case of the very 
largest joints, is justified. Certainly steaks, cutlets, small

Serve for dessert a frozen Alexander; or coffee 
cobbler as a demitasse. 

Wines That Whet: To calm the nerves, tranquilize the 
spirit and subtly whet the appetite, why not bring forth 
on a warm summer day an aperitif instead of a cocktail. 
Try vermouth or Dubonnet on-the-rocks with a twist of 
lemon. A special type of Cinzano (Bianco) known as “Cin” 
has been bottled particularly for this purpose. A perfect 
drink is “Cin & Gin”: 24 Cin, 14 gin, stir with ice, 
serve with a lemon twist. Or try a Martini Mezzo-Mezzo:

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Fruited Champagne 


Old and honored is the custom of 
serving a pricked fresh peach in a 
tall goblet of champagne.

You can substitute, for nov- 
elty. a fresh nectarine, a large 
juicy plum, a slice of fresh pine- 
apple or the cheek of a_ peeled 
mango. Whichever fruit you use, 
make sure it is completely ripe and 
very juicy. Prick deeply all over 
with a silver fork. Make certain the 
champagne is well chilled but not 
icy. Also, try a tablespoon of cog- 
nac, fruit brandy or a cordial, apri- 
cot or peach, added to each drink. 


The Bull Whip 


This current Hollywood craze uses 
condensed beef bouillon, consommé 
or beef broth instead of tomato or 
V-8 juice, generally in a double 
old-fashioned glass over rocks. Use 
2 ounces of vodka, a quartered and 
squeezed lemon thrown in the glass, 
1% teaspoon Worcestershire. Fill 
the glass with bouillon, consommé 
or broth. Some dispense with the 
lemon quarter and use only a twist 
of the peel. Others add Tabasco. 


Sophisticated Lemonade 


Lemonade can be exciting. There 
are so many different kinds. The 
quick-frozen concentrates may be 
spiked with almost any kind of 
wine or spirits. Charged water may 
be used instead of plain water. The 
amount of each depends on your 
taste. Generally white table wines 
are stirred into the lemonade while 
the darker wines—sherry, claret, 
red burgundy or port—are floated 
on top.

House Beautiful Zombie 


Trader Vic says of his secret recipe: 
“Only two to a person.” Ours is 
fun, simplified and less lethal. Use 
14 ounce Myers’s dark Jamaica rum, 
14 ounce vodka, 11% ounces pine- 
apple juice (Dole’s frozen is great 
here), 1 tablespoon lime juice, 42 
teaspoon superfine sugar, plenty of 
cracked ice. Blend about ten sec- 
onds.

Strong black coffee, perhaps es- 
presso, flavored with fine old rum 
or cognac makes a perfect ending 
for any dinner in summer or win- 
ter. It’s real news when served as 
a cobbler, the Belle of the Eighties, 
now all too rarely encountered. Fill 
a goblet, champagne flute or cham- 
pagne saucer with finely cracked 
ice. Use very strong coffee, sweeten 
and flavor with cognac or rum to 
suit your fancy. Pour over chopped 
ice. Serve with short straws and 
decorate with a candied kumquat 
cut into little petal-like pieces. 


Orange Grove 


This one has an unusual tang, per- 
haps because it is made with qui- 
nine water. In a tall and lordly 
glass add equal parts golden Ja- 
maica rum and freshly squeezed or 
freshly re-constituted frozen orange 
juice. Use plenty of ice cubes, fill 
with quinine water, stir with a long 
spoon and garnish with a slice of 
orange and/or mint.

AIR-CONDITION YOUR CAR 


Sa wonderful happens when you start driving 
an air-conditioned car. It’s almost like discovering how to 
drive all over again. Because you have complete control of 
the climate inside the car, you drive along in quiet coolness, 
indifferent to the noise, heat, dust and smells of the traffic 
around you. Suddenly, it’s fun again just to drive (see Jane 
Wirsig’s first-person account of air-conditioned touring, in 
the right-hand column). And you can get air conditioning 
in your car, whether you’re buying a new car or not. Dealers 
can add factory-built air conditioning to some year-models 


(see chart above right), and there are independently manu- 


factured hang-on units to fit 1955-and-newer cars (and a 
good many older ones too). 

If you're buying a new car, you'll find that just about 
every car can be purchased with factory-installed air con- 


ditioning built in (the only exceptions are the Packard and

Studebaker station wagons). Nearly all makes have settled 
on the under-the-hood location as the preferred installation 
(Lincoln, Packard and Studebaker still have part of the 
unit in the trunk this year). For one thing this keeps the 
air conditioner from stealing trunk space. At the same time, 
it allows the cool air to be delivered easily and directly to 
the front seat area and carried back naturally through the 
car. All factory-installed air-conditioning systems for the 
1957 cars bring fresh air into the car. A few makes resort 
to recirculating some of the air when maximum cooling is 
needed, but always keep some fresh air coming in too, This 
means you aren’t getting the same smoky air back in the car 
all the time. A few even provide a filter to clean the air, 
just as a room air conditioner does. The installed price of 
air conditioning as an “extra” when you buy a new car runs 


from $362 (for the Rambler) to $590 (for the Imperial),

An air-conditioned car can change 


your mind about touring

For five years, until last summer, I fought a delaying 
action to postpone a family summer touring trip. I hate 
driving in the heat anyway, and with three boys to keep 
happy for a full day in the car, I was sure it would be 
no vacation for any of us. But my husband, remembering 
with nostalgia the summer tours he took with his parents, 
kept promoting the trip. Last summer he came up with a 
new argument, an air-conditioned station wagon. There 
wasn’t much [| could say to that, so off we went. 

Looking back now, we are convinced (all five of us) 
that our air-conditioned car made all the difference in 
the world in our enjoyment of the trip. It kept us cool, 
of course, but to our surprise it brought us other benefits 
and values we hadn’t even suspected. 

To give you some idea of how far we went, let me just 
say that the five of us (our boys were twelve, ten, and 
seven) traveled about 6,500 miles in three weeks of tour- 
ing. From our home in Princeton, N. J., we went as far 
west as Yellowstone National Park and the Jackson Hole 
region of Wyoming. Our longest stop was two full days, 
once at Jackson Lake and once in the Black Hills of South 
Dakota. The rest of the time we were on the move, driving 
from one place to another, stopping only long enough to 
see what we wanted to along the way. 

We drove on thru-ways and turnpikes, on state high- 
ways and dirt farm roads, through big cities like Chicago 
and Washington and along endless miles of ranch country. 
Everywhere we went, we found our air-conditioned car a 
completely unmixed blessing. 

In the first place, we were comfortably cool while 
driving, even on the hottest, muggiest days. This we ex- 
pected, and this was why we'd bought an air-conditioned 
car. But what we hadn’t realized, before we experienced 
it, was the direct way such physical comfort related to 
our health, our sense of well-being and lack of fatigue. 
Because we weren’t tired, there was very little tension 
or bickering, even on the longest driving days. In fact, 
just because of this, we were able to go much farther on 
some days than we would normally have done, especially 
with three active boys as passengers. We had planned 
our trip for an average mileage of 350-400 miles a day, 
but there were times when we covered 500 miles in one 
day without any complaints from the boys. 

Then, too, we discovered that coolness is not all that 
comes with an air-conditioned car. Just as important is 
the reduction in noise and wind and smells, for driving 
is done with the windows closed. There is no deafening 
roar as other cars and huge trucks whip past on the 
highways. Nor is there any hot wind blowing dust and 
pollen into allergic noses, burning tired eyes or blow- 
ing hair into a tangle (my special complaint). And if 
we were tied up in traffic there were no exhaust fumes 
to bother us. 

Another boon is the pure convenience of riding at 
high speed without having everything blowing around.

After publication, almost every day brought us letters 
from readers.

Some wrote that they had long struggled to make work seem 
like play to their children; but they had failed. Would we 
please write them our secret? Others said that their children 
felt unjustly treated when given home duties, because their 
friends didn’t have to do chores. Would we please write how 
we kept our children from grousing?

We started with the idea that, as far as possible, we shou 
gear our efforts to the children’s own concept of work. 
remember that one of our boys once said about a womi 
who helped us when our children were very small: “Jam 
was sure funny. After we got things cleaned up in the mot 


ing, she thought we ought to keep it that way all day.” ‘ 





The children’s first responsibility of the day is preparing their own 
breakfasts. The three older children get first whack at the stove be- 


cause they have to leave for school earlier. Craig cooks French 
toast for Mark and himself while Mark puts up lunches for the 
two of them. After breakfast each child has a short clean-up job. 


me this was a nice expression of a child’s instinct that work 
is a means, not an end. 

Children can see work as a necessary means to achieving 
the comfort and well-being of the family. They like to feel 
that the work we do at any given time helps clear the decks 
for other parts of our living. On individual jobs, such as 
arranging a birthday table or even doing a complete stove 
wash, a child may become lost in the pleasure of the opera- 
tion. But in general, children of this age level expect house- 
work to be kept in its place. In our family we go along with 
this and keep our work simple enough so demands will not 
be heavy on any of us. 

We have found regular work times a great help in keeping 
home duties unobtrusive. Jobs presented on a hit-or-miss basis, 
breaking into personal activities, will be greeted each time 
with fresh annoyance. But children can accept established 
work periods as a part of the pattern of their life. 

On school mornings our children have an hour to dress and 
to perform their first responsibility of the day, which is to 
prepare their own breakfast. These breakfasts aren’t scratch 
affairs, but involve individual cooking of eggs, French toast 
or hot-cakes. After breakfast, a forty-minute period is devoted 
to routine jobs: beds, dishes, trash-burning, arranging living 
room, sweeping porches and steps, bringing Mama her coffee 
in bed (started by Mark on his own initiative). 

After school a car may need to be washed, a bike tire 
patched, the refrigerator sorted and cleaned, some shopping 


done. These are done at each child’s own speed, but, since 


Kight-year-olds like jobs that show im- 
mediate results. Sweeping porches, steps 
and walks is one of Craig’s responsi- 
bilities. A house planned for easy main- 
tenance keeps jobs down to a minimum. 


Some of our children’s regular jobs are. 
self-imposed. Two years ago Mark sur- 
prised me by making coffee and bring- 
ing it to me in bed. He has continued the 
custom ever since, knowing I enjoy it. 








playtime waits at the end, afternoon work is accomplished 


with great dispatch, usually in half an hour. On week ends, 
too, we work at a regular time and at our own speeds. Again 
work must be done before scattering for play, and it is 
astonishing how many sheets can be changed, how many 
leaves raked, when the horse up the street waits to be ridden 
or a hike over the hills is projected. 

We are not of the school of thought that Satan finds mis- 
chief for idle hands to do. Don’t laugh, now. If you'll figure 
the time elements in the last paragraphs, you'll see that our 
children have playtime every school day, and that on week 
ends most of their time is free. 

What’s more, we make sure that our children can really 
count on their leisure. Once jobs are done, we don’t be- 
devil them with interruptions for odd jobs. We think work is 
important in a child’s life, but not so important that it can 
be allowed to crowd out unbroken time for games, hobbies 
or just plain day-dreaming. 

Another obligation we parents should make good on is re- 
membering that our children need jobs of responsibility if 
they are to experience real satisfaction in their work. It 
is a temptation to parcel out little tasks that require no 
advance planning and that children can do acceptably without 
adult supervision. But while peeling potatoes is traditional 
drudgery, shopping for and preparing a stew is an accomplish- 
ment in which to take pride before the whole family. Usually 
children are themselves aware that both the fun and dignity

they carry responsibility. A favorite job request is, “Now 
can I go over to the store and decide what we’re going to have 
for dinner and get it ready by myself?” 

Distributing jobs is a big factor in keeping the work situa- 
tion pleasant. Here again parents have an important role, 
though success depends on the extent to which children share 
in the actual dividing. Our children are very vocal about 
individual preferences. Mark is always first on the spot for 
personal service, arrangements or decorations. Lisa feels 
responsible for the animals. Bruce thinks any mechanical 
tinkering should fall rightfully into his sphere. We observe 
these individual requests where we can and try to keep 
especially desirable or undesirable jobs rotating. In our family 
the best-liked jobs are cooking, shopping, car-washing, 
vacuuming, raking the yard, and any kind of arranging 
whether it be of a room or a shelf. Jobs most likely to draw 
groans are floor washing and bathroom clean-up. Varying 
levels of ability and dexterity within the family affect distri- 
bution, too. Mark and Craig can handle a responsibility like 
keeping soap and towels in the bathrooms, but when they 
attempt to maintain our sugar dispensers, we wade in sugar, 
and the floor brigade demands change. 

The division of our work is expressed through lists. Some- 
times | make out individual lists. Sometimes I make out a 
general list from which each child chooses his jobs and 
initials each as he finishes. Often each surveys the day’s situa- 
tion, then makes out his own list, comparing with his brothers 
and sisters or clearing with me to avoid duplication. 

Lists keep us straight on the order of business for the day, 
show our progress as jobs are checked, and provide an 
impersonal statement of where each responsibility lies. 
Through making up their own lists, children come to see that 
their own jobs are part of a larger whole. 

Working from lists made by themselves eases children’s 
preoccupation with fairness. Every parent of two or more 
children is familiar with childhood’s insistence on absolute 
equality where division of any kind is concerned. I am not 


sure there is any way of solving this problem to everyone’s 


complete satisfaction, but children’s own systems for coping 
with it sometimes show considerable ingenuity. Ellen and 
Lisa, for example, accept a common sphere of work, apportion 
it between each other unequally, then trade duties weekly. 
Thus, though one always has more leisure than the other. we 
have no cries of unfair from them because they know that 
during the following week their positions will be reversed.

work is that they always have some friends with no ho 


responsibilities at all. When these jobless ones stop by ear 
on a Saturday morning, there is no use congratulating Bru 
on how fortunate he is to be staying home to repair dl 
family’s bike tires, thereby tasting the delights of indust 
and service to others. He is resentful and he wants to stay i 
way for a while. 

We think that the best way we can help our children i 
these situations is to let them know we are not put out b 
their resentment. Children will show real interest in the phil 
sophic aim of accepting work. They will even perform the 
responsibilities with evident pleasure and pride. But we aj 
expecting too much if we ask them to face their “duty first 
disappointments without complaining. 

We have never used money as a reward for jobs well don 
Our basic assumption that the work in our home will natu 
be shared by all family members would be meaningless if 
offered pay. We keep our weekly allowances unassociateé 
with work, and as the children have grown older they hay 
got their money-earning experiences outside the home. 


We don’t offer bribes in connection with work, but whenevi 
possible we try to follow a family project of grass-plantiy 


or window-washing with a family treat. The treat may 
something so simple as “Let’s all sit down together and enj 
a cold drink,” or something a little more involved like pilir 
in the car and going out for hamburgers or perhaps taking 
a show that night. Such episodes build up pleasant associatiol 





with work as well as family esprit de corps. | 

We don’t assign extra jobs as punishments. Putting wol 
into the punishment category would set us more of a handica 
than we care to assume. - 

We don’t hesitate to require repetition of a sloppily doi 
job. Nothing tears down a child’s respect for work so mu¢ 
as feeling he can make motions over it with no regard to tl 
standards of the finished task. Bruce has at last discovered th 
a car is not washed until it looks clean to him. When | 
learned this, he stopped dodging the job and began puttit 
it on his own list. Car-washing is no longer drudgery but hi 
become an activity with its own satisfactions. 

I used to schedule most of my own jobs for hours when tl 
children were in school. Now I do my work while the childré 
are doing theirs. This change resulted from some point 
allusions to “people who like to talk about other people 


lists while at the same time sitting around relaxing thet 














selves.” And I have found it helpful if sometimes I make a 


point of sharing a job in which the child keeps the leading 
role, such as helping Ellen with her cornbread. We have 
worked together, but the creation is obviously her own. 

We try not to lose sight of the importance of letting children 
know that their efforts have counted and that we really 
appreciate the work they do. Constant personal praise is not 
the order of the day in our house, but we do believe in 
surveying completed jobs with expressions of satisfaction. 
Bringing the contributions of family members into our con- 
versation is a pleasant habit and one easy to foster. 

These are the ways our own family works toward tolerance, 
acceptance, enjoyment of work. Other families have found 
other paths to their own ends. None of us has any “secrets” 
to give to each other. 

But many young parents have just started thinking about 
their children’s work attitudes. As an old hand at this business, 
I would like to ask them four questions: 

1. Do you feel after all it’s “easier to do it yourself” ? 

2. Do you feel that you are imposing on your children 
when you see them working? 

3. Are you tempted to dump the housework in your chil- 
dren’s laps without participating in planning, working and 
follow-up? 

4. Are you preoccupied with getting your child to accom- 
plish jobs neatly, forgetting how important it is to allow the 
child responsibility ? 

I think all of us would sometimes have to answer “yes” to 
at least part of the questions. But these are the pitfalls we 
parents need to avoid. We have to look into our attitudes on 
these four points before we can plan toward any aims at all. 
And it’s very easy to let good resolutions slide. We have to 
think about them constantly. 

To parents wondering what direction their families’ work- 
ways should take I would like to say one other thing: If you 
feel that your children will be better off if they learn to 
accept work as work, don’t have fears that living by that idea 
means a “Life is real, Life is earnest” atmosphere for your 
family. Work without sugar-coating doesn’t have to mean work 
without fun. And surely encouraging your children to embrace 
work for its own pleasures is a happier philosophy than 
regarding work as something so dreadful it must be disguised 
as a game. Families thrive on sharing. If you capture the 
work front, you have won another area for family companion- 


ship and growth. 
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If we all sit down together for a 
drink after a family yard-cleaning 
project, it helps children build 
pleasant associations with work.

measurements around the room (or the whole house) and multi- 
plying the measurements by key numbers to determine the 
amount of cooling capacity required. 

Heat always moves from a warm area to a cooler one, so 
when you want to cool a room, it is necessary to find out just 
how much heat is going to come in, since that is the amount 
that the cooling equipment must remove. For example, consider 
any single room in your house (a typical one is shown in the 
drawing below). Heat comes into it from all sides, and some 
is generated within the room. 

The heat coming in from outside the room is usually the 
most important. It enters through the outside walls, and the 
amount calculated in this step depends not only on the area 
of the walls, but on their construction and insulation, and 
on the direction in which the outside wall faces and, too, 
whether or not it is shaded. All these factors make a differ- 
ence in the amount of heat admitted through that wall. Interior 
partitions also admit heat into the room, assuming they are 
not to be cooled areas. The amount coming through the floor 
is also calculated, but this is normally not a major factor. 
However, the type of ceiling, how it is insulated, whether a 
living space or an attic is overhead (and if attic, whether 
entilated or not), can make a big difference in the total amount 
‘of heat coming into the room. If windows are so placed that 
the sun will be shining in for any length of time, this can 
be the most critical factor as already mentioned. So much 
for the heat coming in from the outside. 

Then we have the heat that you create by living in the room. 

ou as a person are releasing heat from your body continuously. 
Every time you cook a meal, turn on the radio or TV set or 
even light an electric light bulb, there is heat added to the 
oom that the cooling equipment must remove. 

In calculating the heat coming into a whole house, rather 
han a single room, the same steps are taken except that no 
heat is added from interior partitions or from ceilings that 
have cooled rooms above them. With other minor changes, 
the total for the house is the sum of the rooms inside. 
| With all these variables in design, construction and orienta- 
tion of houses, it becomes absurdly impractical to select the 
size of the unit by the square feet of floor area, or by any 
other method short of an accurate calculation. To do so would 
be equivalent to selecting a pair of shoes from a shelf with a 
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blindfold over one’s eyes. Housk BEAUTIFUL’s calculator will 
enable you to tell the “cooling size” of the room or of your 
whole house. But before you buy an air conditioner, insist 
that the dealer make a calculation for you and that it is made 
by one of the several accurate and reliable methods such as 
that in Manual 11 of the National Warm Air Heating and Air 
Conditioning Association, or the Cooling Guide of the Institute 
of Boiler and Radiator Manufacturers, or by a manufacturer’s 
method that is based on one of these. A few figures scratched 
on the back of an envelope will not do. You can check his 
calculation against yours and while they probably will not 
be in agreement, they will be close enough for you to realize 
that he did actually make the calculation. 

There is only one final step. That is to be sure that the 
cooling unit selected matches the “cooling size” you have cal- 
culated. What you have actually been figuring is the number 
of BTUs (a measure of heat) that must be removed per hour 
from the room (or house) by the cooling unit. This is the 
same scale on which the air conditioners are rated, so you 
have only to select one with an equivalent rating. You are 
not likely to find one with exactly the same rating, since the 
units are made in standard sizes, but you should find one 
close enough to give you the proper amount of cooling. 

You will always be sure of getting the summer comfort you 
expect from an air conditioner if you make this heat-gain cal- 
culation. House BErauTiIFUL’s calculator will enable you to 
make it for yourself and be satisfied that the cooler you are 


getting is the right size for your room or for your house. 


How a heat-gain calculation is made 


Below, in a typical room, are illustrated the six factors that must 
be calculated to estimate accurately the cooling load. House 
BEAUTIFUL’S calculator shows you how to figure each of these items 
to make an accurate estimate of the cooling capacity (and therefore 
the size of the air conditioner) needed. 

1. Heat coming through the walls, interior and exterior. If you 
are estimating a whole house rather than a single room, the inte- 
rior walls are omitted.

Except for the few instances 
noted on the chart, the systems of- 
fered for adding to your present 
car are up-front installations. For 
the most part they are the identical 
systems that were offered as fac- 
tory-installed equipment in the 
year the car was sold. They are 
planned to fit right into your car’s 
front dashboard area and become 
an integral part of the control unit, 
much like a car radio (note the

hether or not a factory-made 

air-conditioning system is ayail- 
able for your car, you may want to 
consider one of the many independ- 
ently made car air conditioners.

Stir, Don’t Shake: On the Con- 
‘inent apéritif wines are generally 
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served at the temperature of the 
room and [| have heard it argued 
vociferously that the American 
habit of icing an appetizer wine 
destroys the bouquet and aroma. 
But on both sides of the Atlantic 
there are others who insist that 
chilling brings out the aromatics 
and that it is the aromatics that 
count. The wine itself has already 
been overpowered by them. There 
is one point, however, on which all 
agree and that is that you should 
never shake or blend with ice any 
wine or cocktail made with wine, 
like a Martini, for instance. These 
should always be stirred with ice 
or served on-the-rocks.

Vodka Makes News: The vogue 
for vodka continues unabated. All 
the old-fashioned favorites — the 
Collins, Fizz, Sangaree, Daisy and 
Swizzle are acquiring some new 
vodka variations.

Add a splotch (about 1% 
teaspoon) of Worcestershire Sauce 
and fill the glass with V-8. 

Dallas dallies with a Pink Car- 
nation.

fish develop it within three hours 
of dying. Trout, pike and pompano 
‘can be kept on ice for about twelve 
jhours before freezing. Flounder 
and sole are safe for twice this 


|jtime. Unless you can meet these 


deadlines, don’t try to freeze fish. 

As soon as you reach home with 
the fish, dip it in cold water and 
lay it on a sheet of aluminum foil 
‘on the floor of the freezing com- 
partment. A six-inch troutlet will 


|| be frozen solid in an hour. A thirty- 


finch pike will take twelve hours. 


From this point, you have your 
choice of two methods of proce- 
dure. The frozen fish is placed in 
ice water (down to 33° F.) for 
about 60 seconds. During this time 
a skin of ice forms and increases 
‘rapidly in thickness. It then ceases 
/to grow and the fish has to go back 
into the freezer for half an hour 


times at convenient intervals will

_| thick. 


If this dipping and freezing 


seems too complicated, you can 
freeze the fish in a block of ice. A 
‘small trout, for example, can be 
placed in a glass utility dish and 
covered with ice water, to be re- 
turned to the freezer. When frozen 
into a solid block of ice, it can be 
removed from the dish for storage. 
The only problem with the latter 
method is the amount of storage 
space required. Your _ ice-coated 
' fish can be left as it is (although 
_ this leads to frosting of the freezer 
walls) or it may be wrapped in 
anything you like. Recent studies 
| of the gas bubbles trapped in ice- 
_ bergs have shown that ice is prac- 
| tically impermeable to

Freezing Vegetables 


More nonsense is talked about 
freezing vegetables than on any 
other freezing topic known to me. 
Most vegetables should be blanched 
to preserve their color, and only 
for that reason. Vegetables have 
a very special enzyme which re- 
acts with a very special protein to 
produce a_ black color. Fresh- 
frozen, unblanched vegetables are 





just as nutritive as blanched ones, | 


but they look terrible. 

How long you blanch vegetables 
is up to you. The times given in 
the instruction books are the short- 
est which will preserve the color. 
The longest permissible time is un- 
til the vegetables are fully cooked 
and have only to be reheated for 
serving and eating. 

Salad vegetables cannot, of 
course, be frozen because they 
cannot be blanched and nobody 
wants wilted down lettuce. 

If you are making tomato paste, 
which is how I freeze my tomatoes, 
put the fruits through a blender 
and evaporate the result in your 
largest skillet heated from below 
on the stove and blasted from 
above with a hair dryer. 


Freezing Fruits 


Berries, which lack the black- 
ening enzyme, can be frozen as is. 
They may be crushed to liberate 
the juice, or sugar may be added 


for the same purpose. It has no | 


other function in freezer practice. 
Fruits like apples, pears, peaches 
and nectarines, which have a lot of 
blackening enzyme, may either be 
blanched or, better for taste, liber- 
ally dosed with ascorbic acid (vita- 
min C) which inhibits the enzyme 
in question. Buy it from a freezer 
supply store and follow the direc- 
tions given. 

Citrus fruits are so common in 
the fresh form that they scarcely 
rate space in the home freezer. If 
you get hold of a curiosity like a 
tangelo, the skinned segments may 
be frozen as is. I get my Florida 
friends to send me a case of “wild” 
or sour oranges at intervals. Most 
of these go into bitter marmalade, 
but I always freeze a dozen half- 
pints of this fruit, peel and all, cut 
into thin slices and sprinkled with 
sugar. Slices go on the breast of 
roasting ducks about half an hour 
before they are ready for table.

TAKE THE MYSTERY OUT OF FREEZING 


Freezing dairy products and eggs 


It is at this point that scientific 
theory rears its ugly head wearing 
two horns, creating a dilemma 
known as “colloids and emulsions.” 
Colloids are substances which, like 
Jell-o, hover precariously between 
a not quite solid and a not quite 
liquid state. They do this because 
they are made up of very large 
molecules widely dispersed through 
water and only tenuously attached 
to each other. Picture a football 
field filled with people holding on 
to each other with the tips of their 
fingers; this is jelly at room tem- 
perature. Add energy in the form 
of heat—let the people moyve—and 
the whole pattern falls apart; the 
jelly melts. 

This analogy can be pursued in 
the other direction. Subtract a 
great deal of energy—that is, deep 
freeze—and the molecules clump 
together, just as the people would. 
Unfortunately, molecules are stick- 
ier than people so that when a 
frozen, clumped colloid is thawed, 
re-energized, it does not redisperse. 
Hence the thawed colloid appears 
as lumps in a fluid. It may be re- 
dispersed by the addition of a lot 
more energy, in fact, by boiling, 
provided that it will withstand boil- 
ing. This is where dairy products 
and eggs hit the freezer snags. 

An emulsion is also a tenuous 
dispersion. In this case, however, 
the dispersion of two immiscible 
fluids like water and oil. When the 
dispersion is of really minute 
particles—as in mayonnaise—the 
product has many of the properties 
of a jelly. It also reacts the same 
way to freezing; that is, the par- 
ticles clump together. This is 
wholly disastrous since a mayon- 
naise in which the minute drops 
of olive oil have run together is 
no longer mayonnaise. 

All this leads up to dairy prod- 
ucts and eggs because these are all 
Milk is a 


very loose emulsion of butter fat 


emulsions or colloids. 


and separates—the cream “rises” 


even without freezing. Freeze it 
and you will have a mess with all 
the texture but none of the flavor 
of buttermilk. Cream, which is a 
much stronger emulsion, will stand 
without separating but will sepa- 
rate on freezing. Cream cheese and 
butter, the limit to which milk can 
be concentrated, may be frozen 
with impunity. 

It is when you come to cheese 
that colloid behavior becomes im- 
portant. High cream cheeses like 


Roquefort or Stilton are essentially

such thick emulsions that they may 
be frozen as safely as butter. On 
the contrary, the rubbery cheeses, 
like Gouda or Gruyére, owe their 
consistency to a colloid constituent 
which falls apart on long freezing. 
These cheeses of the 
freezer with a granular consistency 
which most people find offensive. 

Eggs may be dismissed very 
briefly. The yolk is an emulsion 
and the white a colloid. Frozen egg 
yolks will, in a week, develop rub- 
bery strands which no method of 
cooking can disguise. The process 
can be slowed—if you must freeze 
eggs—by adding a lot of sugar or 
salt and the results can be mini- 
mized by running the thawed prod- 
uct through a blender. Egg white 
is so tough a colloid that it behaves 
a lot better. Frozen egg whites, 
surplus to a sauce hollandaise and 
frozen against the day of an angel 
food cake, are good for several 
months. 

Now comes a curious fact. Col- 
loids and emulsions protect each 
other against the effects of freezing. 
This is the raison d’étre of ice 
cream, though this is another story. 
It is, however, pertinent to remark 
here that thoroughly blended egg 
yolks and whites freeze better than 
either separately. And that if a 
dessert topped with whipped cream 
is to be frozen, then let the cream 
be whipped with a tablespoon of 
melted gelatin to the pint.

Freezing bread products 


Raw doughs, whether for pie 
crust or bread, are stiff colloids 
and do not take kindly to freezing. 
Cook them until set and their na- 
ture is so changed that freezing is 
safe. There is no bread or pastry 
product known to me which may 
not be frozen either half cooked or 
cooked. Things which you want 
crisp, like tartlets and barquettes 
for hors d’oeuvres, are better frozen 
half-cooked and finished just be- 
fore use. Things you want soft, like 
brioches, are better frozen when 
fully cooked. 


Freezing made dishes 


This is “Chain Cooking” at its 
best. Many things are just as easy 
to make by the gallon as by the 
quart, but whether or not they can 
be frozen satisfactorily depends on 
their nature. My own method is to 
freeze what I call the LCM’s (low- 
est common multiples) of cooking. 
These basic sauces and garnishes, 
which can be combined into many 
dishes, will be the subject of other

articles and I want to talk here 
only about the whys and where- 
fores of freezing intentional left- 
overs—that is, surplus food that is 
made to freeze. 

Soups freeze well. There is no 
difficulty about anything except the 
cream soups, many of which are 
rather delicate emulsions—colloid 
mixtures. These, however, recom- 
bine after a few minutes’ simmer- 
ing. It follows that things like 
creme vichyssoise cannot be frozen, 
thawed and eaten. It must be 
thawed, simmered and _ rechilled. 
Commercial processors of things 
like this use emulsion stabilizers 
not available for the home kitchen. 

There are two snags in freezing 
stews. The first is the gravy. Flour- 
or roux-thickened gravies are col- 
loids which break on freezing. Re- 
combining them by boiling often 
overcooks the thawed stew. Either 
resign yourself to runny gravy or 
thicken the stew with okra. Thick 
mixtures such as a properly made 
chile con carne or a sauté de veau 
marengo offer no difficulty. 

The other snag in the stew is 
the potato. A boiled potato is a 
great big chunk of colloid which 
goes granular—some people would 
say gritty—on freezing and just will 
not recombine. The only thing to 
do is to omit them from the recipe. 

Cooked beans, with their high 
protein content, freeze perfectly. 
Plain boiled rice goes granular so 
that a milk pudding or a riz @ 
Vimpératrice are not candidates 
for the freezer. Well-oiled rice, on 
the contrary, freezes excellently.

If I am having squab or duck, I 
automatically think of Greek Or- 
anges for the dessert, for I know 
that oranges complement the fowl. 
(Write for recipe.) Then a clam 
bouillon is excellent for the first 
course, This light but tasty soup is 
a good starter for the richness to 
follow.

Veal is another delicious food, 
and it is traditionally served with 
a. pasta. So get unusual shaped 
pastas, such as the little shells or 
bowknots and serve these fancied- 
up noodles as an accompaniment 
to your veal. Zucchini squash, as- 
paragus or artichoke hearts are 
pleasant fresh vegetables to com- 
bine with veal (Note color here is 
green. Don’t have a white vegetable, 
you have one white note—the pasta. ) 

For the first course a lighter fish 
or soup would be best, for most 
veal handling calls for a 
cream sauce. A chicken bouillon 
with fish or clams, or a tomato 
bouillon with crab would be a good 
first course. For dessert you might 
have fruit tarts with a melted cur-

rant jelly sauce. 

So—limit your menu to one rich 
cream sauce, whether it be your 
soup, on your meat, on your vege- 
table or on your dessert. If you 
are having fish with a rich sauce, 
not necessarily a cream sauce, but 
a beautiful sauce thickened with 
egg yolks, then do not have a 
gravied meat. 

Also limit the use of the garnish. 
If you are serving a soup with 
Macadamian nuts flung in, then 
don’t have chopped nuts on the 
vegetable and don’t have almonds 
sprinkled over the dessert. Make 
each stage interesting and different 
throughout the dinner. Repeat 
nothing! If you are having browned 
butter on the asparagus or string 
beans, don’t have a meat that has 
a brown butter sauce.

We know 
a gay gourmet (masculine, this 
one) who introduced this Heineken 
cocktail and took Winnetka, Illi-

A social art 


Our kind of gastronomy is a so- 
cial art. It is concerned as much 
with people—their moods, their 
needs, their likes and _ dislikes, 
their idiosyncrasies—as it is with 
foods and beverages, cooking, fla- 
voring or presentation. Our gay 
gourmets are essentially unselfish— 
open-hearted, open-handed, open- 
minded, open-eyed. 

Nothing escapes them—near or 
far. They gather rosehips from the 
garden to make into jam. They wait 
for elderberry blossoms to make 
fritters of them. They browse in 
the supermarket as avidly as in 
the Library of Congress. They cull 
from mail-order catalogs a 
hundred honeys from all over the 
world, a dozen teas, a score of 
peppers. 

There are women who bewail the 
advent of pastry in boxes, puddings 
in envelopes, soups in powders. 
They fear that the art of creative 
cookery will be lost. In many cases 
what has happened is just the re- 
verse. There is nothing particularly 
uplifting about washing spinach. 
No matter how hard you try, it 
still seems to be sandy. Neither is 
there anything the 
spirit in plucking or dressing a 
chicken or deveining shrimp. Such

Work is play 

The gay gourmet is one who has 
learned how to take the drudgery 
out of cooking, often just by a 
psychological twist. The difference 
between work and play or fun is 
largely attitude. Fun has been de- 
fined as activity that is not done 
under pressure. It is work you 
choose to do in your own way at 
your own pace and the key word 
here is choose. 

It doesn’t matter whether you 
cook the long way or the short way, 
or whether you combine both 
methods. Most people do. You can 
be a gay gourmet if you can re- 
lease yourself from the feeling of 
drudgery. If you think and care 
and study and observe. 


Not on the wild side

achievement of generations. “ 

It takes what we now call know- 
how to be a connoisseur—a firm 
base of knowledge deliberately ac- 
quired, distilled and evaluated, 
then applied with buoyant enthusi- 
asm to the situation at hand. In 
other words, the lust for life must 
be fastidious. To be a gay gourmet 
you have to be eclectic in the best 
sense of the word.

FTER going through the catalogs 

it should not take more than one 
or two thoughtful meetings to pro- 
duce a final selection. It is well 
to add a few substitutes, antici- 
pating that not all the chosen films 
will be available for your specific 
dates. One of the people on this 
committee should undertake all 
negotiations for booking the films 
from their distribution sources; 
all correspondence and confirma- 
tion records should be kept on file 
in an orderly fashion. Another per- 
son might take on what I consider 
a most important function of a 
film club: to prepare a very brief 
spoken or mimeographed statement 
about each evening’s 
dicating what seemed 
about each film and why it was se- 
lected for the group. The advan- 
tage of a spoken introduction of 
this sort is that it is casual, infor- 
mative and person-to-person. How- 
ever, it requires 
speaker who can make his remarks 
brief and meaningful.

nouncement or letter should be sent 
out to people who might be inter- 
ested in signing up, along with an 
announcement of scheduled dates, 
membership fee, and (if possible) 
some of the film titles that are in- 
cluded in the program. A return 
blank, addressed to the member- 
ship chairman or the financial 
manager, should indicate where 
membership checks are to be sent. 
A decision should be made and 
announced about whether or not 
members may bring guests and 
under what circumstances. 

A willing and able financial man- 
ager is an absolute necessity— 
someone to see that membership 
contributions are collected and de- 
posited, and that all bills are paid 
promptly. This work will be facili- 
tated if the group takes a formal 
name, address and bank account, 
with the financial manager and one 
other person empowered to receive 
and pay out money as required. 

If the group is a large one, a 
hospitality committee could take 
over the functions of setting up 
chairs, greeting and seating people, 
helping with refreshments. 


INALLY you do need a screening 

committee, two or three people to 
set up the sound equipment, run 
the projector, switch the lights and 
in general give the kind of pro- 
jection service that money can’t 
buy. A Hi-Fi enthusiast, if he is 
not too far “gone,” might be ideal 
for managing the sound apparatus, 
possibly working out a way of con- 
necting the projector to the loud- 
speaker of your radio or phono- 
graph. And someone who is inter- 
ested in machinery will do a better 
projection job than someone who 
is not. At least two people should 
know how to run the projector 
easily and well. 

As to the spectator members of 
the group, they will come to look 
and listen, eat and talk. They'll 
sure, but 
not as much as you and the other 


enjoy themselves, [’m 
working members. 
“How much will it cost?” Let’s 
say you plan a series of six pro- 
erams, spaced over a three-month 
period on a biweekly basis. (This 
is actually an ideal way to begin.) 
At each 


short and one 


show you will have one 
film. An 
ample budget would allow $5 for 
the short and $35 for the feature— 


feature 


but actually a number of very good 
programs could be planned at con- 


siderably less cost than this. But 


let us allow this ample budget, 
totaling $240 for the series. Simple 
arithmetic says that if you have 
twenty-four paying members (and 
everyone who attends should pay), 
it will cost them ten dollars apiece. 
If you have forty-eight members, 
cost will be reduced to five dollars 
for the series. It is usually possible 
to have a few more members than 
the seating space because normally 
a certain percentage of the mem- 
bers is missing at each program. 

It may be decided to add a few 
dollars to the cost of membership 
to pay for refreshments. And if 
you do not already own a 16mm 
sound projector (which by all 
means you should), you may want 
to make a general assessment on 
the membership to purchase one 
outright. In the long run this will 
be more economical and _ practical 
than renting one. Rental is usually 
about twenty or twenty-five dollars 
for an evening. Purchase price for 
a 16mm sound projector ranges 
from about $380 (for one that is 
perfectly adequate in a_ small 
room) to about $600 (for a supe- 
rior model suitable also for large 
auditorium showings). Consult the 
NAVA dealer listed in your tele- 
phone directory for further details. 

“What films should be shown?” 
This is a question that only you 
and your group can answer. What- 
ever decisions you make, everyone 
can enjoy every film a great deal 
more if you will remind yourselves 
that you don’t have to “like” every- 
thing you see. As in painting, 
music and the other arts, there is 
no reason why you should give 
your attention only to the things 
you already know and appreciate. 


OR your initial series, it might 

be a good idea to balance the fare 
in such a way that everyone in the 
group will find something of spe- 
cial interest. If there are bids for 
an “arty” film, try the Japanese 
“Ueetsu,” avail- 
Guild—but 
make the next evening pure adven- 
ture with “Stagecoach” or “AIl the 
King’s Men,” available from Asso- 
ciation 16mm 
libraries. To the esoteric (Carl 
“Day of Wrath”—avail- 
Brandon Films) add 
(Rene Clair’s “A 
Liberte”—available from 
Contemporary Films). Take the 
bitter (“Umberto D”—from Cin- 
ema Guild) with the sweet (“Brief 
Encounter’—United World Films).

THE IMPORTANCE OF LUNCHEONS 


The curried lamb is from the 
freezer, as are the croissants and 
the chutney. Vegetables and plums 
come down from the shelf. All that 
has to be done ahead of time is to 
put out the omelette ingredients 
and arrange the vegetable platter 
and the bowl of plums. I heat the 
lamb in a double boiler while the 
omelette is cooking and add the 
curry at the last minute, as I think 
this makes the flavor better. Frozen 
curry dishes often take on a kind 
of musty taste so that when we 
make ours for freezing we put in 
everything but the curry powder, 
which is added when it is reheated. 


Puffy Omelette 


(This recipe is from The New Joy 
of Cooking, by Irma S. Rombauer). 
14 cup milk 
4 egg yolks 
1 teaspoon baking powder 
4 egg whites 
1% teaspoon salt 
1 tablespoon butter 


Measure the milk, put the egg 
yolks in one bowl and the whites 
in another with the egg beater laid 
out and all ready to go. Measure 
the butter into the pan and get out 
the baking powder, salt and the 
measuring spoon. This means an 
enormous time saving at the last 
minute and the ingredients are all 
room temperature when you mix 
the omelette. Remember that work- 
ing quickly and lightly is one big 
secret in any omelette cooking. 
When you’re ready to put it to- 
gether, beat the egg yolks, milk 
and baking powder in one bowl 
until they are fluffy and lemon 
yellow. Then combine the whites 
and salt and beat until they are 
just stiff. Melt the butter into a 
skillet and lightly fold the yolk 
mixture into the whites, then turn

Peel and dice the apple and the 
onion and sauté in the butter 
until soft.

Add 
curry powder to taste, usually any- 
thing from a teaspoon to a table- 
spoon depending on the kind of 
curry powder and individual taste. 
It is added to the lamb as it is re- 
heated just before serving. Let it 
blend with the meat for at least 
five or ten minutes. This is a good 
dish without the curry, too. The 
recipe given will easily serve four, 
along with the omelette.

Something 
Simple 


Third article in series on “How to Approach Music’ 


By RICHARD WILLIAMS 


W. now descend into the happy- 
go-lucky basement. A bargain is 
demanded. What you get, as with 
most bargains, is a little for a little. 

Not to be mysterious about it, 
we want to discuss a few of the 
instruments which can be learned 
without hard-earned technique and 
without much study and yet pro- 
vide a means of making music. 
Some of these instruments are vari- 
ously known as “primitive” or 
“amateur” or even—with a deroga- 
tory wave of the hand—“‘toy” instru- 
ments and are often used as a means 
of introducing music to children. 
They are quite as useful for the 
adult who wants to dip his fingers 
into music before plunging alto- 
gether. We should not be conde- 
scending about them, nor let their 
simplicity mislead us, but recognize 
their value. There is good value 
here. And if, as the Hungarian 
proverb says, one ought to bargain 
like a gypsy but pay like a gentle- 
man, one ought to learn to play 
these instruments like a gentleman 
and get the best out of them. 

Here too are some full-fledged 
instruments that you will hear on 
the concert stage. With these you 
can get satisfying results quickly, 
and perhaps start on the road to 
real musicianship. 























the activity of producing orderly 
sound, helps you to approach music 
in a way that passive listening can- 
not. You will execute a rhythm or 
a simple melody, and therefore you 
will touch and feel and handle 
music rather than let music pass 
before you in a distant procession. 

Let me also say that it is not 
true that these instruments can, 
as the advertisements promise, be 
“mastered at once” and learned 
“without previous experience.” 
Some practice is advisable, some 
experience necessary. But while it 
may take you six months to learn 
to produce satisfactory sounds on 
the violin, it may take you six days 
to learn to pipe a pleasant tune 
on the recorder. 

Right here you have the most 
effective of the simple instruments, 
the recorder. It is an instrument 
of ancient lineage—it is, in point 
of fact, a forerunner of the flute— 
and was much in vogue in the Six- 
teenth and Seventeenth Centuries. 
Pepys Diary speaks of it, and 
Henry VIII had a collection of 
forty recorders, among them one 
shaped like a walking stick. Today

little effort. For the recorder gives 
forth a sweet and pure tone, a 
little plaintive but very charming. 
Its dynamic range is small but 
quite enough for folk music and 
certain very beautiful old music. 
It is indeed easy to learn. You 
can play easy tunes in a week and 
also spend years developing your 
facility on the instrument. I suggest, 
however, that you take a few les- 
sons from any teacher who knows 
wind instruments. The recorder is 
inexpensive. Prices start at about 
four dollars for a small size, a one- 
foot-long plastic soprano recorder. 
They rise to $120 for a three-foot, 
handmade bass recorder. There are 
five different sizes and two finger- 
ing systems. Fingering is consistent 
on each system so once you learn 
you can play any size instrument of 
that system. The recorder is a 
sociable instrument. It is best 
played in duets or trios. No doubt 
its sociability is another reason for 
its popularity. 

The tonette and the ocarina 
sound similar to the recorder. The 
tonette looks like a big cigar, the 
ocarina like a sweet potato. A bul- 
letin by the United States Army 
Service Forces outlines a ten-minute 
course for brief instructions. 


MONG the young people the 

banjo is much in favor. Descend- 
ant of the ancient instruments that 
were plucked, like the lute and the 
lyre, today’s banjo and uwkulele 
are most used to supply a harmonic 
background for the voice. The uku- 
lele is easier to learn than the 
banjo and more primitive. On the 
other hand, the guitar is the aristo- 
cratic brother; it is a full-fledged 


musical instrument which can be 


played with great skill and on 
which music of high beauty can 
be achieved—as you know if you 
have ever had the privilege of hear- 
ing Andres Segovia play. 

Although you can spend a life- 
time playing the guitar and con- 
tinue to learn, you can also master 
a few chords in a couple of weeks 
and play accompaniment for many 
fine folk songs. A guitar suitable 
for a beginner costs about $25. 

A wood ukulele can be bought 
for as little as $8, and a reasonably 
good banjo for about $35. 

Another instrument belonging to 
this group is the zither. It uses a 
wooden box as a resonator; the 
strings, numbering from 30 to 45, 
are stretched over its surface. The 
zither is the favorite instrument of

QO: all the glamorous concepts of bathing, none seems 
more expansive, more sensuously appealing, more 
pampering to the ego, than the sunken bath.

Traditionally, we associate the sunken bath with the 
ne plus ultra in pampered ablutions, although one can 
do a good job of luxuriating in a shower or a conven- 
tional tub. But it is true that the larger the tub, the 
greater area of your body can be relaxed or invigorated 
by contact with water. So you could make a good case 
for the therapy of having a large sunken bath. For one 
of the great advantages here is that you can have a 
sunken tub built to larger-than-standard dimensions. 
Average bathtub depth is about 16 inches. A sunken 
bath, designed and fabricated to your order, can be as 
deep and broad and wide as the limitations of its sur- 
rounding space—a small swimming pool, in fact, if its 
installation is on the ground. But 16 to 18 inches is a 
practical depth, giving you plenty of room for luxuriat- 
ing. It is also possible to have a standard tub sunk flush 
with the floor, thereby creating a step-down bath. 

But aside from its pool-like decorative quality and 
possible therapeutic advantages, a sunken tub might 
very well be the answer if you want to make the bath- 
room appear larger than it is, particularly if tub lining 
and bathroom floor are similarly surfaced with tile or 
terrazzo. The seemingly unbroken sweep of floor creates 
an optical illusion of breadth, whereas the bulk of the 
conventional raised tub may seem to cramp the room.

Another space-saving note is that a sunken tub can 
double for a shower stall, its high sides tending to keep 
the shower from splashing out of bounds. 

The architecturally built-in tub, which the sunken 
bath virtually amounts to, is a straw in the wind of 
modern bathroom planning. The tub, instead of forcing 
a standard rectangular or square shape into a room, 
can be designed to conform to any odd-shaped area. It 
means that a formerly independent, free-standing ele- 
ment can be integrated into the over-all whole. This 
merging of the tub into the architecture gives the bath- 
room a design integrity that pleases the eye and frees 
the room for decorative treatments and choice, interest- 


ing accessories that have formal-room dignity.

How to prepare 
for built-in bathing 


1 here are two fundamental plumbing requirements for 
a built-in tub or a sunken shower: 1. a waterproofing 
base (called a pan). 2. the proper drain fittings (see cross 
section drawings below). These two requirements are 
necessary no matter what your finished surface will be. 

The waterproof pan (also referred to as the waterproof 
membrane, the waterproof liner or flashing) is the real 
tub (or shower) and the tile, terrazzo or marble is only 
the finished surface material. The most successful pan is 
made from 4-lb. lead. Copper is also satisfactory; and it 
is possible to use a type of Fiberglas (this will vary 
with local plumbing codes). The pan extends up the sides 
of the adjoining walls 6 to 8 inches above the level of 
the finished floor. The floor of the pan is shaped to 
slope to the drain as is the finished surface. The pan is 
designed to carry off seepage, occurring around the drain 
fittings or through the construction joints of the finished 
material, and condensation formed when the finished 


surface is heated more quickly than the pan itself.

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How to prepare for a built-in shower 


‘Te proper drain fitting for both tub and shower (see 
drawings above) consists of two parts, an upper and a 
lower. They differ only in the upper part. For the shower, 
the upper part has a flush surface strainer plus a recessed 
basket strainer. The basket is easily removed for cleaning 
with the loosening of one screw. In the tub fitting, 
the strainers are replaced with either a metal or rub- 
ber stopper. (It is unwise to use a pop-up drain in a 
built-in tub because of the difficulty in servicing.) 

In addition to the strainer or stopper, the upper part 
has a ring of weep holes (see above) to allow the mois- 
ture collected in the pan to drain into the waste line. The 
lower part of the fitting has a large flange to receive 


the waterproof pan. It screws directly onto the waste line.

Good Grooming | 


begins with 
Good Lighting 


na dressing room and bath you need two kinds of light: 
a well diffused light to reduce eyestrain by softening the 
contrast of high lights and shadows, and a good direct 

light for critical jobs of make-up and grooming. 

The luminous ceiling at the right and the frosted glass 
window wall below are good examples of diffused light. You 
can get similar effects with fixtures that reflect light from 
the ceiling or walls of light-colored rooms. 

Light sources flanking a mirror give good direct light. 
You can use bulbs (as shown left and below), tube lights 
or freestanding lamps. When you install lights on either 
side of a mirror, space them from 30 to 36 inches apart to 
keep them well outside your direct line of sight so you 
don’t blind yourself. 

Consider these useful additions to your bathroom light- 
ing: a tube light under a counter for pedicuring; a vapor- 


proof ceiling light in the shower; for safety, a low-wattage 


night light. (See pages 103-104 for further details.)

Left. This is the strong, shadowless (and unmerci- 
ful) light long used in theater dressing rooms for 
critical make-up and facial care.

he bathroom, as we know it, is a product of Victor- 

ian industry—and prudery. In the name of economy 

it has been squeezed down to the minimum space that 
the fixtures in it can occupy with no regard for the com- 
plete needs of the people who are to use it. 

To most people the bath is only a sanitary convenience. 
Some of them will take a hot bath “to relax” or a shower 
because it makes them “feel good.” Aside from this they 
are unaware of the regenerative possibilities of bathing. 

As an aid to the regenerative processes of the body the 
bathroom should be a pleasant place in which to be. It is 
too often psychologically unpleasant because, in the need 
for privacy, the possibilities of openness have been forgotten, 
giving the room a box- or cave-like quality. 

But there are means by which one may have a View and a 
rapport with the out-of-doors—modestly. The simplest of 
these is shown on this page: the use of translucent materials, 
class or plastic, which permit the play of outdoor light and 
color to become a part of the room. 

The bath shown on the opposite page goes much further 
and brings its small garden into the room itself, estab-

f you haven’t had a couple of experiences in modernizing, 
you probably don’t realize what dramatic transformations 
can be accomplished without any serious changing of the 

structure. You don’t hesitate to call the painter and the paper- 
hanger when things get shabby. But you should realize that if 
you went only a little further you could put an entirely new 
face on many of your rooms. 

These bathrooms are a perfect demonstration of how little 
can accomplish how much. Walls and floors were resurfaced. 
Out-ol-style plumbing fixtures were replaced with better and 
modern ones. Dinky windows were made to seem large and 
important by being covered with louvered shutters or shoji. In 
one bath an unneeded door was closed up, thus freeing a 
generous piece of wall to receive large built-in drawers and a 
long marble dressing counter. 

Most important, both were conceived as more than utilitarian 
necessities——but as important and decorated rooms. A decorator 
point of view motivated both color schemes; for instance black 
floor, black shutters, mustard yellow silk wallpaper, fine art 
objects on wall and counter, carefully color-coordinated towels 
and custom-ordered shower enclosure. 

Of course, a consulting architect was called in, to think the 
problem through ahead of the work-start, to make sure the 
right plumbing fixtures were ordered te fit the existing con- 
nections and to plan the new wiring and millwork. Without 


professional advice you could make any number ot mistakes.

o shock can quite match your first honest close-up in a magni- 
fying mirror. But few experiences can be more rewarding. Once 
you face up to the true state of your skin, hair and teeth, revealed 
in crystal clarity, you can take steps to become the best-groomed 
person you know. Instead of flinching, you'll face happily into its 
concave lens when you put on make-up, do your eyebrows, brush your 
hair, because no other mirror shows so precisely the perfection of your 
grooming job. For the man in the house, it’s the sure check on a good 
shave.

The farther away you can hold a magnifying mirror and still see 
your image clearly, the weaker its magnifying quality. The smaller a 
mirror’s surface the stronger its magnifying properties are likely to 
be.

Three plans for master suites to inspire your future 


1. The plan of this bath-dressing suite 
provides separate and similar facilities 
for husband and wife. Both have dress- 
ing rooms with generous storage space. 
The entrance to the husband’s bath 
from the hall allows other members of 
the family to use the shower. It also 
provides an entrance to the bath and 
dressing rooms without going through 
the bedroom. Plumbing is centralized 
in wali between baths. 

2. In this scheme one does not go 
through the bedroom to get to either 
the dressing room or bath. This makes 
a very satisfactory arrangement for 
couples occupying the same room. An 
early-riser need not awaken the late- 
sleeper. And, vice versa, the early-to- 
bed needn’t be disturbed by the night- 
owl turning on lights or stumbling 
over things.

hat should we call it? It isn’t the bath- 

room in any sense of the word. It isn’t 

a separate dressing room. In reality 
it’s dressing, bathing and sleeping facilities all com- 
bined into one luxurious private world. We have 
called it a suite, but that in itself is something 
of a misnomer because it implies an element of 
separateness; and here they are all combined into 
one.

Ade you looking for a bargain for your building 
or remodeling dollars? Is there room for more built- 
ins in the bathrooms you have or are planning? 
Answer yes to these two questions and this article 
is meant for you. 

The bargain is the built-in lavatory. As an invest- 
ment it will pay off in a variety of ways. 

The most obvious advantage of building in the 
lavatory is the surrounding counter-top. Here you 
have a generous smooth level place to put down a 
bottle of lotion or shampoo without balancing it 
precariously on the narrow edge of the basin. In 
fact the need for a counter around the lavatory 
started the trend toward built-ins in the bathroom. 

But the counter-top you build today will not be 
just a shelf flanking the wash basin. It will have 
really generous proportions. It may even run the 
length of the room or around a corner, like some 


of those on the facing page. (Please turn the page) 


Here’s what goes on behind the 


beauty of a well planned built-in. 


With the construction revealed in the drawings you can 
see how easily a built-in lavatory like this could be 
added to an existing bathroom. It can all be done in a 
space only 26 to 28 inches wide. and whatever length 
you have room for. In this case Architect Alfred B. 
Parker used bottom-hinged doors with sloping fronts 
for the undercounter storage. Notice that the fluorescent 
lights above the counter are shielded with louvers to 
prevent the eye from !ooking into light source.

At the first look a long counter may seem wasteful, 
but once you have it you will find it useful. It 
is a dream of a place to lay out cosmetics and 
toiletries when packing for a trip. It is a wonderful 
sorting counter if there is a linen cabinet near by, 
and it is the natural place to display some of your 
favorite jars and bottles of lotions, creams and 
perfumes. The elegant shapes and colors of these 
containers attest to their new-found importance for 
display in the bath. 

The space under the counter-top is made-to-order 
for storage. There’s room enough here to fill a wide 
variety of needs. The inside dimensions will be 20 
to 23 inches deep and 22 to 25 inches high. This 
gives you space for a clothes hamper or cart, for 
storing extra towels and linens and for a miscellany 
of cleaning materials, and equipment. 

When cabinetwork was built under the counter, it 
filled another great need. It covered up the drain 
pipe and trap that have long been eyesores in the 
bathroom. Today when we see a bathroom with its 
pipes showing, it comes as something of a shock. 

Along with the counter-top has come a new mean- 
ing for the wall behind it. This is often used as a 
mirror-wall and may have big sliding panels with 
generous storage space behind them. The great value

way it helps you keep tabs on yourself. Keeping all 
of yourself well in sight will do wonders for your 
posture, figure and grooming. The mirror also re- 
flects light to brighten the room and creates the 
welcome illusion of doubling its size. 

Good lighting in the bathroom can be considered 
a sort of second cousin to the built-in lavatory. 
When you have a counter-top to put things on, stor- 
age space to look into, and a wall of mirror to reflect 
your image, you need good light. (For some ideas 
on bathroom lighting see pages 52-53.) 

The built-in lavatory counter with cabinetwork 
below and continuous storage above has given to- 
day’s bathroom a sense of unity, luxury and style 
that is long overdue in a room so long considered 
simply a sterile space in which to put three fixtures 
and a medicine cabinet. 

The bath has become a room to reckon with 
decoratively. It calls for the sensitive use of color, 
texture and form as much as any room in the house.

odernizing a bathroom, as proved by the ex- 

ample shown on these pages, doesn’t have 

to be an all-or-nothing affair. You can take 
it in easy stages, as your budget or energy allows. 
The first step for this room was to hide its age beneath 
a new mantle of decorating (see photo below, left). 
But in your case the starting point might be a plumb- 
ing fixture, medicine chest, new storage cabinets, or 
new lighting. Each step along the way provides its 
own rewards. Because a bathroom is in such constant 
use, any small annoyances—a dim light, a fading 
mirror, a cold floor—become constant irritations. 
By the same token, the new and the useful become 
constant pleasures. The new light and mirror make 
shaving or make-up so much easier. The new counter 
gives you a place to rest that towel for a moment. 
The carpeting keeps your bare feet warm. And not 
occasionally, but every day, for the bath serves us 
in so many ways and so often. 

Any bathroom can be modernized by this step-by- 
step treatment. Some present greater problems than 
others, in that the basic fixtures are older and call 
for replacement rather than refurbishing. But even 
this problem can be exaggerated. Note how much 
better this 25-year-old tub looks in its carpeted set- 
ting with the rest of the room modernized.

House Beautiful's Party Editor 
hen my boss, Elizabeth Gordon, said she wanted to entertain people 
for lunch in her air-conditioned car and asked me to dream up 

picnic foods that would be more elegant than sandwiches, potato salad 
and hard-boiled eggs, I started floating up to Cloud Nine. For nothing 
“sends me” like dreaming up new recipes. | knew it would not be difficult, 
for what she wanted to do was really nothing other than what the French 
do all the time for luncheon—serve hors d’oeuvres with enough variety 
to make a main course. 

The French can bring together a few trifles and odds and ends and 
come up with dazzling masterpieces. Their cold concoctions on the hors 
d'oeuvres table are as pretty as they are good. I said to myself, what the 
French can do well we can do better! So I started to mill around with 
my pans and cans, thinking all the while about recipes that would not 
deteriorate from being out of the refrigerator for a couple of hours. 

It seemed to me that aspics were the place to begin. | am not too 
enthusiastic about most aspics that I meet, for there is too much aspic 
and not enough goodies on the inside. (Also I do not like the look of 
a big mold of aspic after one or two helpings have destroyed the picture.) 
But individual aspics, done in little molds and packed with gourmet 
ingredients could be quite a different matter. And since Miss Gordon 
expected to give each guest a completely packed lunch box of his own, 
this idea fitted like a dream. 

I have found the best, easiest aspic jelly is made from canned con- 
sommé. The one I like best (because it has the most subtle flavor for 
various combinations) is the Wild Game Consommé put out by Johnny 
Cake Game Farm, Burlington, Conn. However. you have to add a half 
package of Knox Gelatin per can to make it “hold.” Also White Rose 
Jellied Chicken Consommé has a flavor that blends well. Consommé 
Madrilene by Bon Vivant is good too (and does not need gelatin), but I 
change it by adding some “seasoned” Campbell’s consommé, half and half.

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We're not against sandwiches for picnics—if they are not clichés. 
You can get some interesting effects by using small loaves of home- 
made bread—one per person, using outside of loaf unsliced, to become 
a sandwich container. Cut center out with flexible knife. Remove 
every third slice to leave space for the filling—everything from squab, 


duck, or steak to string beans vinaigrette and sliced mushrooms. 


Little individual molds are the secret for making aspics look attractive 
in hot weather on a picnic, as well as presenting lots of delectables. 
Miniature angel food cake rings let you mold individual portions of 


“Green Rice,” which you can transport and serve in plastic boxes. 
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mushrooms in it. You will see how I do this 
later on in the mushroom recipe. ) 

To make these little aspic darlings you need 
some julienned strips of meats, Swiss cheese, 
chicken, plus some chopped celery, chives, pars- 
ley and other green crispy things—whatever you 
can find. The things you put in the bottom of 
your individual molds will show the most, so 
place them with an eye to composition and 
color. The bottom is the top when unmolded. 

Don’t be skimpy on the thickness of the layer 
in the mold. After all, the solid contents are what 
you want to taste. The aspic jelly is just to hold 
the whole composition together in a_ prettily 
arranged manner. The julienne things should be 
cut quite short, for you don’t want to serve a 
knife and they should be eatable with a cocktail 
fork or an after-dinner coffee spoon. (That’s 
how dainty they should be! ) 

If you want to be very, very la-de-da, include 
in your ingredients a small jar of the very best 
imported paté and a small can of truffles, both 
of which you will slice very thin to dot the 
bottom of your molds. And if you want to go 
on with this stop-at-nothing mood, there is the 
possibility of adding a quarter of a cup of dry 
white wine (not sweet) to the jelly as it heats. 

Here’s a sample of one way I would pile the 
goodies into each mold: 

Line the bottom of mold with paté. 

Add a layer of julienned chicken. 

Next a layer of celery, chives and parsley— 
all finely minced. 

Next, button mushrooms and slivers of truffles. 

Cover with consommé and let rest in the re- 
frigerator for at least 4 hours. 

Other variations on the same theme might be 
assembled like this: 

Julienne of ham. 

Julienne of chicken. 

Bits of avocado, but a full layer of same. 
(It keeps a lovely shade of green and is a re- 
freshing color note.) 

The celery, parsley and chive routine. 

Paper-thin slices of cherrystone tomatoes. 


Aspic jelly to surround and cover. 


Smoked turkey 

Celery, parsley and chives 
Avocado 

Cooked asparagus tips 

Slivers of chicken and truffles 
Aspic jelly to surround and cover

To shield the house and its surroundings from Texas sun and 
drying winds, and to take advaniage of the cooling effect of evapo- 
ration from leaf surfaces, the Bergers worked to develop a vast 
overhead layer of foliage, so the house and its surroundings 
would be totally shaded. To native trees already on the site

Because of the steep, unmowable slopes and the de- 
sire for heavy shade and low upkeep, all of the 114-acre property is 
either paved or planted with evergreen groundcovers.

native trees. All trees were encouraged, by pruning, to grow Folding wall opens wide to view .. . 
high first, then spread wide into umbrella-like canopies. Where 
tree shading was impractical, as in motor court, wires were 
stretched between near-by trees to provide guides for a thick 
network of vines. 

To encourage rapid growth, all of the land is heavily fed. 
Most plants are watered with a liquid fertilizer solution each 
week; trees are fed by professional tree men each year. Water, 
pumped from the creek, is applied generously, but plant food is 
most responsible for the fast growth. 

With the protection of foliage overhead, it was possible to 
pave much of the property, yet avoid the complications of glare 
from the hard surfaces and the radiation of heat which would 


otherwise be stored up as the sun beats down,

Because much of the interest in the cliff site was in a 
view over a creek and park below and to horizon beyond, 
one wall of living room was opened up for enjoyment of 
the scene.

An inside track on tricks of the 


trade from a decorator’s own notes on

Where is no question that travel 
pays off. If I had not whipped out 
to the Coast to see the new Balboa 
Bay Club in Newport Beach, 
California, | might not have come 
up with such an early solution to 
Mrs. Cromwell’s bathroom.

But lately I haven’t been 
having much trouble with the inner 
voice at all, because nowadays so 
many of the frivolous-looking, fan- 
ciful furnishings with a delicate air 
turn out to be about as delicate as 
a steel girder, so far as durability 
and easy upkeep are concerned. 
Case in point is Mrs. Atcheson’s 
current love affair with butterflies, 
which she insists upon having in 
her dressing room and bathroom. 
She discovered for herself at the 
Sherle Wagner Shop a flurry of 
pale blue and gold butterflies on a 
white background which can not 
only cover the walls of the bath, 
but also show up again in a match- 
ing acetate The 
whole thing is so fresh and so ex-

wide, but the usual width of these 
is 100 inches, which allows good 
generous draping, such as you 
would find in a well-made drapery. 

But the thing that gripped me 
was the fact that the wall covering,

wall. And. most marvelous of all, it 
does a highly successful job of 


adhesive than 


covering old tile and walls that 
may be cracked or seamy. I can 
think of at least fifty bathrooms 
with beat-up tile and crazed plaster 
which could certainly stand the 
rejuvenating treatment of this fine 
stuff. Stains and smudges are easily 
removed by soap and water.

Semi-circular sofas have always 
implied to me a sense of snugness 
and coziness. I like to use them 
in sectional pieces to encircle a 
hearthside, or to create a half-ring 
of conversational seating at a win- 
dow with a view. And so I was 
delighted to discover that Mrs, 
Torrington and I felt the same. 

“I am so weary of those four- 
square arm chair and coffee table 
arrangements,” she said. “I think 
a conversation around a fireplace’ 
should look as if it were private, 
as if it were partitioned from the 
rest of the room, and nothing does 
this so congenially as a couple of 
semi-circular sofas or love seats 
around a round coffee table.” 

A room must be fairly large to 
accommodate a full complement of 
circular sectional pieces.

What is a Bidet 
—and why? 


Ae ee who make their first trip abroad—to any part 
of South America or Europe—are surprised and puzzled to 
find that a strange new type of plumbing fixture called the 
bidet (pronounced bee-day) is standard equipment in all 
hotel and private-home bathrooms. 

Since we Americans are sure we lead the world in matters 
of personal cleanliness, the United States traveler’s first 
reaction is to poke fun. Unfortunately, most of the jokes 
stem from the misconception of the purpose of this plumb- 
ing fixture. Even when the purpose becomes clear, Americans 
doggedly maintain that if people take enough baths they do 
not need the bidet. 

Medically and hygienically this is not true, unless you 
take a bath after every use of the toilet. The purpose of 
the bidet is just this. For there can be no argument that 
soap and water is a better cleansing agent than the softest 
toilet tissue. The medical profession is quite aware that a 
great deal of ill health arises from or is fostered by the neg- 
lect of ablutions after defecation. If it is logical to wash 
our hands after going to the toilet, why is it not equally 
desirable to wash our bottoms. 

Virtually all American plumbing manufacturers make 
bidets in enormous quantities, but ironically most of them — 
are exported to foreign countries. But they are easily avail- 
able if you plan to build or remodel. If your bath is too 
small to accommodate the addition of a bidet, you may still 
enjoy the hygienic benefits with a portable type which may 
be used on the top of a toilet seat.

THIS OLD BATHROOM WAS MODERNIZED 


the finished room cannot be over- 
emphasized. Everything that is done 
along the way should fit into the 
final pattern. 

The metamorphosis of this 1930- 
vintage bathroom began with the 
decorating. Since the styling of the 
tile floor dated the room badly, 
wall-to-wall cotton carpeting was 
cut to fit around all the fixtures, It 
is seamed with masking tape in 
two places, so that each section can 
be laundered in the washing ma- 
chine and relaid quite simply. At 
the same time the patterned dra- 
peries and shower curtain were re- 
placed with solid white. The dra- 
peries were hung at the ceiling line 
to give greater dimension to the 
window and to eliminate one of the 
many horizontal lines that cut up 
the room. A pre-shrunk cotton was 
used for the curtains, a fleece-finish 
the shower curtain. 
These changes, plus new towels, 


plastic for 


bath mat, hamper and scale com- 


pleted the first step and pulled the 
_room together, making it cheerful 


to enter, an eyesore no longer. 
But other steps were necessary 


/to make it work well. The only 


storage of any kind in the room 
was a well-rusted medicine chest 
with a small badly-chipped mirror 
door. The second step substituted a 
new doorless cabinet of the same 
dimensions (so no new wall cut- 
ting was necessary), installed slid- 


| ing mirrors with a fluorescent light 


fixture over a major portion of the 
wall. A cabinet between counter 
and mirror was added for cosmetics 
and toiletries. This move provided 
at fell more 


space for small items, full-width 


one swoop storage 


mirrors and new light for grooming. 


The third step provided storage 
of a more basic type while modern- 


| izing the lavatory at the same time. 
|Unpainted, knocked-down cabinets

Do you know how to make 
the best iced tea? 





H.. often do you find the per- 


fect glass of iced tea—deep-fla- 
vored, sparkling clear and deli-

Assemble-it-yourself cabinets 


made base for new lavatory 


One drawer unit, one double-door unit were used under 
new counter-top lavatory. Cabinets come kit-packaged. 
in several widths, the right height for bathroom use, 
are available at lumber yards. Assembly of drawer 
unit is shown step by step. Time: about 30 minutes. 


2. After front is attached 
solid bottom and _ three 
frames (on which the draw- 
ers will slide) are fitted into 
the grooves in cabinet sides, 
then nailed through each 
side. Frames have drawer 
guides already attached. 
Gluing these joints helps 
strengthen cabinet. Unit 
squares up during assembly.

1. Cabinet assembly starts} 
with nailing of front frame:

4. Masonite back slips into 
pre-cut groove, is nailed 
tight with box nails. All 
nails provided are coated 
to prevent rusting in the 
moisture-heavy atmosphere 
of bathroom. Body of unit 
is completed by attaching 
baseboard across the re- 
cessed toe space where the 
cabinet meets the floor. 






5. Drawers are made separately, of five 
pieces. Two sides are attached to the 
front with a dadoed dovetail joint, pre- 
cut to very tight fit. Assembly is shown 
above. Glue in all joints will make stur- 
dier construction. Back is fitted in slot, 
then nailed through each side. Final 
operation is to slide hard-board _ bot- 
tom into its special groove (right). 
This squares up drawer. Bottom is fixed 
by nailing it to bottom of drawer back. 
When inserted, rounded drawer front 
overlaps cabinet frame (see first photo). 


3. Cabinet top (facing you) 
is pulled together with two 
stretchers, one across the 
back and one down the mid- 
dle (shown here being nailed 
through the back stretcher). 
Seen along each side is a 
strip pre-drilled with holes 
for screwing to top (plastic 
counters are attached from 
underneath to save surface).

Paper thin slices of smoked sausage 
lining the bottom 

Julienne of chicken 

Celery, chives and parsley

Any of the above combinations 
marry well with aspic made of the 
chicken consommé. 

If the chicken consommé has 
gelatin already added you will have 
to use only half an envelope of 
Knox gelatin. Use directions on 
the package. If the broth has no 
gelatin added you will have to use 
almost a full envelope of Knox 
gelatin. This amount is for a 141%4- 
ounce can. 

I also like an aspic in which I 
mold shrimp that have been sau- 
téed in herb butter. (Use a heaping 
tablespoon of chives and parsley, 
both chopped.) I use that wonder- 
ful frozen pack put out by Sea Pak, 
St. Simon’s Island, Georgia, called 
“Quik Cook Shrimp.” I rinse the 
frozen shrimp to rid them of any 
encrusted ice and then drain them 
on paper towels before sautéeing. 
When the shrimp are cool after 
sautéeing, cut them into three or 
four pieces, then top with minced 
celery and cover with aspic. The 
arrangement of the shrimps is 
important for looks, so take your 
time to lay the little darlings in 
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place neatly and attractively, 

It’s fun sometimes to bury a 
poached egg in your aspic, or hard- 
boiled quail eggs (which can be 
bought canned). You see poached- 
egg-in-aspic all over Europe as a 
luncheon dish. It isn’t a bit hard 
to do, either. I do them in my 
stainless steel egg poacher (by 
Revere), for it is so easy to get 
them out unharmed. I lightly butter 
the pan, and poach for six to eight 
minutes. They must be “set” all 
the way through, but not hard done. 
I tap the container and shake it to 
see if the yolk wiggles. If set 
they’re ready to take off to cool 
before being buried in aspic along 
with other interesting things. 

When you choose your molds for 
these fancy productions bear in 
mind what container you mean to 
transport them in. In short, get’ 
your dimensions figured out before- 
hand. Elizabeth Gordon and I us 
square plastic boxes and put the 
aspic mold in the center of the box, 
Then we fill the corners with things 
like cherry tomatoes, fresh mush- 
rooms poached in Campbell’s con- 
sommé (that’s where you get that 
“seasoned” consommé I mentioned 
earlier), artichoke hearts, carrot 
sticks, hearts of palm. Not all of 
these in one box, of course, but it 
gives you the idea of the variety 
that is possible. 

Containers that are fine for these 
molded beauties are the tiny enam- 
eled iron casseroles from Sweden 
and Europe. They're meant to be 
cooked in, but they will hold cold 
a long time—longer than a plastic 
box would. You would use these as

Stir cream into Philadelphia 
cream cheese. When all has been 
thoroughly mixed and is of velvety 
consistency, squeeze orange juice 
and strain it into electric blender, 
add curry powder and whiz together 
to dissolve the curry. Add to the 
cream mixture and store in re- 
frigerator until ready to use. It 
does not improve with age, nor does 
it disintegrate, so you can keep it 
for a week or two. You have to stir 


thoroughly before using. This 
makes three cups of sauce and 


will serve about 12 to 15 portions. 
(If a white liquid appears after 
it has been kept a while, run a 
knife down into the sauce as a way 
to drain it off.) 

Now you are ready for the other 
half of the making. For this, use 
the biggest, showiest oranges you 
can get, since they control the size 
of the portions.

Pots de Créme 


2 cups heavy cream 

4 cup sugar 

Y, teaspoon salt 

4 ounces sweet chocolate 
10 egg yolks 

1 tablespoon vanilla 


Heat cream, sugar and salt in 
top of double boiler. Tip: The hot 
water should not touch the bottom 
of the double boiler. 

In another double boiler, heat 
or melt the chocolate. In a four 
cup Pyrex pitcher, beat the egg 
yolks until they are light and 
foamy. When the cream mixture 
has reached the scalding point (a 
skin has formed on top), pour into 
another Pyrex pitcher to cool it 
sufficiently before mixing it into 
the beaten egg yolks. 

Here is the tricky part: The hot 
cream must be poured in slowly on 
the eggs while you are stirring like 
crazy. When all the cream has been 
mixed with the eggs, add the choco- 
late and return to the double boiler. 
You should wash the double boiler 
before returning the egg mixture 
to it. 

When the mixture coats the back 
of a wooden spoon then it is done. 
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It takes longer than you think, for 
you have the fire on low. All of 
a sudden the mixture begins to 
thicken and you must remove from 
the fire and hot water at once. Pour 
through a sieve into a clean Pyrex 
pitcher, add vanilla, stir well, and 
then pour into pots de créme pots 
and refrigerate thoroughly. The 
English (Kitchener) coddled egg 
cups make a fine container for this 
for picnics, for they have screw 
tops and are thicker and so have 
a better chance of staying chilled 
till you serve.

Philharmonic Society was a co- 
operative affair. The musicians, 
doubling as ushers, wore white 
gloves, and each held a long. slen- 
der rod as a symbol of his office. 
With it they directed the first sub- 
scribers to their places on the long 
benches in the Apollo Rooms. 
Having discharged one duty, 
they assembled backstage to dis- 
charge the other, filed onto the 
stage, bowed ceremoniously to the 
conductor—a gentleman with the 
Dickensian name of Ureli Corelli 
Hill—and began to play. The audi- 
ence was as decorous as the per- 
formance; the ladies 
tlemen 


and gen- 
present at the historic 
occasion were most formally at- 
tired; they too wore gloves. 

When I first began to go to the 
Metropolitan Opera in New York, 
virtually all the patrons of the 
orchestra seats and all the occu- 
pants of the boxes were, as the 
French phrase has it, put together 
with four pins. Anybody who did 
not wear formal dress was frowned 
upon as a boor. 

As late as the 1930’s, the con- 
cert or opera performance had not 
lost its formal aspect. It was not 
only a festive occasion (that it has 
remained to this day, I hope), but 
a stately, indeed a somewhat sol- 


emn one, an occasion for wearing 
gloves. Concerts were the preroga- 
tive of the urban life. People living 
in small towns who wished to hear 
music had to travel to the big 
towns, where formality of manner 
and dress was cultivated. (The 
smal] town, even if it is not Peyton 
Place, was ever less rigid.) Willa 
Cather, in her short story, A Wag- 
ner Matinee, very touchingly de- 
scribes the feelings of a woman 
from Nebraska who, having been 
starved for music all her married 
life, now hears the Boston Sym- 
phony. To her the concert, merely 
a regular matinee performance of 
Wagnerian music, assumes the as- 
pect of a rite. 

The formal concert of not so 
long ago permitted no intrusion of 
informal music. The division was 
an exact the frontier 
closed. Supposedly one either lis-

tened to serious classical music or 
one listened to “popular stuff.” 
When, at the turn of the century, 
Victor Herbert attempted to make 
the transition from light to serious 
music by afhliating himself as con- 
ductor with the Pittsburgh Sym- 
phony, he was bitterly attacked by 
the editor of the Musical Courier, 
then the leading journal of the mu- 
sical profession.

a man, known for his Naughty 
Viariettas, serve the cause of Bee- 
thoven? How could any one raised 
in the pit aspire to the podium? 
So vicious was this attack that 
Herbert instituted suit against the 
magazine. Walter Damrosch took 
the witness stand in defense of 
Herbert, and eventually Herbert 
was vindicated. Herbert did suc- 
ceed as a symphonic conductor. 
first in Pittsburgh and later in New 
York. There he conducted a_ poll 
among his Sunday afternoon audi- 
ences (1905). The favorite selec- 
tions of those “formal” audiences 
included Suppe’s “Poet and Peas- 
ant Overture,” a march from Raff’s 
“Lenore Symphony.” Rubinstein’s 
“Melody in F,” Massenet’s “Nea- 
politan Scenes.” etc... not one of 
which would an audience vote for 
today and not one of which would 
be considered serious music, except 
perhaps the Raff symphony, which 
has long passed into limbo. So per- 
haps the music in favor was not 
quite as formal as the audience. 
During the last season of the 
Philharmonic concerts, at which 
I was a frequent listener, I did not 


see more than a dozen people wear- 
ing evening dress. Even at the 
Metropolitan, except for an occa- 
sional gala performance, dress has 
become the exception rather than 
the rule. Indeed, I observed among 
the standees a couple of girls in 
slacks. which I thought was rather 
overdoing casualness. 

Nor is the distinction between 
so-called “classical” music and 
“light” music any longer as rigidly 
observed. One of the Metropolitan 
Opera’s biggest successes is an in- 
consequential musical comedy by 
Offenbach, La _ Perichole, 
in English. As music it is not 
as weighty as Frank

The relaxation of the formal at- 
titude probably follows a general 
social trend. The matter of dress 
would more properly be discussed 
in a history of manners than in a 
musical discussion, were it not for 
the fact that it illustrates a change 
of attitude. It is indicative of a 
freer, easier, less awestruck ap- 
proach to music. We get less of 
the feeling, so assiduously promul- 
gated by the professional aesthetes, 
that the domain of music is an ex- 
clusive club, for the admission to 
which one must know secret rules. 


ART of the reason for the change 

lies in the accessibility of music 
brought about by radio and phono- 
graph. If you live in Nebraska, you 
need no longer travel to Boston. 
Boston comes to you. Small town 
and large town meet on common 
ground—the living room. In turn, 
living-room habits influence the 
manners in the concert hall. even 
if only obliquely. It is a good thing 
that we no longer need to put on 
our bib and tucker when we ex- 


perience the pleasure of music 
away from home. 
Along with the physical, the 


mental attitude of ease, of relaxa- 


tion, of familiarity, of absence of 
rite, is important to you in your 
approach to music. Very impor- 
tant! You can and should take 
music off the pedestal and place it 
in the easy chair. You will then 
observe that the white-robed god- 
dess is not 
thought, that in fact her robe is 
not white but many-hued, and that 
the lady is in reality a very inter- 
esting girl, easy to get along with. 

The history of much concert and 
operatic music since the Eighteenth 
Century indicates a gradual de- 
mocratization. Beginning as court 
entertainment reserved for the in- 
vited who could place a von or a 
de before their names, it broadened 
into the concert or opera perform- 
ance for which you were able to 
buy tickets (if you had the money), 
then into the popular concert, and 
now into home entertainment. The 
formal curtsey has changed to an 
affectionate hello. Only old dow- 
agers will bemoan this comedown.

Be unafraid of music, then, and 
you will be able to find courage to 
face that music which you do not 
understand, which means nothing 
to you, which at first hearing slips 
by without evoking response. /f you 
can change your mood from one of 
anxiety to one of easy-going curi- 


osity, you will have attained what 
is the fundamental requisite for the 
enjoyment of music. Now, this is 
perhaps easier said than done. You 
may continue to be irritated by 
your lack of response to certain 
music. Or, to put it more simply, 
you may be bored by 
music. However, you have got to 
chance that. Put it

experience, not to lack of compre- 
hension. Listen again to this music 
at some future time; the chances 
are good that the clouds of murki- 
ness will pass away.

Ree FROM being starved for mu- 
sic, we are now overfed with it. 
If the public really wants music 
while riding up and down a hotel 
elevator, that is their privilege. But 
if you want to approach music with 
the goal of enjoying it fully, of 
plumbing its truth, of savoring its 
beauty, of paling before its impact, 
then do not listen to it if you are 
not going to listen to it. Set aside 
a half hour, an hour, two hours— 
or ten minutes—for listening. But 
don’t do anything else during that 
time. After that shut the thing off 
firmly. Enough. Less may be more! 

In next month’s article I shall 
give some further suggestions for 
better listening.

[' happens so often, that you should be forewarned— 
the traveler who goes lightheartedly off to Mexico, 
dreaming of starlit gardens, romantic guitars and 
good buys in silverware, unexpectedly finds himself so 
absorbed in the mysteries of anthropology that this new 
interest becomes a consuming study forever after.

The Aztec pyramids at Teotihuacan, outside Mexico 
City, are standard sight-seeing.

This is my guest room. Not big and fancy, but still very 
nice.

hewn beams and worn terra cotta, which look well together. 
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any Americans who visit Mexico return with all 


possible speed to become permanent residents. Still more 
dream of being able to do so. The realignment of values 
south of the border, which gives higher place to the 
arts of being ungainfully employed and lower place to any 
strain or exertion, no matter how lucrative, fascinates 
the citizen brought up to put strong confidence on steady 
work and a rising income as essential parts of the pattern 
of happiness. 

In a word, the Mexican still remembers Paradise before 
the Fall, when there was no labor and no sweat, and he 
approximates that tranquil inactivity whenever he can. 

A snake, in the form of progress, with its tempting 
apple of technological and industrial production, has ap- 
peared, and the Mexican faces the necessity of working 
more and more in order to be able to consume more and 
more. And yet he still remembers that it was lovely to 
drowse in the sun in the Garden of Eden, and he takes 
his siesta to this day. 

The siesta, practiced in most parts of Mexico except 


the capital, and there alas giving way to American office

hours, is an unmitigated boon. It permits husbands t 
come home to lunch where they eat well and economicall 
and can doze on a couch under a tent of newspaper. After 
the siesta they return refreshed to the daily struggle ir 
office, store, or business. The siesta erases lines of age 
and strain from the face of the senora, and strengthens 
her to deal with the details of her household, to receive 
her children home from school and to check their home 
work, and to welcome her lord in fresh make-up and with 
a bright interest in all his doings when he arrives home for 
supper at eight or nine. The late dinner hour, another 
consequence of the siesta, also permits the widely observed 
custom of tea or chocolate at five (the merienda) which 
in more hurried civilizations has been crowded out te 
make way for the cocktail hour, at some loss in grace} 

Many things, I think, are to be said in favor of thus 
staggering work through the day instead of jumping on ij 
hard and early and wrestling with it steadily, afterward 
collapsing with a highball. Mexicans work, but sometimes 
you can scarcely detect their motions. And yet, things 


get done eventually. The essential difference is that the 





Mexican Remembers Paradise 


Mexican works, not because he loves activity but because 
he desires the result. Activity per se, without a specific 
end in view, seems to him incomprehensible. 

This Mexican attitude toward work is immensely seduc- 
tive to Americans, and it is the first one they take note 
of. In my modest opinion, it is the only sensible way to 
take the thing officially inflicted by the Lord as a curse 
upon disobedient man. 

The next thing that draws the American toward the 
Mexican way of life with the force of a magnet is the 
sum of ideas and emotions that cluster around the Mexican 
home and family. 

In Mexico, the family, the home are first. No crisis 
can prevail against them. If a choice is offered—tlove, 
career, ambition—the family circle wins. Elopement, or 
marriage without all four of the parents present and 


approving, is extremely rare in Mexico. Furthermore, I 


have known Mexican girls to refuse an otherwise pre- 


ferred suitor, if his work would take them away from the 


city in which their mothers lived. And it is unwritten

_ law in Mexico that the last girl to remain unmarried in 


the family will never leave her mother or father to live 


alone. It simply isn’t done. Men who fall in love with 


_ other women after their marriage may sin in thought, 


word, and deed, but they find it practically impossible 


to bring themselves to break up their home. No, family 


always comes first. 


What makes this feeling so strong? What makes an 


invitation to his home the most valuable and delicate 
| attention any Mexican can offer his friend? Why have 


| Mexicans been able to retain this strength, which we look 


on with admiration and more than a touch of nostalgia? 
Partly because the Mexican woman, too, remembers 
paradise. The Lord cursed Man by sentencing him to

The most famous pyramid in Mexico is this 
one, “El Castillo,’ the Pyramid of Sacrifice, 
at the abandoned Mayan city of Chichén 
i Itza in the state of Yucatan. This city once 
| had a population of probably 100,000 
i around the Ninth and Tenth Centuries. 
Nine or ten great buildings are in a good 
state of preservation. You can stay at the 


near-by comfortable Mayaland Lodge. 


At right, the imposing quadrangle at Uxmal 
(pronounced oosh-mol) where you can see 
the most spectacularly beautiful of the 
Mayan ruins. It is believed that Uxmal 
was built and flourished in the Eighth and 
Ninth Centuries and was abandoned in the 
Tenth Century. The buildings of Uxmal 
rank with world’s best archeological sights, 
even surpassing the Acropolis in richness 
and power. Surface ornamentation is part 
of the construction of the building and was 
achieved in the simplest way—projecting 
and indenting the pieces of stone veneer. 
All the ornamentation of these buildings 
maintains an evenness of scale, which gives 
a unity of the whole complex of structures. 
It is believed that originally they were 
stuccoed and multicolored, which must 
have been staggeringly beautiful. Unlike 


the Greek temples, these Uxmal temples

The Room 
with Three Walls

sk yourself, as you look at the open-walled rooms on 

these four pages, what makes them so inviting. Whai 
is it that sets them apart from other garden-side shelters 
you have seen? 

The answer lies in the way they are furnished. Although 
they are open to the garden with all the color, and charm 
this implies, they also have the elegance of a living room. 
Each of them is lovingly furnished and decorated as a 
room. And why not? Why not enjoy the fresh air, color 
and fragrance of the garden in the style and comfort to 
which you are accustomed indoors’ 

Of course if you must cope with insects or a more de- 
manding climate than that near Cuernavaca (where these 
pictures were taken), you will need a wall of screen or 


glass that can be opened or closed. (Please turn the page) 
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Open-wall rooms on two levels. 


From the patio of the Sholes house you see how these two 
rooms relate. Each serves a purpose. The one upstairs over- 
looks a view of the town and catches the breeze. The other 
(shown below) is an extension of the garden and has a 
fireplace for cool evenings. Although the heavy beams, tile 
and masonry walls give the Mexican open rooms the char- 
acter of exterior architecture, the furnishings and decora- 


tions are used to give them a restful interior feeling. 
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An open room with a garden on two sides. 


Looking through the open side of these rooms in 
the Cuernavaca home of Mrs. Jo Campbell, you see 
the dining and living areas on the right. The dining 
table, with tray of glasses, is just at the edge of 
the garden, the living area beyond. Folding screen 
doors can separate the areas but are seldom used. 


The entire space has one wall open to the garden. 


As you move into the living area this is what you 
see. Most striking is the window that looks out 
on a narrow space (4 feet) between the house and 
garden wall.

Author of My Stove is My Castle 


eated at Sanborn’s lunch counter in Mexico City, the 

Long-Time Resident was tucking his meal away: Carne 

asada a la Huasteca (grilled top round steak, something 
like what New Yorkers call London broil), upgraded with a 
fresh alligator pear (avocado) sauce called guacamole, a fresh 
green salad garnished with raw tomatoes and small radishes. 
He even drank from the glass of water before him. 

A groan beside him made the Resident turn to the Tourist 
on his right. 

“How can you?” the Tourist asked, gesturing feebly toward 
the Resident’s dessert: vanilla ice cream topped with fresh 
crimson strawberries. 

“How can I what?” the Resident asked. 

“T saw you,” the Tourist accused him. “You ate rare meat, 
fresh lettuce, raw tomatoes, radishes and now strawberries. 
Do you know that I’ve been here two weeks and haven’t eaten 
anything except waffles with syrup and have drunk only coffee.” 

The Resident grinned. “Your insides must be a mess.” 

The Tourist nodded. “But I’m only doing what the guide 
books say—don’t eat this, don’t eat that. You know everybody 
gets sick when they come to Mexico and I’m taking no chances.” 

The Resident sank a grateful tooth into a luscious straw- 
berry recently arrived from the state of Queretaro, while the 
Tourist shuddered. 

“It’s a question of judgment,” said R. “Let’s go to the bar 
and I'll explain a few things to you. There’s no reason to let 
your fears ruin your Mexican holiday.” 

Over coffee and Mexican brandy, he explained. First, 
almost everybody will get stomach upsets when they change 
their usual diet and drink water with a chemical composition 
different from the one they are used to. And that has nothing 
to do with infection. Many Mexican tourists in the United 
States suffer days of gastric troubles before they adjust to U.S. 
food and water. Second, there’s the binge. People away from 
home seem to go on peculiar binges of one kind or another. 
Take for instance the case of the Manhattanite who had never 
seen bananas growing on the tree. Now tree-ripened bananas 


taste quite different from those (Please turn to page 125) 


Mexican kitchens can be as 
charming as Mexican food 
is good. This one has 


“natural” air conditioning 


This kitchen is not only pretty, it has free 
air conditioning. It can never be hot or 
smelly because the whole room works like 
a great chimney and creates its own nat- 
ural ventilation. The room is one big vault, 
completely tiled. At the top of the vault is 
a four-sided cupola, with four windows 
which may be opened and closed. 

Since heat rises of its own accord, this 
vaulting acts as a flue, directing heat and 
cooking odors up and out. This in turn 
sucks cooler air into the kitchen through 
the open doors and windows, creating nat- 
ural and very comfortable ventilation with- 
out the expense or noise of a fan. This is 
an old, nearly forgotten climate-control 
trick that was much used in Central Amer- 
ican countries and is still used in Java, 
Sumatra and Zanzibar. Any steeply pitched 
roof or ceiling, with an opening at the top 
produces this natural kind of ventilation. 
Other rooms of a house can also be de- 
signed to use this principle.

picked green and ripened in transit—like the ones he ate in 
New York. He became fascinated by the flavor of these tree- 
ripened bananas, ate too many and developed a lulu of a three- 
day stomach-ache. You can’t blame that banana binge on Mexico. 

Third, there’s the preparation of food. The U.S. Pure Food 
and Drug Administration will tell you that most cases of food 
poisoning come from unclean methods in the kitchen. Hence 
when traveling in Mexico or, for that matter, in any other exotic 
place this side of Paradise, pick the places you eat with care. 
In places like Sanborn’s and the fine hotels and restaurants of 
Mexico, cooks work with clean hands, water is filtered, fresh 
vegetables are washed with a disinfecting solution and the 
likelihood of intestinal upsets from germs is reduced to a 
barest possible minimum. 

The Tourist relaxed sufficiently to order a dish of straw- 
berries and cream. “But,” he objected, “Mexican cooking! 
What is it besides chile con carne, tamales and a lot of hot 
stuff you can’t eat?” 

It’s a lot of other things, frankly. Most Americans think 
the food of the Mexican-U.S. border is true Mexican food. 
Well, it isn’t, though “Tex-Mex” eating overlaps, in certain 
areas, with true Mexican food. What is Mexican food then? 


And does it have a legitimate place in American gastronomy ? 


a who know Mexico, as well as the rest of the world, 
think it does. If you are worldly enough to want to borrow 
from the French, the Chinese, the Hungarian—in short, to 
have as many strings on your bow as possible—then Mexican 
(and Guatemalan) cookery should be in your repertoire. The 
typically Mexican tastes and flavors are unique and alluring— 
even though they. are simple. You can almost judge what they 
are by reading a list of some of the foodstuffs this part of the 
world has added to the art of cooking. 

The greatest of these contributions was corn, zea mays, which 

is believed to have originated in Mexico, developing from a 
Mexican grass called teosinte. When Captain Cortes arrived 
in Mexico, he found the natives eating at least nine dishes made 
of corn, and Mexicans are still eating them today. They are: 

Esquite—salted, toasted kernels of corn. 

Roscas—popcorn balls made with brown sugar syrup. 

Sopitas de elote—corn soup. 

Atole—Maize gruel flavored various ways. 

Gorditas—Cornmeal cakes fried in fat. 

Pinole—Powdered corn, sweetened and flavored, to which 
water is added. It is often carried by men who have long 
distances to travel. 

Tamale—Cakes of cornmeal, rolled in a husk and boiled. 

Pozole—A rich stew made with corn kernels or hominy, 
usually with meat. 

Tortilla—A thin pancake made with a special meal or masa 
prepared fresh every day. 

These foods must have seemed very strange to the Spaniards. 


For the diet of Spain is traditionally founded upon wheat bread, 


olive oil and wine. But the Mexican diet today is basically corn, 
chile and pulque (the fermented sap of the sisal plant). 

But let’s not think of the basic diet as the whole structure 
of Mexican cuisine. Since food is an indispensable element of 
any culture (using the word “culture” as historians and anthro- 
po.ogists do), the whole of Mexican food is as complex as its 
history and races, for many fusions and elements have con- 
tributed to today’s Mexican cuisine. 

First, there are the basic Indian customs which historians 
agree are probably unchanged in the remote rural areas. 

Second came the Spaniards, bringing with them garlic, olive 
oil and the use of the tomato. (I am on rather thin ice here, 
since the tomato was an American plant. But the unappetizing 
runtish button fruit which was taken to Europe bears only a 
botanical resemblance in shape, size and flavor to the fruit 
which was developed there and comparable to what we know and 
use today. I am inclined to think that a history of the tomato 
would show that it was re-introduced to the New World from 
Europe after it had been greatly improved there. ) 

Third comes rice, an important staple in Mexican homes. 
Where did rice come from? It was almost certainly cultivated 
in Spain by the Moors from the Eighth Century onward and may 
have come to Mexico from Spain in the Sixteenth Century. But 
it may also have come from China. 

Next on the list of sizable contributions is that made by 
France. French philosophy influenced the Mexican revolution 
as much as it did that of the United States. French scholar- 
ship has always been highly respected in Mexico, and many 
French methods of instruction have served as models for Mexi- 
can adaptation. Then came the Nineteenth Century and _ the 
attempt of Napoleon LII to set Maximilian on the throne of 
Mexico. For five years battles raged and eventually the French 
troops withdrew while the misguided Maximilian was shot 


in 1867. But many French remained. 


T the French invasion accompanying Maximilian I ascribe 
the vast variety of breads found in most Mexican cities today. 
In the uplands, it is customary for most people to eat very 
lightly at supper time. Mexicans refer to this meal as merienda. 
It usually consists of a sweet roll of some sort, coffee with milk, 
accompanied perhaps by a little fruit. In Mexico City there 
are more than 60 different kinds of bread made into a vast 
variety of sizes and shapes, sweetened and unsweetened, chewy 
and soft. 

To this same French influence I ascribe the coming of the 
cuerno, the half-moon shaped roll like the croissant, made of 
flaky dough and a favorite of the French breakfast table. 

From the fusion of these many elements, Mexican cooking 
today rests firmly on six pillars—corn, chile, beans, tomatoes, 
rice and garlic. Not that you will have them all, nor even any, in 
every Mexican dish. But you can be certain that even when they 
are not served, they are not far away.

exican cooking is the most misunderstood cuisine in 

all the world. It has allure, but it is not lurid. It is 

imaginalively seasoned, but not necessarily torrid, 
nor violently peppered. It is unusual, yet not too exotic. 

If you are a little bored with cooking and eating, turn your 
eyes toward Mexico. Across the border there are new ho- 
rizons for the Modern Epicure. Mexico is closer than you 
think—in space and spirit. Only a seven-hour, non-stop swoop 
from Manhattan to Mexico City on the wings of Air France! 
Even if you must stay home, the magic of Mexico is close 
and accessible. Browse through Mexican cookbooks, of which 
there is an engaging variety. 

Meander through a Mexican or Spanish grocery store. There 
are literally hundreds in cities like New York, Los Angeles, 
or Miami. Food specialty shops and some department stores 
like Bloomingdale’s in New York feature displays of Mexican 
foods. Or simply pore over the lists of Mexican foods in the 
mail order catalogs of Vendome, Charles & Co., in New York, 
or S. S. Pierce in Boston for a revelation and a tonic. 

Most obligingly, Mexican touches fit into conventional 
menus. Even the unadventurous will not find them particu- 
larly unfamiliar. Most of us are already acquainted with the 
border foods so popular in the Southwest and in California. 
Beans, chilis, tamales, tortillas belong to Mexico as well. The 
true Mexican cuisine, however, is far more varied, more 
subtle and delicate. 

But how does one start unraveling the mysteries of Mexican 
cooking? What ingredients give that special quality? Exactly 
what is cilantro? Where would you find it? How do you eat 
squash flowers? In America is it possible to enjoy tortillas 


with that wonderful limy taste? What is the secret of that

drink known as “Berta” that we sipped on a gallery overlook- 
ing the square in Taxco? Could we possibly duplicate it here ?

ntil about one hundred years ago Tucson, Arizona, 

was an outpost on the frontier of the Spanish 

colonial empire.

Mexico’s message in color continued 


How can you explain this bright, curiously livable palette of Mexico? Per- 
haps it is the land itself, tawny and sunbaked much of the year, which creates a yearn- 
ing for color that can only be fulfilled by brilliant hue, much as the snowbound 
Laplanders have their fling in pungent reds and blues and the Kashmir Indian on 
his cool green mountain slopes weaves his innate longing for rich, warm color 
into gorgeous pattern. But how account for the assuredness, the ability to juxta- 
pose the reds and oranges, the blues and greens, so that the eye is satisfied and 
happy with what it sees? Think back and you will realize that this is a talent of 
all creative peoples who are close to their primitive roots—the carpet weavers of 
the Orient, the Persian miniaturists, the cave painters of Ajanta. For left to itself, 
uninhibited by rules, the human eye makes the right choice instinctively, uner- 
ringly tends to solve the mystery of what goes with what. This is borne out by 
the color scientists, for according to physiologists, as opposed to the color faddists 
and ballyhooers of this year’s “‘shade,”’ a mixture of any colors is acceptable to 
the human eye as long as the colors mixed have the same intensity. 

You, who torment yourself over a choice of gray or beige, who have lived to see 
color schemes “‘good”’ one year and “obvious” the next, do you recognize the hearten- 
ing message of Mexico? It is telling you to trust your own, innate sense of color, 
to let yourself go so that you can recapture your heady joy in the whole rainbow, 


lost somewhere between your nursery crayon box and the decorator’s paint samples.

The wise and uninhibited eyes of one of America’s most traveled 
and imaginative textile designers studied the color of Mexico in altar 
candles, serapes, rebozos, in everything that is worn and used. He 
scrutinized patterns of earthenware and lacquer, examined subtleties 
of woven textures in which colors are juxtaposed in yarns of many 
hues and thicknesses. Out of his sensitive appraisal has come a group 
of fabrics to breathe a new joy of color into American homes.

To million Mexicans still live on the 
Indian cultural level. They are handcratts- 
men, the carriers of an unbroken tradition, 
who tap the deep and long-hidden springs 
of pre-Columbian art. In this Indian world 
of Mexico the craftsman is honored; he is 
a leading figure. What he makes with so 
much skill and sensitivity is made for the 
everyday use of his people. But recently 
an important change has begun: His rugs 
and shawls, his bowls and lacquerware, his 
baskets and vases and silver, his furniture 
and masks and polychromed candelabra 
have begun to permeate the life of non- 
Indian Mexico as well, to grace the modern 
homes of the cities. Taken together, these 
facts speak of a renaissance in the popular 
arts of Mexico. And in this renaissance 
the alert and artistically inclined traveler 
may find his deepest satisfaction. 

But Mexico is not, like Europe, neatly 
mapped and plotted tourist ground. Faced 
with the vast landscape of the Mexican 
popular arts, the traveler needs beacons, 


points of orientation. (Please turn the page) 


Much Mexican design borrows from old Spanish, as in these candle- 
bearing lanterns of glass, copper and brass.

Fortunately these exist, and a kind of stra- 
tegic diagram can be made of them to plot 
the main stops of a craft-collecting itinerary. 
Your route looks like the concentric circles 
of a bull’s-eye target. 

At the center stands the National Mu- 
seum of Popular Arts and its shop in Mex- 
ico City. In the most important craft re- 
gions are the smaller museums of popular 
art, each specializing in the crafts of its 
area: in Tlaquepaque, Uruapan, Chiapas 
de Corzo, Mitla, and Toluca; and the re- 
gional museums. 

Begin from these museums to gain a 
sense of what local handcrafts are the best. 
You can then work out to the large regional 
market in each area, and from it to the 
village markets and to the craft villages 
themselves. The most important markets are 
Patzcuaro, Oaxaca, Las Casas, and Toluca, 
followed by Puebla, Uruapan, Texcoco, 
San Martin Texmelucan, Queretaro, Huau- 
chinango, Guanajuato, Celaya, Tepic. Mer- 
ida, Iguala, Culiacan, Navojoa. Each has 
its weekly market day when the Indians 
come in from outlying villages. Check these 
days at the National or State Travel Offices. 

Supplementing these in certain areas are 
a number of excellent shops specializing 
in the popular arts. The best of these are 
Bonas in Hermosillo, Carapan in Monterrey, 
Tianguis in Cuernavaca, Cervantes in both 
Mexico City and Oaxaca, Volador in Mex- 
ico City, La Albertina and Casa Corona in 
San Martin Texmelucan, Todo Tipico in 
Guadalajara and two others in Alamos and 
Guanajuato. With these should be placed 
the three important factories of fine blown 
glass, each one a vision of medieval crafis- 
manship, in Mexico City at Carretones 5, 
and the other two in Guadalajara. 

The National Museum of Popular Arts 
and Crafts is much more than a museum. 
It is modern Mexico’s way of acknowlede- 
ing that the native hand-craftsman is still 
the central creative element in Mexican life. 
In the small shell of a graceful old church 
it shows and sells a rigorously selected 
sampling of the best of the native crafts. 


In its quiet casual atmosphere the traveler,

handling the lacquer of Olinala, the pottery 
of Oaxaca and Guerrero, the textiles of 
Chiapas, knows at once that these are 
among the truest shapes and colors in the 
complex mosaic of Mexico. 

For the collector (a more apt word in 
this context than shopper) the Museum is 
a rare opportunity, both as a source of the 
best and as a guide to it. Here one sees 
that the best Mexican things are not always 
brilliantly colored; that the greatest beauty 
lies in the black and white geometric pat- 
terns of the Oaxaca serapes, or in the 
somber reds and blacks of those from 
Michoacan, in the black clay pottery of 
Oaxaca, the primitive clay colors of the 
Guerrero pots with their sepia designs: in 
the subtle textiles from the mountains of 
Puebla, or those made by the Tzotziles and 
Chamulas of Chiapas, the Huicholes of Nay- 
arit and the Otomis of the State of Mexico. 

The traveler who looks closely and asks 


questions (the saleswomen are alert and 


helpful) will find the Museum a true guide. 
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For where the craftsmen are, there too are 
the interesting markets, the best preserved 
costumes and dances, the most authentic 
fiestas, the most interesting towns, and, 
often, some of the most important of the 
archeological sites. The people who work 
today with so much artistry are the same, 
essentially, as those who built the ancient 
temples and pyramids. The old techniques 
and designs are still in use in hundreds of 
Indian villages. 

The Museum, as a guide, points to the 
states of Guerrero, Puebla, Tlaxcala and 
Mexico; but, above all, it suggests the rich- 
ness, the vitality and integrity of the crafts 
of Michoacan, Oaxaca and Chiapas.

We owed it to ourselves not to come off second best. 

But it didn’t stop at cars—not with the jealous Joneses. 
It spread to houses. We had an old but comfortable house 
which, in its livability, completely put our neighbor’s 
house in the shade. Theirs was old, too, but not so large 
and very poorly laid out. So many people commented 
to us, and no doubt to the Jones, upon the beauty of our 
house that before we knew what was happening, the 
Joneses had mortgaged their farm (I’m sure they had to) 
in order to build themselves a brand-new house.

You need only add cotton 
batting for light padding which any 
local dry goods store can supply. 

Quilt (opposite), called “Tradi- 
tional,” is worked in fast-moving 
cross stitch in green. You can farm 
out the borders to your family or 
ambitious guests who will find this 
easy needlework fascinating. 

When the embroidery and/or ap- 
pliqués have been completed, seam 
the sections of the top together, add 


the cotton filling, sew on the back- 





ing, and you are ready for the quilt- 
ing. As your little running stitches 
give dimensions to the design, you 
can see an exciting 3-dimension 
growing under your needle.

make it extremely desirable to 
spend days contemplating how we 
can make a transfer of this kind 
of enrichment to our own American 
buildings. 

But examining architecture that 
is 10 or 15 centuries old is not the 
only architectural possibility in 
Mexico—fascinating though that is. 
Modern architecture has become a 
passion. For instance, the striking 
new church of Monterrey with its 
parabolic arches and detached bell 
tower of rough stone, the houses 
of the Pedregal in Mexico City, the 
new public market now being built 
in Guadalajara, all are alive with 
new ideas. 

But against the towers of steel 
and glass in Mexico City stand 
the ornate colonial churches of the 
Sixteenth Century (New Spain 
built thousands of them). and in 
dozens of tranquil colonial towns, 
countless gems of the Sixteenth 
and Seventeenth Centuries still re- 
main untouched by the sudden 
push into the future that Monterrey 
and Mexico City are witnessing. 
And at the base—the true founda- 
tions—are the still-vital remains of 
several great aboriginal civiliza- 
tions: the thousands of Indian 
villages where the thatched roof 
and earth floor, the primitive stove, 
the clay pots, the loom and the 
metate are as they were a thousand 
years ago. Here is spoken not 
Spanish but the ancient dialects 
of a hundred different tribal 
groups. Here the old gods are 
worshipped on Christian altars 
(the greatest of them was Quetzal- 
coatl, a benign white god given to 
inventions and handcrafts). And 
it is here that one will find the 
sources of the most prolific and 
imaginative folk art left on earth. 


HOW TO GO 


Because Mexico is a sprawling 
mosaic of mountain _ villages, 
peoples, crafts, marketplaces it 
cannot be swallowed whole. One 
must study the new road network, 
measure the distances, mark the 
fiesta dates, pinpoint the best craft 
markets and towns, then strike 
boldly and with a plan. (Most of 
the pre-arranged tours barely 
scratch the surface and mainly 
deal with obvious places.) 

For the non-motorist the logical 
approach is by air. Ten years ago 
Mexico was very far away—too 
far, really, for the man limited to 
two or three weeks of travel. Today 


Mexico City is eight hours from 
New York ($99 Tourist, $145 
First-Class), and six and one-half 
hours from Los Angeles. In be- 
tween a broad network of connect- 
ing air routes fans out from the 
Mexican capital to within eight or 
ten hours of almost every major 
city of the United States. 
American Airlines provides the 
broadest coverage and the most 
frequent flights. Air France has a 
Paris-New York flight that goes 
on non-stop to Mexico City with 
all its well-known élan and cuisine. 
Eastern Air Lines now flies DC7Bs 
from New York to Mexico City. 
Guest Airways flies from Miami 
and from the Windsor-Detroit area, 
and has recently inaugurated a 
new service, Mexico City-Guate- 
mala ($76 round trip). CMA flies 
the new DC-7C from Los Angeles. 
Pan American flies from Houston, 
New Orleans and Miami, connect- 
ing with Eastern Airlines from 
New York and Delta from Chicago. 
An especially interesting ap- 


proach: Pan American’s direct 
flights to Merida, the amiable old 
capital of Yucatan, from New 
Orleans (21% hours) and from 


Miami (4 hours). On this route 
a very rewarding circle-tour can 
be flown, from Merida on _ to 
Guatemala (which is the natural 
complement to Mexico, especially 
from the standpoint of handcrafts 
and archeology). 

Even more interesting would be 
to return from Guatemala by rail 
or bus, exploring Chiapas and 
Oaxaca on the way; or to fly a 
stop-over itinerary on CMA, cover- 
ing Yucatan and Campeche as well. 

Another approach: Fly to San 
Antonio and take the Aztec Eagle 
(Mexican National Railways crack 
train, using Swiss equipment), a 
daily pullman service costing about 
$50 with lower berth. Or try the 
first-class bus (as good as ours) 
from Laredo along the scenic Gulf 
Coast Highway to Mexico City. 

Either way, the road or rail trav- 
eler has this advantage: He does 
not suffer the sudden change of 
worlds; he is given time to sense 
how very different this country is 
in its slow quiet rhythms (more 
alien to us than anything in Eu- 
rope); he finds himself gradually 
adjusting to its moods and colors 
before he is immersed in the speed 
of Mexico City. 

This booming city, in its almost

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surreal contrast to the Indian, the 
Spanish and the Modern, is in- 
iriguing. But it is too risky a 
temptation for the  time-pressed 
traveler, who may find himself set- 
tling into its elegance and ease, 
neglecting all else in the illusion 
that this is the heart, and that the 
rest is secondary. From this point 
it is too easy to fall into the deep 
ruts of the Mexico City-Cuernavaca- 
Taxco-Acapulco itinerary. 

In fact, even with its satellite 
ruins and market towns, the cap- 
ital is only the beginning. The 
more vital, undiluted elements of 
Mexico lie well outside this over- 
touristed inner circle. Monterrey, 
Tepic, Guadalajara, Colima, Mo- 
relia, Queretaro, Puebla, Veracruz, 
Oaxaca, Morelia and Lake Patz- 
cuaro, Las Casas, Campeche, San 
Cristobal, Merida—these are the 
essential centers on which Mexican 
itineraries should be based. 

Another possibility is to go by 
sea to the light-hearted Caribbean 
seaport life of Veracruz, and then 
to make the awesome _ ascent 
through tropical forest and rugged 
mountain to the capital (exploring 
the rich Orizaba-Puebla area along 
the way), the approach used by 
Cortes, and one that suits the mood 
of Mexico very well. 

Reservations, however, are not 
easy to come by. The twelve-pas- 
senger cargo ships of the Ward 
Line sail weekly from New York 
(9 days, at $160); and there are 
Ward Line cruises connecting the 
same ports via Havana; or try 
United States New 
York to Acapulco via Havana and 
the Panama Canal. There are other

cruz and Progreso in Yucatan, and 
twice monthly from San Diego to 
Acapulco via Mazatlan. along this 
fabulous west coast of Mexico.

As recently as five years ago 
Mexico’s good roads were few and 
limited; much of the country was 
inaccessible to the ordinary motor- 
st.

SEASONS 


Mexican travel is delightful in 
any season. From late May until 
November one must count out the 
coastal areas, but that is the only 
limitation. It is altitude rather 
than latitude or season that makes 
the real difference. Be it in June 
or December, in two or three hours 
the traveler can move from the 
climate of the high plateau to the 
semi-tropical, coast sea breezes. 

For planning itinerary and ward- 
robe, a climate chart of major 
cities and towns (obtainable from 
the National Travel Office. Juarez 
89, Mexico City) is most useful. 
Above 5,000 feet, December and 
January can be chilly (and down- 
right cold at night). especially in- 
doors. There are two high seasons 
for travel: December-March and 
July-August, and these are high 
mainly because so many Americans 
are fleeing the northern winter or 
are on vacation. The myriad and 
exuberant flowers flourish in all 
seasons, but with the rains. from 
June into October, they come into 
their own. Then in late summer 
and fall comes the best of the year. 
The heat is broken (its peak comes 
in April and May), the rains are 
short-lived and refreshing. 


HOTELS ABOUND 


Fifty years ago an urbane and 
sensitive young American who lived 
in Mexico and loved it wrote: 
“Surrounded by the second- or 
third-rate magnificence of the cap- 


ital’s best hotels, one longs for the * 


clean, native simplicity of the prov- 
inces.” The first part is no longer 
true; the magnificence is now first 
rate. But it is not Mexico. The 
second half of the statement re- 
mains as good a capsule guide to 
Mexican travel as you will find. 

Good hotels now exist even in 
the more remote corners of the 
provinces. Those off the tourist 
track are often simple but never 
plain, and cleanliness can be 
counted on. Outside of Mexico City 
the tip-mania has not taken hold. 
Service follows naturally from a 
persistent habit of old-fashioned 
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courtesy. The sad trend of t 
newer hotels is toward the glas 
and concrete cube, a kind of i 
posed “elegance” that is as effe 
tive in sealing one off from t 
local life as it is in a dozen oth 
world capitals. (The fact that mo| 
hotels, in the capital as elsewher} 
are smal] is a compensating factor, 
The traveler who wants to spen 
every moment of his trip in Mexi¢ 
and not in cosmopolitan splendo 
will ask for a hotel or a posad

The best architecture, landscap- 
ing and design of contemporary 
Mexico is to be seen in the capital, 
notably in the two outlying resi- 
dential sections, Lomas and the 
Pedregal. Of this work, the domes- 
tic architecture is livelier and more 
imaginative than the larger build- 
ings, with the possible exception 
of the bold Bauhaus-inspired build- 
ings at University City.

Mexicans spend much of thei 
time in family privacy behind thos 
high stone walls, but they do com 
out, too, full of amiability, alway 
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and untrammeled. See 


something of importance. 
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ready for a good time. He who 
meets them half-way with even a 
smattering of their own language 
will find them a gentle and recep- 
tive people; and they are by nature 
unexclusive. But—where to look 
for them, and how to meet them? 

Look for them at the Bull Ring, 
especially on a day of burlesque 
when the great Chaplinesque clown, 
Cantinflas, is guying the toreadors 
with a small chair and a big black 
umbrella. Or at a cockfight or a 
baseball game—at any of these the 
crowd is as intriguing as the action. 
Or look for them at another of 
their favorite pleasures, the char- 
reria, a kind of rodeo, where the 
mariachis sing their rancheros, and 
elegantly clad men (called charros) 
in huge sombreros on fine horses, 
take their lives in their hands with 
as much style as the matadors 
themselves. Many fiestas, especial- 
ly in the Bajio country, and most 
often in late September, include 
a show of charros. 

Or go no farther than the plaza 
at sunset, when the band is play- 
ing and the deep green of the In- 
dian laurels shades the quietly 
strolling population cf a whole 
town. Or go to one of the many 
parks and gardens of the capital 
(Chapultepec Park above all, and 
the lovely Plaza del Carmen in San 
Angel) on a Sunday at noon, to 
see the puppets and the peasant 
singers and the Indian dancers. 
Better still, go to a market, any 
market at all, not to shop but to 
watch, for this remains the very 
heart of the Mexican community. 

Or just sit and sip coffee beneath 
the colonial arcades of Veracruz 
or Oaxaca, to the sound of the 
marimbas, to watch the Indians, in 
from the mountain villages, or the 
town men at their dominoes—a 
scene of old-fashioned serenity, of 
a kind we are too likely to forget. 


EXICANS love a picnic with mu- 
\ sic; no opportunity to join one 
should be missed. Even without an 
invitation, go out by second-class 
bus on a Sunday to one of Mexico 
City’s favorite picnic places Molino 
de las Flores, a picturesque ruined 
hacienda overgrown with flowers, 
now a national park. It is precisely 
the kind of romantic setting the 
Mexicans thrive in, the kind that 
makes them break deep into their 
fabulous repertory of song. An- 
other highly pictorial occasion is 
the now famous outdoor theater in 
the superb colonial squares in the 
town of Guanajuato, that engages 


It is in the fiestas that the Mexi- 
cans most fully reveal themselves: 
their gay and easy humor, their 
deep love of music and dance, of 
fireworks and fantasy. These are 
at their best when they include 
original Indian elements, as they 
do pre-eminently in Yucatan, Chi- 
apas, Michoacan and Oaxaca. The 
latter state is richest in fiestas, 
richest of all in its Lunes del Cerro 
(July), its Christmas and_pre- 
Christmas celebrations, and in the 
almost endless festivities of the 
Isthmus of Tehuantepec. 

The native craft markets are at 
their best at fiesta times, as in 
Patzcuaro (December 8-11), Urua- 
pan (Easter, and late September— 
early October), Chiapas de Corzo 
and Chamula in the state of Chi- 
apas (January and February), and 
other handcraft areas. 


OME of the most authentic of In- 
\} dian festivities are to be seen in 
the very hospitable villages of the 
state of Yucatan (especially in 
January and February) such as 
Dzitas (January 16-22) and San 
Diego Tekax (November 8-13)— 
among the oldest and most typical 
celebrations in the whole republic. 

On occasions like the Fiesta for 
the Day of the Dead (November 
1-3) the Indians bring ritual and 
ceremonial objects for sale, which 
remain pure even in those areas 
where other craft products have 
become commercialized. The best 
can be seen on the island of Jan- 
itzio near Patzcuaro, in Oaxaca, 
and in Las Casas where this fiesta 
is observed with strange rites of 
Mayan origin. 

Aside from the carnivals (best 
in’ Veracruz, Merida and _ Las 
Casas), the two gayest town cele- 
brations are the fairs in Aguas- 
calientes (last week of April) and 
San Juan de Los Lagos (Novem- 
ber 28 to December 13). An Indian 
pilgrimage like the one to Chalma, 
in the first week in Lent or on 
January 6, is an experience out of 
Chaucer. At these times an inter- 
esting market springs up near the 
shrine that was once the place of 
an Aztec god. 

Altogether Mexico has more 
holidays to celebrate—and cele- 
brates them—than any other place 
on earth.

An excellent complement to 
it is the book of letters written by 
an astute Scotswoman, wife of the 
first Spanish ambassador to inde- 
pendent Mexico, Madame Calderon 
de la Barca’s Life in Mexico. Both 
of these were recently reprinted in 
Mexico. Terry’s Guide, another old 
monument, lately revised. is one 
of the most human and authorita- 
tive of all guide books. The most 
important work on the popular arts 
is Frances Toor’s A Treasury of 
Mexican Folkways, as entertaining 
as it is informative. Other valuable 
reading: Anita Brenner’s The Wind 
That Swept Mexico, an incompar- 
able pictorial history, with text; 
J. L. Stephens’ Travels in Central

Use 1 large tomato, peeled and 
cut up very fine, 1 small onion 
minced, 2 tablespoons vinegar or 
lemon juice, salt to taste, 2 avo- 
cados, coarsely crushed with a sil- 
ver fork, but not mashed to a mush, 
1 teaspoon or more chopped green 
hot chiles. (Ashley’s, we use.) If 
need be, you can add a bit of pep- 
per sauce or Tabasco, too. Many 
people add a tablespoon of olive 
oil or mayonnaise, but Elena says 
that the avocado has plenty of oil 
of its own. We agree. 

When served with cocktails as 
an appetizer, guacamole should be 
somewhat peppery. In Mexico, 
however, it is often subtle and 
rather bland, for it is offered as a 
palate-cooling sauce in a side dish 
to cool your mouth after eating hot 
food. 


Guacamole veiled fish is delight- 
ful for a buffet and is another of 
Elena’s creations: A whole white 
fish is poached in a flavory court 
bouillon. Cool in the bouillon, 
drain, place on a platter, cover with 
guacamole, decorate with radishes, 
onions, celery curls, olives and 
hearts of lettuce. 

Guanabana, (or sour sop), one 
of Mexico’s most delightful fruits, 
can be found in the form of nectar. 

Use this nec- 
tar as a cooling drink or combine 
half and half with lime or lemon 
juice and make up your favorite 
sherbet recipe. 

Guava paste, sometimes called 
guava cheese.

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Huevos Rancheros. You might 
call this a Mexican version of 
Eggs Benedict, for it is a fried egg 
served on top of a tortilla, and all 
covered with ranchero sauce. This 
is a very popular breakfast or 
lunch dish. Tortillas you van secure 
from a can (Old El Paso brand is 
very good) and which you lightly 
fry in another pan, just as you need 
them. 

The ranchero sauce is the key 
to all. It can be fiery hot or so 
tamed that even the most timid will 
like it. 

Here is the recipe for Ranchero 
sauce from Rosa, the Marquesa, 
author of “My Stove is My Castle.” 
In a frying pan put 1 tablespoon 
of cooking oil and 1 teaspoon of 
minced onion. Stir so the onion will 
not burn. When transparent, add 1 
tomato (peeled and the seeds re- 
moved) cut in yery small pieces. 
Salt to taste and add a few drops 
of Tabasco sauce. 

If you are daring and have come 
to terms with chile, substitute a 
very little finely-minced red chile 
for the Tabasco. Cook for another 
3 to 5 minutes. Now it is ready to 
pour over the fried egg on the tor- 
tilla.

sauces. There is a saying that every 
Mexican has two ambitions: to win 
the national lottery and eat turkey 
molé on his birthday. It is rich, 
piquante, made of chiles, spices, 
nuts and bitter chocolate. 

In molé you will discover choco- 
late in a new guise, not merely in 
sweet dishes, but to add a depth, a 
richness, a darkness to many foods 
like turkey, for instance. Perhaps 
you will bring molé powder home 
with you from Sanborn’s Depart- 
ment Store in Mexico City, as we 
did. but it isn’t necessary. You can 


find it in any number of gourmet 


specialty shops. You have only to 
add the powdered molé to the stock 
or gravy of chicken or turkey, and 
then, if you like, step up the flavor 
as fine cooks do even in Mexico, 
by adding perhaps a teaspoon of 
semi-sweet chocolate bits and a 4 
teaspoon of aniseed, or a Y% tea- 
spoon of anise flavoring. Simmer 
a few minutes to melt the choco- 
late and blend the flavors, and 
serve it forth liberally sprinkled 
with coarsely chopped salted al- 
monds or peanuts and/or toasted 
sesame seeds. (Parsleyed rice is 
perfect with molé.) Leftover chicken 
or turkey, or even  hard-cooked 
with molé 
sauce. Molé sauce also comes in 
cans from Clemente Jacques in 
three heats—fairly mild, hot and 
hottest.

Seviche or Ceviche. A seafood 
cocktail of enormous distinction 
made from fish that is cooked by 
lime juice and delicately flavored 
with herbs and peppers. This is an 
adaptation of a recipe used at the 
Hotel Los Palmos in Acapulco: 

The fillets of any firm white non- 
fatty fish may be used. The finer 
the texture and the more delicate 
the taste of the fish, the finer the 
ceviche will be. 

To serve six, cut one pound of 
fish fillets into strips and then into 
14-inch cubes. Place the fish in a 
shallow china or glass dish and 
cover completely with lime or 
lemon juice. Allow to stand at room 
temperature at least 2 hours, or in

the refrigerator about 8 hours, or 
until the lime juice has turned the 
fish snowy white and non-trans- 
parent. It will look and flake like 
cooked fish. (Lime juice seems to 
cook the fish more quickly than 
lemon juice. ) 

Next step is to rinse carefully in 
cold water, drain well and dry on 
paper towels. Add one small onion 
finely minced, 2 medium-size to- 
matoes, peeled, seeded and diced, 
1 tablespoon salt, 1 teaspoon pow- 
dered oregano, 14 teaspoon ground 
cloves, 4% teaspoon freshly ground 
pepper. Separately, in a_ small 
bowl, combine 1 tablespoon olive 
oil, 44 cup finely cut parsley, a 
few drops of Tabasco sauce. Stir 
and add to the fish and mix. Chill 
at least an hour longer. Serve in 
small glass custard cups embedded 
in crushed ice. If you have fresh 
coriander leaves it makes the taste 
still more Mexican. 

Tamales There are 
many Texas tamales made with 
chicken, cheese or turkey fillings, 
but we have been able to find only 
one that carries the true savor of 
Mexico.

“You will loathe 
tequila,” we were warned. “Don’t 
even bother to try it; it has the 
kick of a mule!”

Tortilla Casserole. This is a dis- 
tinguished standby dish. You'll 
need 12 good-size tortillas, one 
pint of cream, sweet or sour, 3 
(3-02. ) cream cheese, 
about one cup grated sharp Ched- 
dar or Parmesan cheese. Soften the 
tortillas, if they are brittle, by dip- 
ping for 30 seconds in a half inch 
of hot fat. Spread the tortillas with 
cream cheese and fold in_ half. 
Butter a shallow ovenproof serving 
dish and arrange a layer of folded 
tortillas. Cover with cream, sprin- 
kle with cheese. Make two or three 
layers, depending upon the depth 
of the dish, bake in a moderate 
350°F. 40 minutes. 
Serves 6 or 8. 

There are many good brands of 
tortillas in cans, most of them made 
in Texas. Old El Paso, Austex and 
Ashley’s are easiest to find.

How to Tour the Craft Country 


These states richest in the popu- 
lar arts cover considerable ground, 
but they are for the most part well 
concentrated. With Mexico City as 
a center point, they are easily 
reached by three of the country’s 
best road systems, two of which 
allow for circle-tours with no back- 
tracking. From Mexico City the 
itinerary can be visualized in the 
form of two circles and a long 
straight line. 

One of the circles goes west 
through Toluca to Morelia and 
Guadalajara and returns by way of 
Guanajuato and Queretaro to the 
capital. The other goes east through 
Puebla to Veracruz and returns by 
way of Jalapa through some of the 
most luxuriantly beautiful country 


in Mexico. The straight line is the 
Pan-American Highway south and 
east to Oaxaca, Chiapas and on to 
Guatemala. 

They are three of the most memo- 
rable drives on earth. Each of the 
three routes contains all of the 
essential elements of the traveler’s 
Mexico, not only the crafts and 
markets, towns and Indian life, but 
the necessary roads, rail and air 
service, the accommodations and 
facilities for recreation, to make 
them accessible and highly livable. 


Circle to the West

Michoacan, to the drama of the 
mountains around Guanajuato. The 
itinerary, which is full of interest- 
ing side-trips on good roads, in- 
cludes four of the loveliest and 
most integral of the colonial towns: 
Morelia, Guanajuato, San Miguel 
de Allende and Queretaro. Each 
of these has interesting crafts to 
show as well. When in San Miguel 
de Allende be sure to see its school 
and shop of arts and crafts. 

There is, too, a look into the 
new Mexico in the colonial modern- 
craft complex of Guadalajara. The 
town is a road, rail and air center 
that leads to the south-sea-island- 
like West Coast, and north to the 
mountain country of the Cora, Hui- 
chole and Mayo Indians, whose tex- 
tiles include some of the rarest 
pre-conquest styles. See the markets 
of Tepic and Navojoa. 

The richest in Indian handcrafts, 
and perhaps the most beautiful and 
engrossing state in Mexico, is Mi- 
choacan, center of the highly devel- 
oped civilization of the Tarascans, 


a proud and talented people still 


very much alive and equally noted 
for the spirit and fantasy of their 
1usic and folk dances. Michoacan’s 
three museums, in Uruapan, Patz- 


cuaro and Morelia, have particu- 


larly cood collections. 


The state is known for its sera- 
pes (blanket-like outer garment), 
rebozos (the Mexican woman’s 
shawl), lacquer, pottery and cop- 
perware. Often the best of these 
things do not travel beyond the 
Patzcuaro market and the good 
shops on the Calle Dr. Coss Mum. 
Friday is market day and if you 
rise early you will see the crafts- 
men in their laden dugouts coming 
across the lake to market. All 
around Patzcuaro’s lake are de- 
lightful 
with its own crafts. Hotels will 
arrange for boats to tour the length 
of its 13-mile shore. 


primitive villages, each 


Other markets worth seeking out 
are in Uruapan and Erongaricuaro, 
both held on Sunday and at Tzint- 
zuntzan and Tangancicuaro. 

Outstanding among Michoacan’s 
crafts are the so-called lacquers, 
similar to the enamel-lacquer of 
the Orient but made with distinctly 
pre-hispanic techniques. Visit the 
homes of the lacquer makers in 
Patzcuaro and in Uruapan, a lovely 
garden town, little-touristed, which 
is a good place to stop and stay. 

Ceramics, still made with the 
ancient clay molds, are very good 
here, both in form and in the child- 
like animal and scenic decoration, 
but the quality of glaze should be 


carefully checked. The white-glazed 
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pottery of Tzintzuntzan, the black- 
glazed earthenware of Santa Fe de 
la Laguna, the unique green glaze 
of Patamban adorned with animals, 
birds and flowers and the many- 
petaled flower-decorated plates and 
platters of Capula are among the 
most delightful in Mexico. 

Other good ceramic villages are 
Huanitzo, where the typical prod- 
uct is burnished-red pitchers with 
black and white decorations, and 
Ocumicho, famous for polychromed 
clay toys, in the pre-Spanish style. 
sought-after of the 
striking Michoacan serapes are 
those of Patzcuaro, Nahuatzen, 
Paracho, Pichataro, Zahuayo, Char- 
apan, Santa Clara and Jiquilpan. 
Fine handwoven textiles—blouses, 
rebozos, napkins, woolen spreads, 
cummerbunds and the cambayas, 
brightly colored cotton cloth—are 
made by the Indians of Azara, Turi- 
cuaro, Erongaricuaro, Cheran, 
Angahua and other villages, Eron- 


The most 


garicuaro is notable for its land- 
scape and the designer fabrics of 
Lena Gordon. 

In some of these same villages, 
as well as in Patzcuaro, Morelia 
and Ocumicho, look for the images 
of the saints and the carved wooden 
masks that the Tarascan sculptors 
have long been known for. And the 
woven articles: mats, baskets, rugs, 
angels and ornamental Indian hats. 

The hand-hammered copper of 
Santa Clara del Cobre is superb; 
and the primitive gold and silver 
jewelry worn by the Indian women

is to be found in Patzcuaro, Huét- 
amo and Zitacuaro. The traditional 
popular furniture and wooden toys, 
chests, guitars, etc. of Paracho are 
famous, as are the ancient native 
equipales, handsome barrel-shaped 
chairs of white wood and leather, 
of Acapatzingan and Alto Tepal- 
catepac. (Another version of these 
is made in the Guadalajara area.) 

The Patzcuaro market is at its 
best in early December; that of 
Uruapan during Holy Week, and of 
Tzintzuntzan in the week before 
Lent. A significant National Mus- 
eum experiment is the school-work- 
shop in an old convent at Patzcuaro 
where young artists can work at 
and learn from the old crafts. 

If you make this circle to the 
west, don’t miss the pottery mus- 
eum in Tlaquepaque and the pot- 
ters’ village of Tonala, where there 
is a Sunday market. Both these 
towns are near Guadalajara. While 
on this route, see the high-quality 
earthenware and hand-painted tiles 
of Casa Bram in Guanajuato. 

In Guadalajara, hand-woven tex- 
tiles by Plan (an unusual shop, 
house and workrooms combined). 
and the design by Luz, next to the 
Hotel Fenix, are worth seeking out.

On 
the road to Puebla one _ passes 
through the large market towns of 
San Martin Texmelucan (market 
on Tuesday) and Huejotzingo 
(market on Sunday). The large 
Victoria market, where the hand- 
some Indians down from the Sierra 
are often seen, is in Puebla itself, 
which is a center for the well 
known Talavera and other pottery. 
But the real sense of discovery 
awaits those who go by horse, car 
or bus into the beautiful Sierra de 
Puebla to seek the rare pre-con- 
quest styles still worn by the iso- 
lated tribes there, especially the 
closed embroidered cape which is 
called the quechquemitl. 

Or, more simply, take the good 
secondary road No. 17, 21 miles 
from Puebla to Tlaxcala. and go 
from there to Santa Ana Chiautem- 
pan and Chiconcuac, the two major 
weaving centers. Santa Ana has its 
market day on Sunday, and its in- 
teresting shops are open on that 
day too. Puebla, with its good 
hotels and delicious regional dishes, 
its great cathedral and old colonial 
houses and museum, makes an ideal 
base for such trips. On the Puebla- 
Oaxaca Highway, in Izicar de 
Matamoros and Acatlan, the won- 
derfully intricate polychrome can- 
delabra are made, one of the most 
original and decorative forms of 
popular art. In Puebla, too. as well 


as in Guadalajara, Oaxaca and 
Taxco, fine work is still being done 
with tin, copying ancient designs. 

The state of Guerrero, inter- 
sected by the Mexico City-Acapulco 
Highway, contains important craft 
work. especially the lacquer (in- 
cluding magnificent painted chests) 
of Olinala, and the pottery, ancient 
in its technique and shape, from 
around Toliman. These can be 
found in the large and accessible 
market in Iguala, along with silver 
jewelry, masks and other hand- 
crafts from the isolated and primi- 
tive villages of the state. 

Toys. among the most pictur- 
esque of the popular arts, are found 
in Tlaquepaque, Amozoc, Metepec, 
Huatusco, Toluca and Oaxaca. The 
finest basketry is woven at Lerma, 
and sold in the market of Toluca 
(market on Friday). 


Straight Road to Oaxaca 


Oaxaca and Chiapas are compar- 
able to Michoacan for landscape. 
the richness and 


Indian life and 


authenticity of their handcrafts. 
The roads of these states, however, 
are much more limited so that the 
emphasis falls on the two principal 
markets in the city of Oaxaca and 
in Las Casas, which are focal points 
in the lives of many hundreds of 
thousands of Mexico’s least-west- 
ernized Indians. 


The Oaxaca market, in a town 


notable for its charm and its serene 
joining of the Indian and colonial 
traditions, is a meeting place of 
potters and weavers from four im- 
portant tribal groups. Nearby. in 
the three linked green valleys. are 
the craft Coyotepec, 
Ocotlan and Atzompa for the pot- 


villages: 


tery made by the ancient secret 
Zapotec formula; Teotitlan 
and Mitla, the weavers’ communi- 
ties. The designs of Mitla are based 
on the superb geometric stonework 


and 


patterns of the Mitla ruins. 

In Oaxaca itself are the shops 
of the town weavers, like Cervantes 
and Audiffred. Everywhere the pre- 
Columbian-design motifs are pre- 
dominant. Silversmiths in the town 
make splendid copies of the fabu- 
lous jewels excavated at Monte 
Alban and they are on view in the 
Oaxaca Museum. 

An intelligent orientation for this 
area would be a visit to the studio 
of the English-speaking sculptress, 
Clothilde Schoendube at 4 Calle 
de la Paz. Working with the black 
clay of the Zapotecs, she is very 
close to the local handcrafts. The 
rebozos of raw silk from mountain 
villages like Yalalag, a destination 
for an exciting cross-country ex- 
cursion, are rare and exquisite. 


The Pure Crafts of Chiapas 


Chiapas is Indian life—and craft 
—at its purest and most archaic, 
in a region hardly known to tour- 
ists. Unquestionably a great change 
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will come when the Mexican and 
Guatemalan sections of the Pan- 
Highway are linked,

The origins of the Maya are lost 
in the veils of time, but they are 


known to have achieved a flourish-, | 


ing civilization at least from the 
Ith Century A.D. through the 16th 
Century. They were master builders 
comparable to the Egyptians, as 
their massive, almost overwhelming 
stonework proves. They were calcu- 
lators of a calendar more accurate 
than our own, one that in a mysti- 
cal way seems to have dictated 
their pattern of life and compelled 
the constant building of temples 


and pyramids. Their strangely beau- 


tiful stone carvings are hierogly- | 


phiecs, usually related to this curi- 
ous cult of measured time. 

New roads and hotels in Yuca- 
tan are opening up more and more 
of these intriguing sites to travel- 
ers. But Chichén Itza and Uxmal 


are the most accessible. Jumping- 


off place for exploring them is 


Merida, capital of Yucatan, which 
you can reach directly from New 
Orleans or Miami by Pan Ameri- 
can World Airways, or from Mex- 
ico City in a 2%-hour flight via 
CMA, the Mexican airline affiliate 
of Pan Am.

- of fun, his enjoyment of life, the 


very pattern of his happiness. Both 
these qualities, immediately per- 
ceptible and delightful, stem from 
a virtue widespread among Mex- 
icans. In its heavier implications, 
it is a kind of fatalism; in its best 
sense, it is acceptance—the feeling 
of certainty that God knows best. 
It is usual, when making any 
sort of plan in Mexico, from a 
luncheon engagement, to the itin- 
erary of a European trip, to say 
always, “if God wills.” One will 
be there or one will leave, “Dios 
mediante,” or “with God’s help.” 
A childless wife reports that she 
has no children because God did 
not wish it so. A loved person dies 
because “God remembered him.” 


HIS pervading sense of being at 

all times part of God’s will is the 
very color of Mexican thinking, 
even of persons not openly reli- 
gious. It is reflected in countless 
non-religious sayings such as Ni 
modo, which means: It can’t be 
helped. Almost any disappointment 
can be passed off with a laugh, a 
shrug and Ni modo. 

Acceptance, therefore, imparts 
to the Mexican emotional climate 


a calmness far from the passionate 


about them. Mexicans love to ac- 
quire, it is a natural ambition. But 
they also know how to release. Hay 
que saber perder, they say. “You 
have to know how to lose.” 

A quality in Mexicans, which 
greatly touches American 
friends, is their unflagging courtesy 
(unless they are at the wheel of 
an automobile). This is not merely 


their 


a formal grace; even in the hum- 
blest country worker it consists of 
an exquisite tact. The quality de- 
rives the Mexican’s own 
Achilles heel—his horror of ap- 


from 


pearing ridiculous. Here is a great 
point of departure from our Ameri- 
can point of view. We can laugh 
at ourselves and be laughed at. The 
Mexican finds the latter unbear- 
able. Hating it himself, he will 
spare his friend even the shadow 
of it, if it is in his power. 

Mexicans invent and tell won- 
derful jokes, they are great cari- 
caturists and deadly mimics. But 
never make a Mexican appear 
ridiculous, and never laugh at him, 
or he will never forgive you. 

I said above, in an aside, that 
Mexicans are not Latins. They are 
not. They are not Spanish, they 
are not Indian, they do not like to 
be called either. They are Mexi- 
cans, and they take a fierce pride 
in the roots of each racial strain, 
but they have a stronger feeling 
still of Mexicanismo. It is not un- 
common to find Mexicans saying 
casually, “I am a quarter Aztec, or 
three Otomi.” Or, 


“My parents were Spanish, but I 


I am quarter 
am Mexican.” Or, most common of 
all, there is only the general knowl- 
edge of the mixture, and a pride in

I like 
to think of them as Dionysian, in 
which the fingers still play a large 
part. I use this term in contrast to 
the sophisticated, or Apollonian, in 
which the use of fingers gives 
way to forks, and spoons; where 
you find double-damask dinner 
napkins and protocol. 


HE Number One work horse is 
the tortilla. These are thin pan- 
cakes made of corn meal. Quanti- 
ties are eaten at every meal. Their 
preparation, for small 
regional variations throughout 


Mexico, is as follows: 


allowing 


The kernels of corn are cooked 
slightly and then allowed to soak 
overnight (or even a couple of 
days); raw lime has been placed 
in the water which causes the outer 
skin to loosen. When the lime wa- 
ter is poured off, it is ground into 
flour, or masa, on the metate, a 
grinding stone. 

Once the masa is ready. the girl 
making the tortillas takes a damp- 
ened ball of it and pats it back and 
forth between her palms until it 
has the desired circumference and 
thickness. It is then gently laid 
on a hot griddle. The tortilla cooks 
in a minute or two, is turned once, 
sometimes puffs with an air bubble 
in the middle. A pile of tortillas, 
at home or in restaurants is served 
wrapped in a napkin to keep them 
hot, frequently in a charming 
wicker basket. 

Each person helps himself to one 
or two, wraps it around whatever 


else is on the table—such as 
chopped meat. cheese, beans. 
greens, even a small steak—and 


rolls the tortilla and its filling into 
a tube, called taco. Holding it in 
the fingers, he bites trying, how- 
ever, to keep the juice from run- 
ning out the other end. The tortilla, 
you might say, is the original sand- 
wich, only rolled instead of flat. 

To the presence of the calcium 
in the lime is ascribed the fine 
teeth most Mexicans have and I 
have heard that a broken bone will 
heal more quickly if one has been 
raised on a diet of tortillas. 

That pat-a-pat-pat of tortillas in 
the hands of Mexican women is 
called by Frances Toor, the great 
folkways expert, “one of the most 
familiar and vital of all Mexican 
rhythms.” At the Circulo del 
Sureste, a restaurant in Mexico 
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City specializing in Yucatan dishes, 
two women standing in the back 
of the restaurant pat tortillas all 
day long. They come to you fresh 
from the griddle! 

For an American housewife, I 
would advise buying the masa 
which is marketed in the United 
States by the Quaker Oats Com- 
pany. Ask for Masa Harina. 

Tamales are made of corn meal 
usually mixed with chopped meat, 
more or less hot with chile de- 
pending on taste. They are 
wrapped in corn husks and boiled 
until ready, and served in their 
husks at table. It is all I can do 
to restrain my staff from running 
into the street to buy them when 
the vendor comes by the house, 
pushing his cart and yelling, 

“Tamal—E-E-E-E-s.” 

The Mexican frijol deserves your 
attention. The frijol (plural fri- 


_joles) is a bean and there are at 
_ least 


a dozen different varieties, 
black, brown, blond. The favorite 
is a black-hued little fellow called 
queretaro for the city of the same 


/name. They are cooked as beans 
are cooked in the United States, 


either plain or with some pork 
and onions. 

But there is a variation which 
I have never seen done anywhere 
else. That is the frijoles refritos, 
or beans re-fried. Soft cooked 
beans are crushed in a frying pan 
with a fork and fried in rather 
deep pork fat, olive or cottonseed 
oil. This is a favorite in many

As for seasonings, Mexico uses 
extensively sesame seeds, marjo- 
ram, coriander, garlic and thyme. 
Fresh green coriander is used in 
boiled beans, in practically every 
sauce. Visitors say it is the most 
Mexican taste. 


VERY common Mexican dish 
is chiles en vinagre. Well, it is 
not so different from what almost 
every farm calls 
pepper sauce. This is not actually 


a sauce at all, but rather the small

The lesson is that while 
the game of keeping up with each 
other is fun while it lasts, it is not 
fully productive. 

The chief reason is not merely 
that “life is not so ample” one can

Like Alice in 
Wonderland, you have to run twice 
as fast to stay where you are.

HAT we learned—that is, what

Chapultepec Castle crowns the 
hill of the “little grasshopper.” It 
is now a beautiful museum which 
no tourist should miss seeing. 
Mexican presidents today consider 
themselves too democratic to live 
in this castle which was used as 
the Mexican White House by many 
presidents. The dictator 
president, Porfirio Diaz, lived here 
for 30 years.

F YOU are really looking for old

You reach the 
city by traveling some 200 miles 
over one of the finest, most scenic 
drives in Mexico, west on the high- 
way to Guadalajara. If anyone has 
the idea that Mexico is full of dirt 
he should see Morelia. so clean you 
could eat off the streets.

The displays of 
the sidewalk shops make meander- 
ing about the town a most delight- 
ful business. The twin towers of 
the famous cathedral dominate the 
city whose leading hotel is the 
Verrey de Mendoza, a converted 
colonial palace.

I have heard people say, “Oh, 
yes, I’ve been to Mexico.

Actually Monterrey is the manu- 
facturing center of the country.

But you 
will not be much intrigued with the 
charm of the city. It has excellent 
hotels to stop at.

Most tourists should also see 
Puebla. It is the popular day’s tour 
by car out of Mexico City. The 
85-mile drive to Puebla winds 
through pine forests to the summit 
of the divide at 10,486 feet, then 
drops down into the rich Puebla 
valley and_ fruit-growing section. 
Fine views of the snow-capped vol- 
canoes, Popocatepetl and_ Ixtac- 
cihuatl, are to be had on this drive. 

The Puebla cathedral is the rich- 
est in Mexico and well worth see- 
ing. And the Secret Convent of 
Santa Monica which operated se- 
cretly between 1857 and 1934 is 
something you'll go home and talk 
about. What you will never forget 
about Puebla is the Rosary Chapel 
in the Church of Santa Domingo 
whose every inch of wall and ceil- 
ing is covered with carved gold 
leaf. The figure of the Virgin is 
dressed in real jewels. You will 
not forget either that Puebla is 
the place to purchase tiles and 
table pottery. Your guide will not 
let you forget, because he will get 
his commission from whatever you 
choose to buy.

driving his Cadillac and living in 
his quarter-of-a-million-dollar man- 
sion in Lomas de Chapultepec. 

I do not say that Cuernavaca, or 
even Mexico, is the place for every- 
body to retire. Mexico just hap- 
pens to suit me. I know I can be 
in Minneapolis or New York in 
eight hours, or in Paris overnight. 
When I see and hear the planes 
overhead I have that comfortable 
feeling that the whole world is 
right outside my door. Yet, on the 
other side of the door, behind my 
walls I have found my paradise. 

There is an old Spanish proverb 
which I am afraid applies to me. 
It goes: “Once the dust of Mexico 
has settled on your heart you will 
not rest in any other place.”

the chattering of monkeys and par-

You might round out your Maya 
adventure with a short hop across 
the Guatemalan border from Guate- 
mala to the classic Maya ruins in 
Honduras, often 
pared in loveliness to Angkor-Wat. 


Copan in com- 
(You will need a visaed passport 
or tourist card from a Honduran 
consulate.) The easiest access is by 
chartered plane from Guatemala 
City—about $100 a day for a com- 
fortable four-seat Cessna. You may 
also fly from Guatemala City via 
TAN, Honduras Airlines, to Pedro 
Sula in Honduras, then fly from 
here to Copan. You'll have to stay 
overnight at one of two rugged 
hotels, to get the plane out next 
day. One of the most provocative 
aspects of Copan is that its dis- 
covery in 1839 by an amateur ar- 
cheologist, John Lloyd Stephens, 
sparked the whole study of archeol- 





ogy in America. (Stephens actual- 
ly bought the site from an Indian 
for $50.) Stephens’ books on the 
Maya are fast-reading, often witty 
accounts of things as he found 
them in the Forties. They are /n- 
cidents of Travel in Central Amer- 
ica, Chiapas and Yucatan, pub- 
lished by Harper & Brothers in 
1841, and Incidents of Travel in 
the Yucatan, published by the same 
publisher in 1843. They are ayail- 
able in 1949 editions published by 
Rutgers University Press or in a 
one-volume condensation published 
by the same company in 1956.

amusing device, This fanciful background for sculpture 
in the small courtyard of Mr. and Mrs. Frank Belgrano 
was made of 1” x 2” lattice nailed to a wall of vertical 
1” x 6” siding. Designed by Landscape Architect Thomas 
Church and associates. The cost of the lumber for this 
job was about $95. 

A frame of stringers was attached to the wall and 
sheathed with siding. Wall was stained dark, lattice 
painted and nailed on in eye-fooling pattern. Decorative 
from any angle, optimum impact is from head on—as 
seen from the door.

How to leave home and like it 


MARION GOUGH 


W: took four hats to Brazil—because somewhere or other we had got hold of the 
notion that a Brazilian lady of fashion would rather be caught dead than hatless 
in public. [t turned out that one could hardly be more conspicuous wearing a hat in 
Rio de Janeiro on a summer day than wearing a carnival costume in Times Square. 

If that sounds like a triviality, it isn’t. Our hat fiasco is symbolic of all the 
erroneous preconceptions held by most North Americans about the largest country 
in their own hemisphere. (Brazil is as large as the United States, plus another 
Texas.) About the easiest way to describe Brazil to someone who has never been 
there is to say, “Whatever you think, you’re probably wrong.” 

Last February we flew to Rio de Janeiro via Varig Airlines, the Brazilian airline 
that services most of Brazil and runs three Super-G Constellation flights a week from 
New York to Buenos Aires. (Flights stop at Ciudad Trujillo in the Dominican

ifteen years ago, if you wanted furni- 
ture with carefully thought-out details, fine 
proportions, and a mannerly approach to 
solving life’s problems, you had to buy 
from what is called in the trade “decorator 
resources.” That was to say you had to buy 
pieces that were made by manufacturers 
whose main concern was with beauty, crafts- 
manship, subtleties in refinements and per- 
formance and who therefore had to let the 
price fall where it must. Another way to say 
it is that you had to spend a lot of money if 
you wanted refined design and elegant de- 
tailing in your furniture. 

Most of the middle-price and low price 
manufacturers went on the assumption that 
the public at large shied from good design 
and good taste and really wanted lots of 
flash and “corn.” So they produced what the 
trade calls “borax’”—designs aimed at im- 
pressing by being pretentiously ornate. 

But in the last 10 or 15 years the old 
status quo has changed to a very remarkable 
degree. Due to the cross-fertilization proc- 


esses that are always at work in America, 


good design has migrated downward in the 
price scale. Manufacturers by the scores 
have either convinced themselves that the 
public really wants good taste, or the pub- 
lie’s taste has improved by leaps and bounds. 
(It could be a bit of both.) Volume manu- 
facturers, selling to department stores in 
carload lots, are turning out furniture as 
beautiful in design as you could wish for, 
priced in the middle brackets. These reason- 
ably priced pieces have many of the suave 
details and the same mannerly approach to 
function that used to be the exclusive at- 
tribute of high-price furniture. Naturally 
these middle-price pieces aren’t a match 
intrinsically for the high-price ones, but 
they look as though they were, which is a 
ereat step forward. (The old truth, that you 
get more as youl pay more, still holds in 
furniture as in all merchandise fields. ) 

The following 20 pages show some ex- 
amples of what we consider remarkably 
nice styling for the money.

(" magnificent plant can add much 
more to the design of your home than 
half a dozen pots on the window sill. And 
if the plant tub for “the magnificent speci- 
men” is properly designed, your showpiece 
can live in it for years without transplant- 
ing, and can look as well against the soft 
furnishings of your living room in winter 
as against the ruggeder textures of nature 
on your summer terrace. The tub for “the 
long pull” should be large enough to ac- 
commodate the plant for a good many 
years, to prevent the setbacks caused by 
constant repotting. It should be planned 
with the drainage problem in mind. If no 
drip-pan arrangement is provided, they 
should be waterproofed and planted with 
several inches of loose aggregate at the 
bottom, They should be raised off the floor 
on legs, partly to prevent increased drying 
out at the bottom from radiant-heated floors, 
and partly to protect the floors against un- 
seen seepage from the tub. See how well 
these containers fill the bill. If you’re handy 
with tools, you can build them yourself. 


If not, a carpenter can make them for you. 















1. Copper-sheathed plant container has drip tray. 
This container starts with a simple square box with 34” 
drain holes in the bottom. Copper pieces are applied to two 
opposite sides, then longer wood pieces nailed to the re- 
maining sides to serve as legs. A groove for the sliding 
metal drainage tray (photo far right) is formed by adding 
small wood supports inside the legs. A mitered frame fin-

Like a barometer, home furnishings fabrics 
register the growth of new interests. Today, with 
the time-shrunk world, there is a definite global 
variety in the patterns and weaves of our fabrics. 
Youll find inspirations from the Orient, Scandi- 
navia, Mexico, Morocco, Siam, and Java. 

Fabrics give us a quick way to ease the eye’s 
boredom with what it has looked at for too long. 
So there seems to be a reaction against angular 
“clean” straight lines and geometrics, and a redis- 
covery of the embroidered look, the scrolled damask 
look. Stripes have a fresh appeal to our eyes, so 
now we are beginning to see them in prints, in 
weaves, in floral compositions. 

Here's what we have concluded are the five most 
significant new looks in fabrics: We see a Look 
of Highlight and Shadow, often in unaccustomed 


combinations of colors that you'd call offbeat, but 
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pleasing because they are really no stranger in their 
combinations than the shadows and highlights your 
eye sees in everything it looks at. We are aware too 
of a Painted Look in printed fabrics, giving almost 
dimensional color to pattern, like the real substance 
of pigment laid on a canvas. The New Look of 
Sheers is a patterned, colored look, giving the see- 
through curtain more of a drapery quality than ever. 
There’s a new subtlety in many groups of co- 
ordinated fabrics—the Monochromatic Look of 
Colors That Don't Really Match—colors that may 
not match in hue but with overtones so similar as 
to create almost a monochromatic look when they’re 
used together. And then there is the Returning Blue 
Look, in every conceivable eye-refreshing shade,

Decorating promises to be easier with 


correlated but not quite identical colors. 


The new color subtlety in groups of correlated, go-together curtain, 
drapery and upholstery fabrics might almost eliminate the headache 
of matching fabrics. Ii’s a look of apparent matching, an eye- 
satisfying, monochromatic impression such as you get from the room 
opposite. Here correlated fabrics of F. Schumacher’s “Cosmopolitan” 
group create a visual overtone of pale gold, yet no one fabric is gold 
in itself. The effect is achieved by many colors in practically the same 
color value. Printed Arnel sheer curtaining, “Kyoto Petals,” blends 
peach, yellow, brassy green, white. On the sofa, beige chenille damask, 
“Mirage,” is interwoven with peach and cream. Draperies and chair 
covering in green shadowy-striped “Tabriz” differ almost imperceptibly 
in the coloration of their stripes. Swatches show similar blending, 
rather than matching, in other color families.

Many of these convenient luxuries are concentrated 
in the kitchen and adjoining family room. These 
rooms are so designed in their relationship to each 
other and to nearby rooms and are so completely 
equipped that they can encompass a wide range of 
activity with no particular effort. A meal may be 
served either with elegant formality in the dining 
room or with burger-in-bun casualness around the 
swimming pool. Many variations between these two 
extremes are also provided for: breakfast or tea in 
the lanai, steak dinners in the family room followed 
by a movie. 

Not visible in the photographs but equally conve- 
nient is the kitchen “station” of the step-saving inter- 
com system. With it a person working here has 
two-way communication with people in other rooms 
in the house. There are also stations at the main 
and service entrances so that unnecessary trips to 
the doors may be avoided.

$28,000 House 


How to turn the financial necessity of 


simple construction into a design advantage

his is a house of which you could not say “your limita- 
tions are showing,” as is true of so many low-cost and 
moderate-cost houses. It is nice because of its limitations. Its 
simple, clean floor plan, its uncomplicated use of materials, 
its direct and reasonable use of site all add up to a little 
house that has a real presence. Even the clever placement 
of the storage wall, 12 feet away from the front wall of the 
house, makes the whole seem like an interesting complex of 
things as you approach by motor car. This storage wall, 
which acts like a privacy fence, also keeps the house from 
revealing all of itself at first glance, a quality seldom found 
in moderate-cost houses and very much associated with our 
very best houses. 
Most amazing of all, this house is speculatively-built, 
and with the land it stands on sells for $37,000 total, in- 
cluding a $3.000 landscaping budget. It is way beyond,

in most ready-built houses. Even though its floor plan is very 
common-denominator, satisfying the requirements of many 
families within an economical rectangle, it has the added in- 
tangibles of repose, dignity and individuality. 

This repose comes in a major way from the fact that there 
are no poky little holes for windows. All the openings are 
floor to ceiling sliding glass walls. This makes for a more 
quiet sense of organization in appearance than if different 
sizes of windows were peppered, apparently aimlessly, over 
the exterior walls. 

Another element that contributes to the sense of quiet 
dignity is the large double-width board fascia around the 
roof edge. This fascia, with its long lines and crisp canted 
corners, forms an appropriately bold edge for the richly tex- 
tured shingle roof, the dominant feature of the house. 

Wide sliding glass doors give all the rooms visual spa- 
ciousness as well as direct access to outdoors. By rolling 
aside the door, the interior and exterior melt into one, 
since in every case the rooms open without change of level

E you are in the process of building a house, here is a 
lesson in planning ahead. Five years ago when this 
house was built, this music-sitting-guest room was outfitted 
as the sleeping room and playroom for two small boys. 

But even then the owners anticipated the day when the 
youngsters, grown to more manly estate, would occupy 
larger quarters and free this room, with its adjoining bath 
and outside terrace, for general family use as music room 
and occasional guest room. This preordained transforma- 
tion was planned in advance to be a matter of new paints, 
fabrics, wallpaper and furniture, with no structural changes 
required. Basic ingredients of the room, like the cork floor 
and basswood blinds, remain too, foresightedly chosen be- 
cause they are the kind of materials that can live through 
the abuses of toddlers and still, years later, retain their

Bi you don’t go!” the girls sing impatiently in the Pirates 
to the policemen, who keep assuring them, “Away we go!” 

But you don’tlisten, we say to you (well, to most of you), 
though not impatiently. And you must say so to yourself if 
you are honest. Music bursts over you; it swirls around you. 
But it really does not enter into you. You are not with it. 
You do not listen. 

Here is the essential problem of the approach to music. If 
we can help you solve it, all other problems melt away like 
morning fog on a sunny day. 

A piece of music begins. You are comfortably relaxed and 
you start out with the music: there are no difficulties and you 
are enjoying yourself. After a few minutes, however. you are 
no longer comfortable. Somewhere, somehow you've lost the 
thread. You find yourself unable to concentrate, unable to 
grasp the composition’s design and progression. Now your 
attention begins to wander, vague pictures float through your 
mind, and before you know it you are far away, thinking of 
this and that, while somewhere in the background the music 
keeps on rolling like breakers of the sea. You may hear. but 
you don’t listen. When the music is over, you come to with 
a sudden start. 

Drifting besets not only the inexperienced listener; the 
experienced listener as well suffers these spells, though more 
rarely. At a concert the antics of a conductor or the peculiar 
face of the piccolo player or the remarkable hat which the 
lady three rows ahead is wearing may distract you from the 
music. [t happens even more easily when you listen to records 
in familiar surroundings. The design of the wallpaper or the 
play of dust in a sunray may suffice. Concentration flees, and 


after the music stops either you are obsessed with a vague 
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feeling of guilt or you are convinced the music is too dificult, 
it is over your head, and you do not understand its message. 

Yet your shortcomings lie not in intellectual capacity but in 
ear training. The organ of hearing has not been sufficiently 
trained first to absorb the complex structure of a symphony 
and then to sort out its significant materials. I believe that 
the ear is naturally slower acting than the eye. A struggle 
takes place between aural and visual impressions, as you sit 
before music. The eyes have it any time. They lead you astray. 
But you can’t get around this difficulty by closing your eyes; 
you might only induce a nice little nap. 

Let me suggest that the easiest way to learn to listen is a 
process of consciously breaking down music into particles. If 
you look at a painting attentively, you combine seeing with 
observing. If you listen to a piece of music attentively, you 
combine hearing with a form of aural observation. You get 
at the whole by observing details. You select what seems 
significant to you. Very well, let me propose that you select 
from music those isolated elements which seem easiest to you. 

Music consists of various elements. One of these is harmony, 
which is the frame of reference into which a melody is set, a 
frame which is fluid and changing. Another is tone color, 
which is the peculiar characteristic or timbre of an instrument 
or of a combination or blend of several instruments. Still 
another is polyphony or counterpoint, the element which sets 
one melody against another, much as in a painting, several 
themes may be portrayed on the same canvas, one supporting 
the other. But there are simp!er elements first to be encountered, 
and the two simplest are melody and rhythm. These are the two 
which come closest to the music you were, so to speak, born 


with—to your heritage, the song. (Please turn to page 228)

unit. Over the “all-in-one” appli- 
ance unit are mahogany wall cabi- 
nets. The refrigerator and freezer 
are built into a flush floor-to-ceiling 
storage wall, with a center section 
that drops down for extra counter 
space. Also, this pull-down counter, 
located behind the living room fire- 
place and adjacent to the dining 
area, can be used as a bar or buffet. 

Like a room divider separating 
the cooking area from the dining 
end of the room is a 40” high cabi- 
net with work-counter on the kitch- 
en side. Low cabinets along the 
back of the counter provide added 
storage and also put the counter 
itself out of sight from the rest 
of the room. 

The house is a good example of 
what can be achieved when the 
architect doesn’t waste money and 
effect on fussy tricks, but instead 
faces the requirements and limita- 
tions with realistic and sensitive 
simplicity. Here we can see the 
requirements of many American 
families, three bedrooms and two 
baths; a large living room with a 
fireplace; an “open plan” servant- 
less kitchen; a separate dining 
area; two-car garage—given dis- 
tinction by straightforward, unpre- 
tentious planning. The result is a 
fine house with permanence, re- 
pose, dignity and individuality.

Every piece of music has a mel- 
ody. Melodies can be short or long, 
obvious or not quite so obvious, 
long-breathed or sketchy, memor- 
able or elusive, incisive, even stam- 
mering. I repeat, every piece of 
music has melody, though every 
piece does not necessarily sport a 
zood tune. Likewise. every piece of 
music has rhythm. The rhythm of 
compositions is 


some extremely 


simple. simple the four- 
square beat of a marching tune or 
the three-quarter rhythm of a 


waltz. On the other hand, in some

compositions the rhythm becomes 
subtle, flexible and changing. more 
difficult to “feel.”

The next time you hear an un- 
familiar symphony. watch for the 
first appearance of the principal 
melody and listen to that atten- 
tively. You will have little difficulty 
in recognizing what is the principal 
melody (or “theme,” as it is usual- 
ly called, though this is merely a 
term for a short melody), because 
the composer prepares the way for 
its entrance carefully and_ then 
states it in a way that highlights 
it unmistakably as important. This 
melody lies close to the beginning 
of the work or rears its beautiful 
head after a short introduction. 
Examples: In Mozart’s G-Minor 
Symphony No. 40, the principal 
melody appears at once; in Bee- 
thoven’s Seventh Symphony it ap- 
pears after an unusually extended 
introduction but very dramatically, 
as the symphony virtually comes to 
a halt as the theme enters. It is 
the “prepared” entrance of a prin- 
cipal player in the play. 


ERY well, you have caught hold 

of the principal melody. Now, 
instead of trying to absorb the en- 
tire fullness of the music, you fol- 
lew this landmark throughout the 
course of the movement. Other mel- 
odies will be introduced, to be sure. 
but at first hearing hold fast to 
your first acquaintance. You will 
now observe the different guises, 
the mutations and changes which

in full. You may hear only half of 


it. Whatever happens, you will be 
helped because your attention is 
concentrated. You will be guided 
through a maze by keeping your 
eye (I mean your ear) on one fa- 
miliar mark. And quite uncon- 
sciously you will absorb more of 
the surrounding landscape than if 
no such guide were available. You 
will hear more of the music by 
listening carefully to part of it. 

If you prefer to follow rhythm 
rather than melody, that’s all right 
too. The selections depend on your 
own response. 

Homer Ulrich, an eminent teach- 
er, has suggested a similar method, 
though not one quite the same as 
the one I have discussed, in his 
book. Education of a Concert-Goer: 

“The essential factors in this 
method of listening are to isolate 
one instrumental line, to select that 
line for intensive listening, and to 
develop the ability to wander up 
and down within the tonal mass. . . 


“ aNOTHER way of achieving 
good listening habits might be 
called the pattern method. A great 
number of musical compositions 
contain specific melodic or rhyth- 
mic patterns. They may appear as 
short motives which are easily rec- 
ognized and remembered. Such mo- 
tives, repeatedly with 
little or no change, played by dif- 
ferent instruments, and appearing 
in different contexts, can be iso- 
lated. They can then be followed 
through the composition in which 
they occur, and can thus become 
the means for developing selective- 
listening habits further.” 

Call it pattern or 
selective listening or what you will, 
the practice remains a valid aid 
simply because, forced 
yourself to listen intently to de- 
tails, your mind is better able to 
make order out of indefinite im- 
pressions. Your ears are likely to 
remember more sharply what goes

(barring a few exceptions) it does 
not tell a story and has no plot and 
therefore is not likely to become 


_a twice-told tale, it is possible to 
_re-hear with pleasure the same 


composition within a fairly short 
space of time. The phonograph, of 
course, makes re-hearing practical. 

As you approach music, confine 
yourself to a small repertoire. 
Don’t flit over the wide, wide world 
of music with the casualness of the 
traveler who roams through the 
Louvre in seven minutes. It really 
isn’t terribly important which rep- 
ertoire you select. Still, it would 
seem to be common sense to se- 
lect your first listening from the 
great works of the musical liter- 
ature. Let fame draw the map. 
When a symphony or a concerto is 
considered a classic, that simply 
means that it has pleased and de- 
lighted a great many listeners over 
a great span of years. 

If you are able to read notes, you 
may find it both helpful and in- 
teresting to follow a composition 
with a score. Piano music is easy 
to follow, orchestral music more 
intricate. There are simplified or- 
chestral scores available, guiding 
you by printed indications to the 
leading themes. Score reading 
offers occupation for your eyes to 
help your ears. It will also show 
you just what the inside of musical 
structure is like. 

Though such precautions will 
assure you of a safer journey 
through unfamiliar territory, it is 
yet not to be denied that some of 
the territory will continue to re- 
main confusing, some forbidding. 
There will be stretches of the sym- 
phony which will remain murky 
passages of puzzlement. Never 
mind! Do not try to explore every- 
thing at once. Be patient. Coast 
along. Take it as it comes. And do 
not think that the music is so pro- 
found as to be too good for you. 


‘For it is probable that a remark- 


able change will come about soon- 
er or later. One more journey, and 
the light will spread. Please, you 
need not feel guilty if at first you 
hit only the high spots. When the 
moments of angry outburst. the 


great climax, the sudden contrast 
or the full sweetness of a lyric mel- 
ody are to be heard, you are ready 
for them soon enough. What lies 
between must be gently and grad- 
ually absorbed. 

Above all, the enjoyment of mu- 
sic is and must remain an emotion- 
al response. This is a free response. 
It is not that great music is above 
your head; it may sometimes lie 
above your heart. But once you en- 
ter into the right relationship, 
once you get yourself attuned to 
music, it will find its way directly 
to your heart. The high spots at 
first, the complete composition la- 
ter. It is then that you will expe- 
rience the intense satisfaction which 
music gives. the absorption. the em- 
bracing fascination, the joy so 
great as to be near sorrow, the liy- 
ing in another world unreal yet 
real. Then you do listen and then 
you respond with the kind of re- 
sponse which Edna St. Vincent 
Millay has put into poetry; 


On Hearing a Symphony of 
Beethoven 
Sweet sounds, oh, beautiful music, do 


not cease! 
Reject me not into the world again. 


With you alone is excellence and 
peace, 

Mankind made plausible, his purpose 
plain. 

Enchanted in your air benign and

It is 
shielded from the street with trans- 
lucent glass set in a wooden frame- 
work which supports a deep trellis 
overhead.

Consider the Dublin Bay prawn 
which is famous all over the world. 
The United States Customs officials 
have classified it as a “small deep- 
sea lobster.” The fishery experts of 
Ireland refer to it as a Norwegian 
lobster, since it has a hard shell and 
two claws. Nevertheless, the meat 
is sold in the British Isles as scam- 
pi, although everyone admits it’s 
neither shrimp nor a real prawn. 

Even languages are inconsist- 
ent. Take lobster, for instance. The 
French make a nice exact distinc- 
tion. They would call our Maine 
lobster homard and the rock lob- 
ster, or crawfish, a langouste. The 
Germans and Italians draw a line, 
too. But the English and Americans 
refer to both species as lobsters 
and the Spanish confound the con- 
fusion by calling both langosta. 

One might try to simplify mat- 
ters by saying that the true lob- 
ster has two large and rather meaty 
claws while the crawfish does not. 
Both, however, have hard shells. 
But a shrimp or prawn or Italian 
scampi has a thin soft shell and 
feelers rather than claws. Accord- 
ingly, the Dublin “prawn” and the 
tiny Swedish crayfish belong to the 
lobster family. 

Perhaps the drawings on pages 
198-199, with their scientific des- 
ignations and several translations 
of their names, will help to make 
the problem a little less difficult. 

Or are you simply more bewil- 
dered than ever? 

The truth is that it doesn’t mat- 
ter if a fine shrimp is called a 
shrimp or a prawn, it will still 
taste delicious. 

What is important is to know 
and be able to recognize the best of 
the breed, to bring to your table 
the sweetest. juiciest, tenderest, 
most delicately flavored shellfish 
that anyone can serve. 


What size for savor? 


Size. or rather lack of size, is an 
excellent indication of quality 
among shellfish. For a long time it 
had been contended that there was 
no noticeable difference in flavor 
between large and small shrimp. 
Colossal and jumbo shrimp (the 
nore jumbo the better) have been 
featured proudly on _ restaurant 
menus and, in the market, have 
commanded premium prices. But 
after tasting around for a period of 
several years. some of our House 
BeAuTIFUL editors began to  sus- 
pect that the luxury giants were 
not worth the price. We carried on 


a series of blindfold-taste tests on 


‘and are firm in meat texture. Col-

large and small shrimp cut into 
comparable pieces. The differences 
were not great. But neither could 
they be ignored. The smaller the 
shrimp, the juicier, the sweeter, the 
more tender! 

Until a year or so ago any wide- 
spread switch to smaller shrimp 
could have proved extremely dis- 
concerting to the industry, for the 
small shrimp require more hand 
lebor to behead, peel and clean. 
Thousands of pounds of the world’s 
tiniest and most delectable shrimp 
from our own Northwest have been 
neglected simply because labor 
costs were too high. Now a new 
machine, invented in New Orleans 
in 1949, is about to change the 
whole picture. Already it has 
revolutionized shrimp canning in 





Louisiana. A single machine peels 
and cleans 800 to 1,000 pounds of 
shrimp per hour. This is the most 
astounding part of the story: The 
machine works regardless of size. 
It doesn’t matter to this machine 
whether it’s jumbo—l2 or 18 to 
the pound—or the tiny shrimp of 
Westport, Washington, or the 
North Sea of Denmark or Holland, 
which run two or three hundred per 
pound. Now you may be as epicur- 
ean as you please. Demand the tiny 
ones. You'll be able to get them 
soon, if not immediately. 


How shrimp are sold 


Fresh, whole with heads—these ’ 
are to be had mainly in the New 
Orleans area and also near places 
oi production. 

Fresh, frozen, beheaded, but still 
in the shell. 

Fresh or frozen, but cooked, 
usually peeled (shells removed) 
and cleaned. 

Frozen and coated with crumbs) 
of bread or cornmeal after the 
shelling and cleaning process. 

Fresh shrimp have a minor odor 


oring of the shells varies; it may | 
be grayish green, pinkish tan, or 
light pink. The shells turn red 
when cooked and the meat acquires 
an attractive reddish tint, some-_ 
times with dark red areas. “Green 
shrimp” is a trade term used to de- | 
scribe uncooked shrimp. Large. 
shrimp are usually sold on a size 
basis, with the larger shrimp at the | 
highest price. 


What name for which size? 


The shrimp industry almost ri- 
vals Hollywood in terminology. Un- 
der 20 to the pound they may be 
known as colossal; from 20 to 25 
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—jumbo; from 26 to 30—extra 
large; from 31 to 35—large; from 
36 to 40—medium; from 41 and 
over—small. 

If we could always find what we 
like, we would always buy medium 
or small. 

Presumably there are others who 
share our preference for small 


shrimp. In the Carolina low coun- 


try the very small shrimp, caught 
in the creeks and inlets, are con- 
sidered far and away the most de- 
licious. However, they cannot be 
purchased in the markets. Only 
hucksters sell these tiny, richly fla- 
yored shrimp that give to many 
Charleston dishes their particular 
distinction. 

The size of the shrimp, while we 


are on the subject, is estimated by 
_ count—the number of shrimp to a 
_ pound. The largest shrimp caught 
to date in sizable quantities are 
from Ecuador and Pakistan. These 
shrimp are in the eight-count 
_ bracket, weighing about two ounces 
apiece. It is said that virgin ground 
which has been least shrimped 
holds large shrimp, but this does 
not always hold true.

HOW TO BUY SHELLFISH 


ContTINUED From PRECEDING PAGE 


These Royal Reds have been re- 
ceived most enthusiastically in the 
few Washington, D. C., restaurants 
where they have been served. At 
least three companies, including 
Sea Pak, have frozen and packed 
some Royal Reds. A dozen others 
are already preparing to market 
them. The new deep-sea discovery 
may, it is hoped, lend new life to 
the shrimping industry along the 
East Coast where the catch has 
been steadily declining. 


Frozen shrimp 

The Sea Pak Company situated 
on St. Simon’s 
lagoon from Sea Island, Georgia, 


just across a small 


have pioneered the flash freezing 
of individual shrimp. Theirs was 
the first shrimp to rattle in a box. 
Rattling may not seem to be tre- 
mendously important. But it is. The 
effect of individual freezing can 
scarcely be overestimated. The 
taste is different, so is the texture. 
For, as most of us know, but may 
have forgotten, all seafood is 70 to 
80 per cent water. The meaty part 
is made up of billions of tiny mois- 
ture cells. During ordinary freezing 
in a package or in a block which 
usually takes two hours or longer, 
large, sharp ice crystals are 
formed. Upon thawing, these crys- 
tals rupture the cell walls and per- 
mit the juices as well as the flavor 
and the nutrients to escape. The 
new flash-freezing technique as de- 
veloped at Sea Pak requires less 
than two minutes. There are no 
large ice crystals. Each shrimp is 
encased in a glaze of ice; no pre- 
thawing is necessary. Nor is the 
cooking time longer than for fresh 
shrimp. In many cases it is even 
shorter. 


Shrimp-flavored breading 

By far the most popular of all 
shellfish products is breaded 
shrimp. Some are pre-fried and fro- 
zen; others are merely breaded and 
ready to fry. Breaded butterfly 
shrimp, split lengthwise down the 
middle and flattened are preferred 
by many people and, incidentally, 
pushed by many purveyors in res- 


taurants as well as in markets— 
| perhaps for economic rather than 


gastronomic reasons. Butterfly 
shrimp provide more breading sur- 
face and breading is considerably 
cheaper than shrimp. 

In buying breaded shrimp ready 
to try or 


French fry, it is a good 


idea to pay some attention to the 


proportionate amounts of breading. 


_ Unless you prefer what one of our 


friends calls shrimp-flavored bread- 
ing instead of breaded shrimp, you 
may find that it pays to pay a 
higher price: about 96c for a 10- 
ounce package of Sea Pak which is 
38 per cent breading instead of 68c 
for one with 54 per cent breading 
or 74c for 51 per cent. Breading in 
sume cases goes as high as 58 per 
cent. It is enhanced by seasoning. 

Since shrimp are not in them- 
selyes strong in flavor, many dif- 
ferent flavorings have been used to 
impart extra seasoning, but such 
seasoning must not be overpower- 
ing, but rather accentuate the es- 
sential shrimp flavor. 

In New Orleans the river shrimp 
is considered the most delicate. 
This is the one that is always 
boiled as a preliminary to break- 
fast. lunch or dinner. The lake 
shrimp, a larger size and firmer 
texture, is used for main-course 
purposes. The sea shrimp from the 
Mississippi Sound and the Gulf ap- 
pear less frequently on local tables. 
They are mostly canned or quick- 
frozen for northern markets. 

To cook fresh shrimp for cock- 
tails or salads we recommend the 
classic bouillon (literally 
translated as short cooked bouillon, 
used for cooking shrimp or crabs). 
To cook five pounds of shrimp or 
24 hard-shell crabs, you will need: 
About five quarts of water, 1 bunch 
of celery and celery tops, 1 large 
onion, | sprig thyme, 2 bay leaves, 
4 cloves garlic, 4 lemons cut into 
slices or quartered, % teaspoon 
cayenne pepper, 5 tablespoons salt.

Cut up celery and onion and 
blend with a little water in an elec- | 


tric blender along with the garlic. 
Bring five quarts of water to a boil, 
add the blended celery and onions 
tegether with thyme, bay leaves, 
lemons, pepper and salt. Allow sea- 
sonings to cook about ten minutes, 
then add the raw shrimp and cook 
ten to twenty minutes depending on 
their size. Shrimp may be cooked 
either with or without their shells. 
There is considerable controversy 
as to which method is best. We 
can’t taste any difference. 

Use this same court bouillon to 
cook quick-frozen raw shrimp. For 
a 10-ounce package of quick-frozen 
shrimp, use 1 quart of water, 1 
clove garlic, 1 lemon, 1 cup 
chopped celery, 14 of medium-size 
onion, a pinch of thyme, % bay 
leaf, 14 teaspoon cayenne pepper 
and 1 tablespoon salt. White wine 
or a pale dry beer may be substi- 
tuted for part or all of the water.

Live Crabs and Lobsters 


When bought alive, crabs, lob- 
sters and spiny lobsters should 
show movement of the legs. The 
“tail” of live lobsters curls under 
the body and does not hang down 
when the lobster is picked up. 


| Spiny lobster or rock lobster 
‘tails, frozen, should have meat of 
clear whitish color. There are sey- 
‘eral kinds on the market. Those 
from Florida, Cuba and the Baha- 
mas have a smooth, brownish-green 
shell with white spots; those from 
South Africa, Australia, and New 
ealand have a rough shell with the 
olor varying from dark maroon 
o brown; from Southern Califor- 
ia and the west coast of Mexico 
hey come smooth and_ yellow- 
reen. As is true with other frozen 
sh and shellfish, frozen Jobster 
ails should be hard-frozen when 
ought and should have no odor. 


Crabs and _ lobsters, cooked, 
hould be bright red and should 


ave no disagreeable odor. 


Soft-shell crabs, affectionately 
nown in Maryland as “softies,” 
re not a different variety of crab. 
hey are a blue crab caught at one 
f the several times in a crab’s life 
hen he has cast off his hard shell 
nd is preparing to grow another 
nd bigger one. The soft-shell crab, 
y the way, is a delicacy that be- 
ongs exclusively to the eastern 
art of the United States. 





















Soft-shell crabs are packed snug- 
'y one against the other on a layer 
of seaweed in shallow wooden trays 
which hold from three to eight doz- 
en. Covered with parchment paper, 
seaweed and cracked ice, they can 
travel long distances and will re- 
nain alive for days when the re- 
/rigeration is adequate. Soft-shell 
vrabs, luckily for the gourmet, ap- 
year to freeze without serious de- 
oreciation in flavor. But hard-shell 
trabs, whether raw or cooked, suffer 
sonsiderably. Crab meat, like lob- 
‘ter meat, toughens and discolors, 
ias a tendency to be less juicy, but 
‘a blindfold tests, the flavor, in 
many cases, was found to be very 
bood.

Dearied or frozen 


} At House Breautirut we have 
}ome to this conclusion after consid- 
prable research (which in our case 
neans eating): If you are buying 
‘rab or lobster meat you will prob- 
bly find that canned is fresher 


tasting and juicier than frozen. We 
are comparing, of course, the best 
of the canned and the best of the 
frozen. With shrimp the reverse is 
true. However, we should like to 
hedge a little. So much is happen- 
ing in the whole field of food pro- 
cessing and packaging that within 
a few months or even weeks we 
may have to eat our words along 
with the sea food. This we will do 
gladly and publicly. 

Our comparisons of canned ver- 
sus frozen crab meat or lobster ap- 
ply only to the plain meat un- 
adorned. Among the frozen pre- 
pared food there are some excellent 
newburgs, crab cakes and fingers, 
deviled crabs and crabettes for 
cocktails. 

At the risk of annoying some 
very good friends, we must insist, 
however, that pre-fried products 
are not as good as those which are 
prepared ready to drop into your 
own deep hot fat. Also, we must 
argue with all the package direc- 
tives that insist you can reheat 
deep-fried foods in the oven or un- 
der the broiler. Anyone with any 
sort of epicurean standards must 
admit it simply can’t be done. Why 
try? It’s faster as well as better to 
heat them, a few at a time, in salad 
oil or vegetable shortening at 370° 
F. It isn’t necessary to use a great 
deal of oil, or a deep-fat fryer or a 
basket. You need only oil enough 
to cover the pieces. Any strainer 
or even a slotted spoon is all that 
is required for lifting and draining.

Crabs 

Four principal kinds of crabs 
come from the waters of the United 
States and Alaska. From the Atlan- 
tic and Gulf coasts come blue crabs 
(which make up about °4 of all 
crabs marketed in the United 
States). Dungeness crabs are found 
on the Pacific coast from Alaska to 
Mexico and the king crab comes 
from the North Pacific off Alaska. 
Rock erabs are taken on the coasts 
of New England and California. 
Locally, the stone crabs of Florida 
and the tanner crabs of Alaska are 
important. 

Crabs are available on the mar- 
ket in various forms: live, cooked- 
in-the-shell, cooked-frozen, fresh- 
cooked meat and canned. Live hard- 
shell crabs are usually marketed 
within comparatively short distan- 
ces from the place of capture, since 
shipping them long distances pre- 
sents difficulties. 


She changed her 


Live soft-shell crabs are shipped 
hundreds of miles, but require very 
special care. Soft-shell crabs are 
blue crabs taken just after they 
have shed the hard shells prior to 
forming new ones. (“Paper-shell” 
is the in-between stage.) State 
laws prohibit the sale of soft-shell 
dungeness crabs. Fresh hard-shell 
and soft-shell crabs must be alive 
at the time they are cooked. After 
cooking, the hard-shell crabs must 
be kept refrigerated, iced or fro- 
zen until they are used. 

Canned meat of the blue, the 
dungeness, the king and the rock 
crab is usually available in 5-, 
64%-, and 13-ounce cans. 

Fresh-cooked crab meat is the 
most usual market form. Picked 
from hard-shell crabs, packed, 
chilled and sold by the pound, the 
meat may be had in the following 
styles: 


Blue crabs 

Fresh-cooked crab meat is 
packed in several grades. Lump 
meat: solid lumps of white body 
meat, used in recipes where ap- 
pearance counts, as in cocktails 


and salads. Flake meat: small 



















pieces of white meat from the rest 
of the body—bits of cartilage or 
shell should be removed before 
using the meat. Lump and _ flake 
meat: combined. Claw meat: picked 
from the claws and has a brownish 
tint. Used in recipes where appear- 
ance is not too important. Claw 
meat is usually lower priced than 


‘the preceding grades. 


Blue crabs are captured on the 
Atlantic and Gulf coasts and weigh 
a quarter to one pound. At differ- 
ent seasons the blue crab is the 
Eastern hard-shell and the soft- 
shell. 

Market forms: hard-shell—live; 
cooked-in-shell; fresh-cooked meat: 
canned meat. Soft-shell—live; fro- 
zen-uncooked. 


Dungeness crabs 

Fresh-cooked body and _ claw 
meat, picked and packed as one 
gerade. The dungeness has a pink- 
ish tinge. 

This crab comes from the Pa- 
cific Northwest coast and weighs 
134 to 344 lbs. Market forms: 
live; cooked-in-shell: fresh-cooked 
meat; frozen cooked meat; canned 
meat.

In almost any large city of the 
United States and in many me- 
dium-size towns you may be able to 
order crayfish through a Scandina- 
vian delicatessen or even through 
some fishmongers. In New York 
City, for instance, you can get them 
through Nyborg & Nelson, 841 
Third Avenue, to mention just one 
place. The Swedes count on at 
least 20 crayfish per person as a 
main dish. If you serve them as 
hors d’oeuvres or an accompani- 
ment to cocktails or beer, perhaps 
twelve would suffice. 

The cooking is easy. Wash live 
crayfish thoroughly in cold water, 
to which 1 cup of salt has been 
added. Let stand about 20 minutes. 
For 20 crayfish bring 214 quarts 
of water to a boil; add 1 table- 
spoon salt, 1 teaspoon sugar and a 
small handful of fresh dill. Plunge 
the crayfish in, head first, cover 
and boil 12 to 15 minutes. Cool in 
the broth. 

The service is most dramatic. In 
Sweden they use a great block of 
ice slightly hollowed or sometimes 
even an ice sculpture. But if you 
like you can mound ice cubes or 
crushed ice on a deep tray or plat- 
ter. Arrange the crayfish tastefully 
on the ice and decorate with fronds 


of dill. In some areas, the dilled, 
cooked crayfish can be _ bought 
ready to serve. 


Crayfish-eating a ritual 


Unless you wish to horrify any 
Scandinavians within eyesight, you 


must attack your crayfish in this | 


manner: Cut the head off just be- 
hind the eyes, remove the shell 
from tail, scrape clean and eat. 
Look for two little bumps behind 
the head; remove this and eat it, 
too. Do not eat the stomach part. 
It is apt to taste bitter. But do 


gnaw the claws and tail. Arrange | 


the heads in a circle around your 
plate as evidence of your prowess 
as a crayfish eater. Traditionally, 
vodka or aquavit is consumed with 
crayfish. One tiny glass for each 
claw! Beer is used as a chaser and 
also to rinse the fingers after the 
feast.

ae: sincere simplicity and crisp- 
ness of a black and white sil- 
houette will add an incomparable 
charm to those bare wall areas not 
easily matched in any other way. 
Their uncomplicated approach to 
portraiture enables a silhouette to 
fit in tastefully with practically any 
décor from Early American right 
up to contemporary settings. 

But now imagine, if you will, the 
delight of vistors and your own 
glowing pleasure upon viewing a 
group of silhouettes of one’s own 
family and loved ones, which you 
yourself have made. Compliments 
are sure to follow since the like- 
ness will be undisputably exact and 
will bear up under scrutinizing 
from your most critical visitors. 

Yet to accomplish this result ac- 
tually requires no real artistic 
talent, only the ability to trace a 
line and follow the instructions 
given below. 

The exactness of the likeness 
is accomplished photographically. 
Thus the only additional ability 
required is that of taking a side 
view snapshot of the subject to be 
silhouetted. Basically, this ‘“abil- 
ity” requires nothing more than 
setting the subject sideways and 
clicking the camera shutter. There 
are details and pointers given 
which we will discuss later that 
will add to the success of the proj- 
ect. However, any camera capable 
of taking a picture is suitable for 
use in this endeavor. This includes 
the ever-popular box and folding- 
type camera. 

Historically, silhouetting was an 
economical form of portraiture—at 
least compared to a detailed paint- 





ing in color. However, it can still 
produce all the essentials neces- 
sary for a feeling of intimacy with 
the subject. The view isn’t clut- 
tered by unimportant or unrelated 
objects, and the result is a likeness 
that immediately focuses one’s at- 
tention on the person silhouetted, 
giving it a forcefulness seldom 
equalled in other parts. 

With the coming of the photo- 
graph, the art of silhouetting has | 
declined to the point where it is) 
only a side-show attraction at state 
fairs and the like. Ironically, the 
silhouettes of bygone years are 
avidly collected and command sur- | 
prisingly high prices, even though 
the likeness is of an individual un- 
related to the collector. 

However, even in the pioneer 
years of photography, professional 
silhouettists used a pantograph 
type of machine to obtain the ex- 
act likeness. Today we can use the 








photograph, a means readily avail- 
able to everyone. All that is nec- 


essary is to pose the subject side- 
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Fig. 2 


ways before taking the picture. 
This can be done outdoors where 
the available sunlight is suitable, 
but remember to keep the back- 
ground as plain as possible. This 
will make your work easier later 
on. If the camera has a flash gun 
attachment, the picture can be 
taken indoors against a plain wall 
for a background, using the same 
procedures one normally uses for 
setting the camera. This is the 
method illustrated in the photo- 
graph of Figs. 1 and 2. 

A third alternative in taking the 
pictures is to purchase a roll of 
Kodak “Tri X” film which is avail- 
able at any photography store. This 
film is extremely sensitive. Thus 
pictures may be taken indoors sim- 
ply by placing 100-watt bulbs in 
two bridge lamps and shining them

on the subject. The picture can 
then be taken as if one were out- 
doors. 

In posing the subject, try to 
avoid deep shadows or dark areas 
around the part to be silhouetted. 
This, too, will simplify your 
later work. 

Another point of caution: If your 
camera is of the simpler box or 
folding variety, don’t try to get any 
closer to the subject than six or 
seven feet. Most simpler cameras 
have a fixed focus, and moving 
closer will only cause the result- 
ing picture to be blurred and in- 
distinct. A sharp photo is required 
if good results are to be had. Thus, 
even though all you may desire is 
a “shoulders-up” silhouette of an 
individual, the resulting photo may 
include most or perhaps all of the 
individual. Don’t worry about this 
because the  photo-finisher can

| These films are processed in the 


way you handle all your photos. 

Some typical side view photos 
suitable for silhouetting are shown 
in Figures 3 through 6. The ar- 
tistic quality of these photos often 
approaches that seen in the 
“Wanted” lists in Post Offices. But 
then, for this purpose it is of no 
concern. What we do want is a 
clean, sharp profile. 


When the prints are returned, 
photos) 
which truly expresses the person- 
ality of the individual can then be 
selected. It is also at this time that 
the size of the silhouette to be 
should be decided. The 
choice is purely one of personal 
preference. However, a usual size 
for a silhouette of an individual’s 
head is two to four inches. If the 
end result is to be a grouping of 
individually framed silhouettes, the 
smaller size might be preferred. 
With the silhouette size estab- 
lished, go to your photo-finisher 
with the negative of the photo de- 
cided upon. Instruct him to en- 
large the shoulder-up portion of 
the picture to the size decided upon 
previously. You might also explain 
what the photos are intended for— 
after all, more interest on his part 
will help to insure a better job. 
But don’t expect him to correct 
mistakes (such as shadows, etc.)

to the photo-finisher is the fact 
that the enlarged photo should be 
printed on extra thin paper. This 
type of photographic paper is 
about one-half as thick as ordi- 
nary single weight paper usually 
used for photos.

The next stop will be the sta- 
tionery or artist’s supply store 
where the necessary black and 


white paper can be purchased. Se- 
lect a thin paper but make sure it’s 
a good quality—cheaper papers 
usually fade or turn yellow. At the 
same time an “Xacto” knife can be 
purchased. These knives, which 
look somewhat like a doctor’s scal- 


pel, are about as sharp and come 





with assorted-shaped replaceable 
blades. The cost of the knife is 
approximately 50¢. Rubber  ce- 


ment can also be purchased then. 
When the enlarged photos are 


returned from the photo-finisher,

A 
little practice on pieces of scrap 
paper will determine the right 
pressure to use. 

After making a few silhouettes 
in this manner, the blade loses its 
sharpness. This can easily be re- 
stored by using an oilstone and 
oil as shown in Fig. 15. 

The white piece of paper, which 
is the silhouette, can be removed 
from the work board. The silhou- 
ette can be cut to fit an appro- 
priate frame. Back the white pa- 
per with a similar-sized piece of 
black paper. A few dabs of rubber 
cement will hold pieces together. 

The resulting silhouette can 
now be mounted in a frame. Figs. 
16a 17 the results of 
making silhouettes in the manner 
described. So far, this descrip- 
tion has related the making of 
“hollow cut” silhouettes. In these, 
the inner material of, for example, 
a profile, was removed—most of 
the early silhouettes used this 
method. However, in some cases, 


show 


particularly in the more compli- 
cated silhouettes as shown in Fig. 
17, the solid cut method might 
be preferred. This follows the 
same procedure as before, except 
that the paper taped to the board 
should be a black piece, and the 
material should be cut away from 
the outside of the profile. (This is 
the reverse of the hollow-cut 
method.) The black figure is then 
cemented to a white sheet of pa- 
per for a background. The results 
are the same in both cases. 

After the silhouette is completed, 


it might give you an inner pleas- 
ure to identify the subject, sign, 
and date it on the back. After all, 
just as in past years, we are al- 
ways in the process of creating an 
heirloom for tomorrow.

We'd sort of assumed that business 
drifted along in a backward 19th- 
century fashion down there, so it 
was illuminating to discover that 
Varig Airlines has been in service 
for 27 years. Air travel was stand- 
ard procedure for Brazilians when 
a flight from New York to Chicago 
was an intrepid experiment in an 
American’s life. 

Another eye-opener—Varig em- 
ployees operate on a stock-sharing 
system, which probably has a lot to 
do with the personal interest they 
all seem to put into their work. 
(We never experienced more pam- 
pering, personable service nor bet- 
ter, more generous meals.) We 
understood this even better later 
on, when we met Varig’s president, 
Ruben Berta. A dynamic, no- 
nonsense kind of man, he’s as well 
known to his ticket clerks and me- 
chanics as he is to his board of 
directors because he is constantly 
flying his own line looking for ways 
of improving it. So much for our 
preconceived notion of the sopo- 
rific, slow-moving Brazilian. 


Rio 

The picture postcards of Rio 
don’t flatter it one bit. It is like no 
other city in the world. Downtown, 
along the tree-shaded parkway of 
the Avenida Rio Branco, you may 
be reminded of Paris. But only in 
Rio could you find those character- 
istic Portuguese mosaic sidewalks, 
black and white patterns of swirl- 
ing scrolls and fleur-de-lys, and 
those dazzling white modern office 
buildings. These are patterned with 
a variety of ingeniously designed 
brises-soleil and louver arrange- 
ments which shade the windows and 
walls and capture the breezes. 
Sometimes their entrance facades 
are covered with murals in brilliant 
mosaic, and there may be lush 
planting from the entrance to the 
sidewalk line. A building ordinance 
in Rio now requires that buildings 
be set back and landscaped at street

(The international airport, Galeao, 
is a good forty-five minutes out of 
town, or, in our language, a $6 taxi 
fare from the Copacabana Palace. ) 

The famous, most spectacular

But the most rewarding 
‘spect of Brazil is the people them- 
plves. They don’t seem any differ- 
nt, or less heterogeneous than 
Jorth Americans. The roots of this 
ind are Portuguese, but its peo- 
‘le may look Nordic, Italian, Ger- 
aan, Turkish, Negroid or what- 
ver—and they are—but they are 
till proudly Brazilians. And to 
North Americans, proud of our 
wn melting pot, this may come as 

big surprise. 

To get to know Brazilians is not 


easy, not because they are anything 
but warm, humanly responsive 
types, but because their code of 
manners differs from ours. Don’t 
let: this keep you from trying. 
We’ve made rewarding acquaint- 
ances on bus and plane trips, wait- 
ing in elevator lines (you queue up 
for everything in Brazil), in hotels 
and shops, and found to our aston- 
ishment that they are very like us, 
with the same general hope that 
the whole world can live in peace 
and understanding. (The UN gets 
lots more front-page space in Bra- 
zilian papers than in ours.) 

We were constantly being asked 
if we knew Ike, how we liked rock 
’n roll, why North Americans didn’t 
know more about South American 
history, and generally given the 
impression that the Brazilians con- 
sider themselves on the same team 
with us and want to know us better. 

What is probably at the root of a 
lot of misunderstanding is their 
general tendency not to give a di- 
rect “no” for an answer. A “may- 
be” or “perhaps” or a devious 
time-consuming evasion is intended 
as politeness when any time-ridden 
North American would happily 
settle for a definite “no” and go on 
about his business. 


Carnival 

It seems to us that if there’s any 
one time when you can get to know 
a Brazilian, it’s in Rio at Carnival 
—or CarnaVAL, as they say. This 
is a general, stop-everything fiesta 
that starts every year on the Satur- 
day before Ash Wednesday and 
lasts for four days. Shops close, 
everything practically closes down 
and a remarkable zaniness takes 
The fashionable set claims 
it’s a festival for the hoi polloi only, 
and disappear into the hills, or into 
their own private clubs for carnival 
celebrations. But, to a

There’s a strong smack of 
the West Indies here, mingled with 
the pink and blue houses of Portu- 

guese Baroque, all exotically fla- 
/yored with an African influence. 
Currently there’s a revival in arts 
and crafts in this paintable place, 
and an art colony of some size. 

Baianos tend to be slow-moving, 
happy-go-lucky people, 
singing and dancing. Portuguese 
brought the Negro here and with 
him came African folkways, includ- 
ing a mysterious voodoo cult called 
Candomble, and the strange instru- 
ments that create their syncopated, 
rhythmic music. One of our souve- 
nirs is a berimban, a sort of one- 
string harp that looks like a bow 
and is plucked by a coin. 

Salvador, the big town, and a 
thoroughly fascinating place, is a 
few hours by air from Rio. They 
say there are 365 churches here, 
but if there aren't, it certainly 
seems like it.

Salvador is on two levels. con-

the trip to the lower town where 
the public market is. Here you'll 
find the most colorful assortment 
of Baiano souvenirs. Embroidered 
straw baskets and hats are typical, 
but bring back at least one figa, a 
clenched hand in ivory or gold or 
silver which is a protection against 
the evil eye and the most common 


jewelry worn in Bahia. You have 
to scout around antique shops for 
the beautiful long necklaces of 
open-work-gold beads, which are 
really fine jewelry. The foods in 
the market are fascinating—all 
sorts of tropical fruits and vege- 
tables, great solid cakes of dried 
shrimp, and other seafood. But the 


people are the big show. 


Food 


Here you can see them making 
some of the typical Baiano dishes, 
peppery, highly seasoned, often in- 
volving coconut milk. beans and 
fish. But for sampling them, we’d 
suggest you wait until you get back 
to the best hotel in town, the quite 
beautiful and well-run Hotel Bahia, 
one of Oscar Niemeyer’s products. 
The menu in general is continental 
but they do come up with local 
dishes like vatapd (a pastry mix of 
shrimp, rice flour, ginger, pepper 
and dendé oil); feijao de leite 
(beans in coconut milk); acarajé 
(grated beans with pepper sauce). 

Food in Brazil is generally good, 
especially the churrasco, their 
grilled beef. A sort of Brazilian- 
style New England boiled dinner is 
fetjoada, combining the meat, rice 
and black beans, which appear on 
every Brazilian table, rich or poor, 
as staples. Better to stick to min- 
eral in Brazil—the plain 
Lindoya or the gently bubbly Aqua 
Magneziana. wines are 
excellent, and here the fine white 
Portuguese wine is rather special.

Do 
choose your guests, drinks and food 
as carefully as you would for a din- 
ner party. Don’t forget, he has 
probably put in a hard day’s work, 
and a table of good things to eat 
will make the party for him.

_ confuse Gastronomy with high liv- 
ing. It is entirely opposed to it. 
High living is inseparable from 
extravagance, from rare and rich 
| and costly goods and wines, from 
fatty hearts and enlarged livers. 
Gastronomy, on the contrary, 
teaches us to avoid not merely ex- 
cess, quantitatively speaking, but 
hurried meals and unwise combina- 
‘tions likely to tax unduly the ma- 
chinery of all those little friends of 
‘ours tucked away below the belt, 
ever ready to do their best by us, 


whether we consider them or not. 


' When speaking of excess and 
‘moderation in the matter of both 
‘food and drink, there is a very im- 
portant factor which is all too often 
‘overlooked. It is the time factor. 

Do not bolt your food and do not 
‘drink hastily. It is like the ‘Do not 
split infinitives’ rule—one of the 
rules which it is never safe to 
‘break. However moderate the 
‘amount of food eaten, however ex- 
cellent the quality of the wine 
‘served with it, time must be given 
‘to the salivary glands to do their 
part in the preparation of the food 
for its welcome reception below. 
and for the gastric juices to come 
forth in sufficient quantities to deal 
| with food sent to the stomach. 


ASTRONOMY insists upon the 
NW observance of the principles of 
moderation and that sufficient time 
should be allowed for mastication 
and digestion, but it recognizes 
that both rules may be broken oc- 
casionally without real harm en- 


‘suing. Gastronomy, -however, does 


‘not admit any exception whatever 


to the most important rule of all, 
that of quality. 


The quantity of food that we may 
feat and of wine that we may drink 
depends, naturally, upon age, sex, 
‘occupation, heredity, environment 
and other factors. It is for each 
one of us, when we reach the age 
of reason, ¢o find out our awn lim- 
litations, to stop when we have had 
‘enough and to part in the shortest 
‘delay possible with whatever we 
thave been foolish enough to eat 
jand drink in excess of our require- 
‘ments. But there is no distinction 
‘of age or sex when it comes to the 
‘question of quality, is there 
‘any valid excuse for breaches of 
the only rule without any excep- 
tion: whatever you eat and drink 
must be sound, must be of good 
quality, Food that is good to look 
at and good to the taste is all the 
better, but that is not nearly of 
‘such vital importance. Food may 
look beautiful and its taste may be 
quite attractive, but that alone does 


/not make it acceptable to Gastron- 
| 


nor 


omy. It must also and it must above 
all be absolutely sound and fresh. 
Food in an arrested stage of de- 
composition, out of cold storage, 
may be perfectly safe to eat and it 
may be so skillfully prepared as 
to please the palate, but it is not 
up to the standard of Gastronomy. 
To Gastronomy, quality means the 
maximum of nourishment in its 
most attractive form, one that is 
pleasing to eye, nose and palate. 


UALITY surely is all-important 
() in Gastronomy, and yet it is not 
everything. Food and wines of the 
highest quality in themselves may 
give us and our guests very little 
or even no pleasure; they may even 
do us but little or even no good at 
all, should they be given to us in 
the wrong order or at the wrong 
time. This is what is known as the 
very important factor of suitability, 
the science of happily combining 
flavors and liquids and 
sclids. Suitability, unlike quality, 
is all exceptions. There are a few 
main, guiding rules, but as many 
exceptions as there are individual

They are very broad rules and 
given merely as a guide and a help 
in case of need. 

One last rule which no disciple 
'of true Gastronomy should ever 
overlook or ignore is -simplicity. 


Our senses of taste, and of smell 


|are exceedingly delicate senses, 
|and they are far more easily 
shocked or hurt than our other 





| senses; they take longer to recover. 
We hear very distinctly even when 
not listening with attention, just as 
the light of day or vivid colorings 
| force themselves upon our sight 
without our looking for or at them. 
| But, curiously enough, food and 
| drink that force their smells and 
| flavors upon us without our look- 


ing for them are almost invariably 


objectionable. The taste of good 
food and the bouquet of fine wine 
are always discreet; we must look 
for them. Our senses must be alert 
first and then 
charmed and still expectant. They 
should never be called to attention 
by a trumpet blast, such as the 


expectant 


muscatel scent of some cheap spar- 
Kling wines or the gamy stink of 
flesh. Highly spiced 
sauces are also injurious to the 
delicate buds of the palate and 
their only excuse is to cover the 
objectionable taste or else the total 
absence of any flavor in the food 
with which they are used. Gastron- 


putrefying 


omy can never countenance, for in- 
stance, the use of red pepper and 
highly seasoned sauces with fresh 
oysters, any more than it will agree 
to any oysters being eaten except 
when absolutely fresh. The nutri- 
tive value of the fresh oyster is one 
thing and its gastronomical merit 
another; both are closely allied, of 
course, but there is no reason why 
the second should be destroyed 
completely which 
will hide the fresh marine sapidity 


by condiments 
of the oyster without in the least 
enhancing its nutritive value, 

We must also bear in mind that 
our senses of smell and taste are 
not nearly so highly trained as our 
sight and hearing and they are un- 


scents and savors as complicated as 
combinations of colors and chords 
in pictures or operas. Let one flavor 
be the oustanding flavor in any 
dish you choose. and let other but 





more discreet flavors minister to it, 
help it, show it off, but never com- 
pete with it.

Ik anyone asks you “What has 
Canada got that we haven’t got?” 
you can answer—without fear of 
contradiction—their National Film 
Board. This remarkable govern- 
ment agency, established nearly 
twenty years ago, does a tremen- 
dous and exciting job of producing 
informational and educational films 
to be seen by Canadians and (for- 
tunately for all of us) by the rest 
of the world. 

So accepted and popular are 
these films in the United States that 
many are taken over by commercial 
distributors here for use on tele- 
vision, in theaters, and in the non- 
theatrical market. Here and around 
the world the National Film Board 
of Canada has won award after 
award in various film festivals and 
competitive showings. 

The National Film Board of Can- 
ada is a government agency—not 
too different in function from our 
own government printing office— 
whose task is to provide the public 
with easy access to important in- 
formation through the motion pic- 
ture medium. Of course, in the case 
of film-making many crafts and 
creative talents are needed, and for 





that reason the Film Board has a 
large staff (generally around 450) 
of writers, artists, directors, cam- 
eramen, editors, composers, pro- 
ducers, sound recordists, as well a 
men who work in the developin 
and printing laboratories. The out- 
put of films generally averages sey- 
eral hundred a year; with one o 
two exceptions all are short film 
of one, two, or three reels. 

The National Film Board was 
established as the result of a series 
of reports and recommendation 
made for the Canadian governmen 
in 1939 by the famous British doeu- 
mentary film producer, John Grier- 
son. Acting as its first Commis- 
sioner, Grierson imported a number 
of talented film-makers from Eng- 
land, most of whom (like Grier- 
son) have since returned to Eu- 
rope. Those who have remained 
(Norman McLaren, Guy Glover, for 
example) have become thorough 
Canadians. 

The films which make up the 
five programs I’ve assembled are 
not films that would compete with 
Hollywood, but then they were 
never intended to. But they are 
either utterly lovely or highly in-

She interested the Mosaic Tile Company in sending 
their Director of Design, Kenneth Gale, to see what use 
his company could make of these Roman and Byzantine 
pavings. With the co-operation of the Cultural Division 
of the Italian Consulate and the Italian Ministry of 
Education, Mr. Gale spent a month photographing and 
measuring hundreds of marble mosaics in the National 
Monuments in Rome, Palermo, Monreale, Piazza Ar- 
merina, Naples, Pompeii, Ravenna, Venice, Aquileia and 
Pomposa. When he got his documents home, he devel- 
oped a new system of ceramic tiles, out of which it is 
possible to develop literally hundreds of patterns for 
floors and walls, which they call “Byzantile.” 

The system permits you to create new patterns of 
your own design, or to duplicate the hundreds that 
prove so satisfying to the eye when you see them in 
the original houses in Pompeii or Ostia, or on the 
walls of the museums in Naples and Rome, or on the 
floor of Venice’s San Marco Cathedral. 

This tile system now gives us the opportunity to have 
an intricacy and richness that melt into an over-all 
flatness—a textural plainness, like the texture of tweed.

Mosaic pavings were not the only thing the Roman villas had that we could adapt to 
our own uses. What they did with outdoor space inside the house was wonderful, and 
very pertinent to life today. You might call it “‘interior-exterior space,” for 
it is unroofed garden surrounded by house and/or walls. The Romans had two 
kinds of this interior-exterior space. Atriums were completely paved and were not really 
gardens, but were unroofed living rooms. Peristyles were really big gardens, surrounded 
by shady colonnades, porticos and with splashing fountains, statues, tables and chairs 
for eating and supping. 

They show us a way to bring elegance and enjoyment to the outdoors—a private 
outdoors. They show us how we can equip the outdoors so it is room-like and intimate. 

A trend to this is already beginning in the United States. Two examples are on these 
pages. For now we have the structural materials to do all kinds of things we could 
not have done before the last war. For instance, the plastic skydome which lets in the 
light of the sky can be ventilated when desired, and can be installed in a way to be removed 
entirely when not desired (as shown above). Such devices let us create an atrium e

The von Block house has arrived at a geometric 
richness by other means than tile. Bricks, pebbles, 
coarse concrete and lava rock are used. 

Pattern so used can differentiate areas or sur- 
faces. Here the central peristyle is defined by a 
lower level and by a change to textured pattern. 
Pattern may also give a definite character to a 
space.

Plants 
used for this purpose should be able to stand a certain amount 
of the inevitable trampling. A walk planned for pavement plants 
should be laid on a bed of sand overlying soil so that roots can 
penetrate to soil beneath. Pavement planting, if not overdone 


and untidy, will give an air of age and mellowness to the garden.

HH“ your garden in the middle of the house is an old, old 
practice, as we’ve been saying in the pages ahead. When 
you study this little house, built on a site only 50 feet wide, you 
can see why the practice still persists. 

If this lot had been used in the traditional way only the front 
and back rooms would have any outlook at all, and the ones 
facing the street would have been neither private nor pleasant. A 
conventional floor plan would have created rooms too long and 
narrow, and some in the center of the house might have had to 
be lighted by skylights.

It has a certain piquant charm. It is impressive 
without trying to impress. There are no trick effects, 
no being different just for the sake of being dif- 
ferent.

which to live? The answer is given not in facts and 
figures, but in an imaginative poetic form. 

This is not a house for family life. It is a home 
for a woman whose family responsibilities are behind 
her, a place to live alone. She didn’t want to be bur- 
dened with housekeeping. She wanted a house in 
which she would entertain, and also one which her 
grandchildren could visit and enjoy. She wanted a 
house that could take the in-and-out traffic of children 
at play. She didn’t expect them to sit quietly in chairs 
when they were with her. 

Throughout these pages you will note how well 
the house accomplishes its purpose of being hard- 
working and practical. Yet there is pattern aplenty. 
The louvered doors supply a quality of richness 
and rhythm that makes the absence of curtains less 
noticeable. The only rugs are in bed areas. The 
tile patterning (discussed earlier in this issue) pro- 
vides a tapestry-like enrichment underfoot. The roof 
framing overhead has great decorative interest. All 
the construction provides interest, just by the way 
it is assembled. All the materials are warm and sym- 
pathetic to live with. 

It is a house that is small enough so that she may 


be alone in it without feeling the need for other

people to fill its unoccupied space. It is a house 
that she can share with a friend, living in the separate 
guest house. They can enjoy each other’s presence 
and companionship with a mutual regard for each 
other’s independence and privacy. 

But it is also an expansive house that can open 
out and include larger gatherings of friends. The 
eround-level terrace of the guest house is usable 
as an outdoor living room about eight months of the 
year. It is a delightful setting for a gala occasion 
with the guest house and the main house serving as 
open pavilions adjoining it. There is a sense of 
invitation in the structures which urges the guests 
to mingle and move around, to go up the steps to 
the terrace, to move in and out and from one to the 
other in order to enjoy the total atmosphere. The 
raised terrace of the main house, a balcony over- 
looking the lower terrace, is a wonderiul place to 
rest and still have a view of the festivities. 

It is a house for quiet reflection, in which one 
can enjoy the shadow-flecked calm of a gentle sunny 
day. But it is also a house which responds with 
a playful purpose to the sudden torrents of tropical 
storms, taking a delight in gathering the rain into 
the gutters around its sturdy wide-spread roof and

ME COOKERY STARTS IN VEE niae 


Sas: in game cookery depends as much on what hap- 
pens in the field as on what happens in the kitchen. Good 
recipes for game are not hard to find (my own favorites 
are given at the end of the story), but most hunters should 
know more than they do about the preparation of the game 
before it ever sees the kitchen. 

Much game taken in prime condition is made poor eat- 
ing just because the sportsman lacks a knowledge of how 
to care for it. The finest Canadian honker can be made 
into a delectable delight or a frustrating failure depending 
upon the know-how of the hunter after he shoots it down. 
Most fishermen know that prime mountain trout left too 
long in a warm creel will become mushy and flavorless but 
not nearly so many hunters know that the delicate flavor 
of venison—that is, all antlered game—can be lost by a 
failure to remove the scent glands immediately after kill- 
ing. Some hunters will argue far into the night with the 


person who vows antelope is better eating than deer meat. 


Ten chances to one they don’t know that antelope has 


to be skinned immediately after being killed to prevent the 


development of a strong game flavor in the meat. 


Handle fish with care—the flesh 


is fragile, the flavor delicate 


One of the secrets in retaining quality in fish is to keep 
it cool. The flesh of fish is fragile. So is its flavor. It has to 
be handled with care. Good fishermen lay fish as they are 
caught in the creel between layers of ferns or grasses, 
never weeds. If you can, dip fish frequently in cold water 
while fishing to cool them off. Clean fish promptly. Along 
with the entrails remove gills and clotted blood on the 
backbone. Then, wash thoroughly in cold water. Never salt 
fish to keep it.

the backbone and other bones. Fill the cartons with cold 
water, seal, label, and date. Freeze immediately. Sectioned 
or filleted fish may be frozen in the same manner. To use 
this frozen fish, remove from the freezer 24 hours before 
use and put it into a refrigerator. The carton will thaw 
enough so the fish may be removed in crisp condition for 


cooking in your favorite way.

A visiting friend who departed with several cartons of 
fish as a gift wrote in his bread-and-butter letter, “Your 
fish caught in Swan Lake were delicious. I recognized 
they are essentially the same fish we get in Lake Chelan 
here in Washington—land-locked salmon. I was amazed 
after being frozen that length of time they still tasted prac- 
tically as if fresh-caught!” Certainly, they should have 
tasted fresh-caught. They were caught in prime condition 
in a cold, crystal-clear mountain lake, cleaned immediately 


and frozen only a short time after that. 


Cool the game and clean it

As soon as possible after killing game, the body heat 
should be dissipated and the blood and viscera removed. 
Sever the jugular vein of game or birds and hang head 
down, or on large animals slope the head downhill to give 
drainage. All venison—all antlered game—carry scent 
glands on their hind legs. Remove these immediately be- 
fore they flavor the meat. They are located just above the 
fetlocks near the atlas tendon. The genitals should also be 
removed, especially on males. Wash your hands to free all 
traces of scent.

mentally as well as savoring it sensually. 

So how do you learn to feast? 

The best way is to do it in company 
with others who are equally interested, 
because then you talk about it, argue 
with them about whether there was sugar 
in the French dressing or bay leaf in the 
soup. and thus learn more. Discussing 
food as you eat is one of the quickest 
ways to develop awareness. 

So here’s a party formula I recom- 
mend, a formula which, if repeated eight 
or ten times a year, can raise your feast- 
ing I.Q. enormously.

as costly as a domestic. Fines and amontillados rarely sell for less than $4 or 
$5; the best cream sherries, about $7; and the rarest and costliest of all, 
Imperial Pemartin (Sandeman), about $21. 
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How often have you heard this said, 
“Sherry, no thanks—too sweet for me.” Espe- 
cially in New York, Chicago, or San Francisco, 
the speaker may add with a note of smugness, “I 
like my drinks dry.” Outside of Spain, few people realize 
that sherry can be the driest of all wines, or as dark, rich, 
and subtly aromatic as the most fabulous of monkish li- 
queurs. “Whatever you want in this life,” a learned English 
gentleman said to us last summer in Jerez, Spain, “you can 
find in sherry.” 

Sherry is the most obliging and versatile of all wines. 
There is a sherry to suit all tastes, all occasions, to go along 
with all sorts of food, or to be sipped alone or with a nut, an 
olive, or a biscuit. There are sherries to be drunk before the 
meal, with the meal, after a meal, between meals, at a picnic 
by the seaside, or at the most formal dinner party. 

But what is what among the sherries? How do you find 
the ones you want? Where, when, and with what do you 
serve each type? It is amazing how few people can tell you. 
Even the experts and the books are often confused—and 
confusing—about the subject. 

Everything about sherry is different from all other wines 
—the way it is made, pressed, fermented, treated, blended, 
aged, classified, stored, and judged. There are not one or 
two or three, but dozens of different sherries bearing little 
or no resemblance to each othér. And in addition there are 
hundreds of sherry-type wines—a few, good; many more, 
bad; most of them, nondescript. Only a fraction of one per 
cent of the so-called sherries consumed in the world each 
year deserve that proud name. 

The name “sherry” comes from the town of Jerez, where 
fer centuries the trade has been centered.

into two classes—the finos, which are pale and dry, and the 
olorosos (literally translated, “the aromatic ones”) which 
are darker, more full-bodied. When they are sold in Amer- 
ica, England, or Scandinavia they are usually sweeter. 


One point must be made clear. No natural sherry is sweet. 





It is a part of the nature of this wine that all the sugar con- 
tent in the juice becomes alcohol. Any sweetness in any 
sherry has been added to it. Traditionally this is done by 
blending with a wine made from a special grape, also grown 
in the area, known as Pedro Ximenez. 

First among the finos are those of Jerez or Santa Maria. 
Some authorities call them palmas, though the word is 
practically unknown in America. The best known among 
them in the United States are La Ina and Tio Pepe. Both of 
these wines are quite similar to the sherries most often 
served in Spain, either before or with a meal. They may 


also be substituted for dry vermouth in making martinis.

Lie are some great cooks who say that if they could 
have only one wine or spirit to use in the practice of 
their art, they would settle for sherry. 

Sherry has been called the prince of catalysts. For not 
only does it add its own flavor, but in some mysterious 
way, it points up the flavors of other ingredients, and 
seems to meld them, giving them a unity, and, at the 
same time emphasizing their individuality. 

Just as sherry is different from all other wines, so is the 
technique of cooking with it. In almost all cases when 
wine is used in cooking the special character of that wine 
disappears, or rather is amalgamated with the character 
of the dish. In cooking, the alcohol also is dissipated. This 
is not true with sherry, for foods are not usually cooked 
in sherry. Generally it is added afterward, so that its 
individuality is retained. In most cases you do not boil 
a dish after the sherry has been added. And so, even the 
alcohol is retained. 

When sherry is used as a finishing touch, its aromas are 
as important as its taste. And when you think of aroma, 
you must think of oloroso, In Spanish, they are one and 
the same word. So it is the oloroso sherry you reach for— 
the Bristol Milk or Bristol Cream—that is put in at the 
last minute to smooth a sauce, to heighten aroma, to add 
sparkle to the dish. 

Though Spanish in origin, sherry has been adopted by 
the cooks of the whole world. It is widely used in French 
sauces, extremely popular in England, a primary requisite 
in Sweden and Denmark. What is far less known is the 
function of sherry in Chinese and Japanese dishes. A pale 


dry fino is the best possible substitute for the rice wines 





of China. A manzanilla would be perfect in a Chinese sea- 
food dish. And a great many Japanese recipes call for using 
the native wine, mirin. Sherry is an excellent substitute. 
If the dish can take a little sweetening, one may use a 
sweeter sherry. 

Because there is such a wide range of sherries, it is sad 
that recipes rarely specify the type. It does make a differ- 
ence. In sea foods or with sausages, a fino is much the 
best. If you want to be even more precise and attentive 
you would use a manzanilla with the sea food and an 
amontillado for the sausages. 

Everybody knows that sherry is the ultimate seasoning 
for many soups. But which sherry for what soup? For beef 
consommeé, an amontillado or a dry oloroso. For chicken 
consommé, a fino. For a shrimp bisque, a fino, preferably a 
manzanilla, For cream of chicken soup, black-bean soup, 
a dry amontillado, For the sweeter cream soups like 
tomato, cream of green pea soup, mushroom or corn 
bisque, one of the mellower amontillados, or one of the 
drier olorosos. 

When sherry is used in the cooking process, a dry one 
is best, as a general rule. All the alcohol evaporates, 
of course, leaving behind just the essential sherry to taste. 
Unless the dish has a sweet flavor, you will probably find 
a fino most appropriate. 

Olorosos, which include all the cream sherries, can be 
used for ham and other spicy meats, in sauces with a hint 
or more of sweetness, and for desserts.

After cleaning, prop open the 
body with several sticks set across 
the flanks and ribs. By placing 
‘another stick crosswise from each 
tendon in the hind legs, the animal 
can be hoisted up and more rapid 
heat loss will occur. Don’t move 
the animal any distance until body 
heat is gone, and always keep the 
body cavity open during moving 
or hanging. Meat that is properly 
cooled and cared for will keep a 
long time even in warm weather. 
not handled 
properly will sour, spoil, or develop 
a pungent, gamy flavor.

If desired, after cooling, the ani- 
mal may be skinned and quartered. 
The natural drying is not harmful 
and protects against spoilage. It is 
moist meat that spoils quickly. Any 
excess should therefore 
be dried up with a cloth or leaves. 
Like domestic meats, antlered game 


moisture 


should be aged before eating. From 
two to four weeks hanging at 35° F. 
achieves maximum tenderness and 
flavor. Wiping the meat occasion- 
ally with a cloth dipped in vinegar 
and then wrung dry will reduce the 
tendency to mold during hanging.

HE old English custom of eating 
fowl only after it has been hung 
in a cool place unplucked and un- 
drawn for 4 days (2 days 
grouse and quail) is based on the

However, drawing the 
bird immediately after killing will 
reduce an excessive gamy flavor 


which is unpalatable to some. 


Never age a drawn bird at room 


temperature. Keep it under refrig- 
eration, for opening the body cavity 
leaves the bird easily susceptible 
to bacterial contamination. 

Birds should be plucked dry or 
wax plucked, never scalded. Dry 
plucking is best done when the 
bird is still warm, but since feath- 
ers are a protection against bruis- 
ing and soiling of the flesh, pluck- 
ing is usually not done in the field. 
Of course, birds can be dry plucked 
when they are cold. but it is more 
difficult. To wax-pluck. first remove 
the large feathers. those that come 
off easily in big handfuls. Then, 
dip the bird in melted but not hot 
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wax. Allow the wax to cool an 
then finish plucking. If this peeled 
off wax is kept separate, it may

The meat of game possesses cey 
tain characteristics that requir 
well-defined treatment if maxim 
eating enjoyment is to be obtaineg 
Many palates tire of game becaus 
it possesses a more pungent flayo 
than domestic meats. That is wh 
in cooking we frequently seek { 
reduce or mask the flavor. Meat 
differ in flavor largely becaus 
they contain different flavor esters 
A large part of these esters com 
from the foods in the diet. Smi 
field hams, for example, are rie 
in flavor because of the flavo 
esters absorbed from the pean 
diet. In the same way, ducks ¢ 
geese coming from the wild rie 
marshes of Canada or Minnesot| 
possess an unparalleled flaval 
while same birds 
from the salt marshes of the i 
will carry the flavor of the mari | 
life on which they fed.

These flavor esters are chemica 
ly associated with fats and atl 
therefore found in body fat. To a 
rid of flavor, we have to get rid ¢ 
the fat. But not all fat is trim 
mable. There is much between t 
tissues as marbling, and even t 
fiber fluids contain many fatty-lik 
substances so some flavor will a 
ways remain. The best sportsme 
trim most of fat from their gam 
especially the parts that are to h 
used for stew or ground meat 
about two-thirds of an animal.

Good tools give pleasure in their use and in their beauty 


By DAVID X. MANNERS 


Ve go to the store to buy a 


hammer. There is one for a dollar, 
and one for three. Both will drive 
nails. What is the difference? Pick 
up each one of them and _ heft 
them in your hands. One is like a 
weighted stick, its head a lump of 
common, painted metal. The other, 


| without exaggeration. is a delicate- 


ly balanced work of art. Its han- 


| dle, shaped to exactness by the 


dictates of thousands of years of 
human trial and error, rests snugly 
in your palm. Its forged head 
flashes the jewel-burnish of quality 
steel. There is joy in the balance 
of it. It seems alive and ready. 

This is the mark of a good tool. 
It is a fit and satisfying companion. 
A lesser tool, like the cheap ham- 
mer, brings no ripple of feeling. 
You will pick it up only when you 
must to accomplish a chore that 
will then loom as onerous.

We want it for its classic integrity 
and beauty, and the delight which 
its sight evokes in our imagination.

Have past failures convinced you 
that you are not a craftsman? Was 
the failure actually yours or was 
it a lack of the tools a craftsman 
examples:

Without good tools 
at hand, you can’t expect to do 
really fine work. 

Good tools usually have a higher 
price tag than inferior ones, but 
they are not expensive. A hundred 
dollars can buy a literal treasure 
chest of the best hand tools. Even 
fifty dollars can provide a dazzling 
and exciting collection. If you are 
simply adding to an existing col- 
lection of tools, twenty-five dollars 
will go a long way toward filling 
in the bare spots. 

But of course to outfit a shop 
completely on one abandoned buy- 
ing spree is not the best way to go 
about it. Good tools last a life- 
time, and the connoisseur acquires 
each tool slowly and deliberately, 
savoring the experience to the full- 
est. Only when faced with a job 
that requires a particular tool does 
he set about getting it. There is 
no better way, for a tool collection 
is as personal as the one who ac- 
quires it. Work habits and projects 
undertaken are an accurate gauge 
of individual needs. This does not 
mean that the experience can’t be 
shared.

Even among these subdivisions, 
there are endless gradations and 
hues. They range from the palest 
glint of gold, through all the am- 
bers, to the deep dark brown of 
old mahogany. Color, or rather 
lack of color, is a pretty good in- 
dication that the wine is young, 
dry, and not too heady. Generally, 
as a sherry grows older, it becomes 
darker but not necessarily sweeter. 
An old, unsweetened, uncolored 
sherry takes on more body, more 
aroma, more taste. Unlike spirits 
or other wines, sherry becomes 
slightly more, rather than less, al- 
coholic with the passage of time. 

At a recent gourmet dinner in 
New York they served, with con- 
siderable salvos, a sherry bottled 
in 1903. A number of entranced 
epicures described it lyrically as 
a vintage sherry fifty-four years old, 
as if they were talking of Bur- 
gundy. Actually it was probably a 
great deal older. Some of the wines 
in this blend were probably from 
soleras (mother wines) made a 
hundred years ago. What is more, 
you can’t compare the bottle aging 
of sherry with that of Burgundy, 
or even port. 


Bottle Flavor 


Unlike spirits which age only in 
the wood, and unlike many other 
wines which mature in the bottle, 
sherry is a law unto itself. Wood 
is its natural milieu for develop- 
ing. but it does develop a_ dif- 
ferent flavor, takes on a kind of 
smokiness, a curious subtle aroma 
of age. The English experts find 
this bottle flavor extraordinarily 
appealing. The Frenchman might 
call such a wine, as he does cer- 
tain old champagnes, “Madeira- 
ized.” Here in America we prefer 
dryness, freshness, lightness, rather 
than the curious aura or patina, 
“the taste of time.”

ported wines. It would be unfair, 
and would narrow the fun of the 
choosing, to ban the wine product 
of any part of the world. For ex- 
cellent types are made everywhere. 
The trick is to know which are the 
truly good bottlings. Some of the 
least heard of ones like the Spdat- 
lese and Auslese Rieslings of the 
Widmer Wine Co. are fantastically 
good. 

Your responsibility as a hostess 
is to provide a menu that will com- 
plement fine wines. Your goal then 
is to have food that will not com- 
pete with the wine, which is a sub- 
tle flavor. So you will not have 
highly seasoned recipes or too-rich 
recipes. So you will use your best, 
most delicate, understated dishes. 

Now what about that advice that 
is so carelessly and frequently 
bandied about: the statement that 
“white wine goes with the fish and 
chicken and red wine with the 
meats.” 

This is not always true, for there 
are some notable exceptions. In 
Spain, for instance (where they 
know their business in wine-drink- 
ing), red wine is served with sal- 
mon. And it is delicious! 

A good approach to this would 
be not to go by color but rather by 
heaviness. You could serve a light 
red wine with a rich, heavy fish— 
like swordfish or salmon. But the 
lighter the fish, the lighter and 
more delicate the wine should be. 

Now on the point about chicken, 
a rosé or a beaujolais can be love- 
ly. The French pair these with 
chicken all the time. So there goes 
your rule again. A heavy burgundy

My own advice, developed over 
the last six or seven years of really 
working at learning about wines, 
is to forget the whole business 
about being “correct.” Put your 
mind on really tasting. Think about 
whether one wine tastes better 
coupled with a certain food than 
some other wine does. Correctness 
is the worst point of view in the 
world with which to approach food 
and drink. It is sure to make you 
miss too much. 

To me, there is only one cardinal 
rule, and so few Americans are 
aware of it and particularly the 
people on the West Coast. Never 
serve wine with a salad dressing 
which uses vinegar. Vinegar kills 
wine by so dominating your taste 
buds that you can’t taste the wine. 
This points clearly to the fact that 
the salad as a first course, as is 
done in so many places, should be 
changed. Or else the constituents 
of the French dressing should be 
changed. For a meal that is to have 
wine (singular or plural) I'd urge 
making the salad a separate course 
after the meat course. By then you 
will have served your most impor- 
tant wine, gastronomically speak- 
ing (if you have had several), and 
your palate will be getting satiated 


anyway. The shock of a _ sharp 


French dressing will be very ac- 
ceptable at that time. 

Mayonnaise and spicy cocktail 
sauces are also things you should 
eliminate from your menu when 
you are taking wine seriously. May- 
onnaise is too greasy and cocktail 
sauce is too hot and overpowering 
—as it is usually made in this 
country. 

I sometimes make a mild French 
dressing—not with vinegar but 
with some of the wine that is being 
served with the meat course. [| 
make the dressing and mix the 
saiad right on the table, in front 
of the guests. What kind of menu 
would I serve such a wine-tasting 
party? The first 
would be either soup or shell fish 
(like oysters on the halfshell) or 
a delicately prepared fish. If soup, 
Id let it be turtle or clam. In short, 
stay on the fish side, for it makes 


a pleasant contrast for the main

(\ LASSES are a very important 
AW part of wine serving, for a fine 
‘wine can be better enjoyed in a 
proper glass. It is better seen and 
better inhaled. 

There are several factors to con- 
sider when selecting your wine 
glasses. They must be thin. They 
must be clear. The 
glass, encrusted with gold, is beau- 
tiful, but not for my wine! For the 
‘color of the wine is one of its joys.

If you do not have enough wine 
glasses for your dinner party, rent 
them from a caterer. 

There is a delightful saying 
_about wine: that it pleases all the 
‘senses but the ear. You see the 





beautiful wine and appreciate its 
‘lovely color in your crystal glass. 
Then you swirl it in the glass to 
get its full fragrance, and you can 
‘sip it and enjoy its flavor. But be- 
‘fore you sip it, you can “hear” the 
wine, by clicking glasses with your 
' friends, then all senses are pleased. 

The more you and your spouse 
_know about wine, the more you will 
enjoy it. Start building your cel- 
lar. Collect imported as well as 
domestic wines. However, it is im- 
portant to select only the white 
_ wines, for the red ones usually have 


a sediment, and should not be 


moved just before serving. If you 
have a wine with a great deal of 
sediment, it is decant it 


to another bottle. The minute you 


wise to 


see any sediment, stop pouring out 
the wine, for it ruins the clearness. 

The heavy-bodied wines should 
be uncorked an hour before sery- 
ing so they can “breathe,” which 
is to say, develop more flavor. If 
you wish to use a wine cradle for 
your red wines, carefully place the 
bottle in the cradle the morning of 
your party, do not jostle while un- 
corking and tenderly bring it in to 
the table without jiggling it and 
stirring up that sediment. To get 
the utmost out of them, all red 
wines should be served at room 
temperature, white wines slightly 
chilled, and champagne cold. 

Your cellar should be cool, away 
from vibration, well ventilated and 
dark. All wines should lie on their 
sides so the cork will be wet with 
the wine. You can buy the racks, 
or build them. 

In the serving of the wines, it is 
fun to have the guest who brought 
the wine serve his selection. Never 
wrap the wine bottle in a napkin. 
That is only done for poor wines 
that you'd rather the label didn’t 
show. It also implies the drinker 
won't know unless he sees the la- 
bel. The bottle should be served 
with the label up so the guest can 
see what he is drinking. The first 
small bit of wine should be poured 
in the host’s glass, for if there is 
any remaining cork, it will float 
out in the host’s glass. Then the 
wine is poured around. 


GOOD cork puller is essential. 

one that keeps the cork whole. If 
the guests are really interested in 
wines, it is fun to pass the cork 
around so the guests can whiff it. 

There have been “fashions” in 
wine drinking in the past. If a 
king found a particular wine to his 
liking it would become the court 
wine, and therefore the vogue. We 
in this country can create our own 
preference for wine, one that 
pleases our own palates.

Prune evergreens now 


to correct their shape and to supply 


a home harvest of Christmas greens 


A bundant as greens are at florists 


and garden centers during the 
Christmas season, it gives one a 
sense of personal pride to point to 
a table centerpiece and say, “Now, 
I made this of greens from my own 
garden.” 

To get the best greens. and do 
the plants the most good, here’s 


how to proceed: 





Shape, not shear—cut the 
short ends here and there (see cut 
marks) around the plant so as to 
preserve the general shape of the 
plant and avoid a sheared look. 
These clippings make fine wreaths, 


swags, roping; good as_ fill-ins. 





Pruned plants are bushy. 


Control height by shortening 
over-long tip-end growth to keep 


plants down to size. Long tips are 


especially useful to accent height 


in arrangements and centerpieces. 





Shorten truant branches 
which have made run-away growth, 
unbalancing shape of plant. Cut 
back to strong fork or side branch 
which will grow so as to fill in 


space and thicken center of plant. 





Broadleaf evergreens, like 
rhododendrons, have very dramatic 
foliage which can be cut with 
rather long stems, especially from 
over-grown phants. Make clean cut 
with strong shears back to first 
side branch, or first cluster of 
leaves below tip. Avoid cutting 
stems bearing plump flower buds 
at tip-end. 






Back of the bush pruning of 
old or crowded plamts, where cut 
areas will not show. yields pieces 
of assorted sizes for round-the- 
house decorating. Many gardeners 
keep plants in out-of-the-way 


places just for cutting purposes.

Moisture content is a key factor 
in popping corn. Ideally the hu- 
midity is about 14 per cent. If the 
corn you plan to use doesn’t pop 
as well as it did when you first 
opened the sealed container, you 
should add more moisture. 

Add about two tablespoons of 
water for each pound of corn and 
store it in a sealed container for 
a few days. Another way is to put 
a blotter or cloth saturated with 
slightly salted water into the con- 
tainer for a few days. This works 
like a tobacco humidifier. 

The moisture content is impor- 
tant because it helps generate the 





inside pressure that explodes the 
kernels and literally turns them 
inside out. 

Don’t 
popcorn. Almost every kernel of 
lighgrade popcorn will pop, and 
it will be big, tender and fluffy. 
Lower-grade corn will not be as 


shop for “bargains” in 


large and uniform, and each batch 
will likely have a sprinkling of 
scorched unpopped kernels. 

Use a vegetable shortening or 
cooking oil of good quality 
popping corn. Cover the bottom of 
the pan one kernel deep with 
oil. The temperature of the short- 
ening or oil should be near 500° F. 
before you put the corn. A 
frying thermometer is the best and 
easiest way to gauge the tempera- 
ture. In its absence use test ker-

nels. If they spin on contact with 
the oil it is hot enough to use. 

As soon as the temperature is 
right, put in the corn. 

For each batch use enough to 
cover about two-thirds of the hot- 
tom of the pan one kernel deep, 
and then proceed as required for 
the kind of popper you use.

Changed but still unchanged—that’s Bermuda, looking each morning 


as if it had just been freshly carved, painted white, planted with hibiscus

We have just been back to Bermuda. There’s a supermarket 
on Front Street, Trimingham’s has lost its delightful old 
dowdiness to air conditioning, and the voice of the Austin, 
Hillman and Sunbeam is heard in the land. The carriage 
bells are all but still. The little train that used to carry us 
and our bikes to St. George’s is gone. And the narrow roads 
are enlivened by inexpert tourists flinging themselves over 
the handlebars of motor-assisted bicycles, rentable by the 
hour, day or week. 

So, being of a nostalgic disposition, for the first two 
or three hours we gave ourselves over to carping peevishly 
about the way things had changed while our back was turned. 

But it wasn't long before the Gulf Stream’s balminess 
had worked its relaxing spell (average year-round tem- 
perature on these mid-ocean coral islands is 70.7°) and 
we were in hibiscus-hedged lanes, sniffing oleander and

familiar shallow-stepped lime-white roofs on houses the colors 
of Jordan almonds, the “welcoming arms” doorsteps and the 
jewel-like little “buttery” buildings with their pyramidal 
roofs—and we realized that Bermuda hadn’t changed essen- 
tially at all. And next morning, when the whole world seemed 
to glitter, white, pink and blue in the sunshine with the 
ocean shimmering all around, and we regarded the typically 
American, i.e., hyper-kinetic American, honeymoon couples 
taking off on their bikes to tennis, swimming, golf, water 
skiing, sailing, we knew it was the same old Bermuda, the 
only one of its kind on earth.

olidays 


hes the most cynical among us hate to admit right 
out that Christmas has become a headache. But we 
who are honest, particularly the wives and mothers on 
whom the responsibility of Christmas traditions fall most 
heavily, must confess to a certain dissatisfaction with 
the changing character of this religious holiday. 

The enduring truths behind the day are as beautiful 
as ever. The “idea” of Christmas is hard to spoil, but 
certainly there is adequate evidence that the emphasis 
has shifted. The sharing of gifts of love and goodwill 
has largely been replaced by revelry and the business 
write-off. The simple family celebration that most of us 
remember so nostalgically has been embroidered with 
increasingly elaborate and gaudy trappings. Christmas 
may not be a pain, but certainly there are a lot of head- 
aches that accompany it. Many of these aches could be 
avoided if only we had the wits and determination to do 
something about the excesses that cause them. 

Does this sound too strong? Does it seem like heresy 
to take issue with so sacred a subject? We don’t think 
so. We believe that every so often it is right and fit- 
ting for intelligent people to take stock of what’s hap- 
pening to them, to examine where they’re going. We 
think it helps to air common grievances, that by facing 
up to unpleasant facts we can remedy them. We believe 
that the courageous, the clear-eyed and the strong-willed 
few can change the course of social mores for all of us. 
These are the pace-setters. And we’re in favor of them— 
many more of them. 

In preparing this article, we gathered a wide sampling 
of personal reactions to Christmas. The people we talked 
to expressed every degree of feeling from mild disen- 
chantment to open rebellion. Of all our informants, only 
three felt they had matters under control. But only 
because they had years ago faced up to the problems and 
schooled themselves in how to cope with them. The major- 
ity said such things as “Every year I feel like a runner

day practices have thrust on them. “And it seems to grow 
bigger every year,” one perplexed executive’s wife re- 
ported to us. 

“The paper work alone—the making of lists, typing 
the corrected lists, addressing cards, checking off names, 
wrapping gifts, acknowledging others’ gifts—could keep 
two secretaries and a United Parcel truck busy for weeks. 
But it’s my responsibility. And I really do want to see 
that every detai! is done and done right, so I work hard 
and under great pressure. 

“In addition there are so many new deadlines of shop- 
ping and sending, cooking and clothing, partying and pro- 
gramming that in the month between Thanksgiving and 
Christmas I’m too frantic to enjoy any of the pleasant 
preparations. My whole aim is to somehow get things 
done as well as I can.” 

What’s the answer to this familiar dilemma? “Run 
away,” says one couple in all seriousness. These two have 
found that the best cure for Christmas jitters is to give 
each other and their children a two-weeks trip to some ski 
resort where they can enjoy their own family and the 
beauties of a winter landscape. 

But not every one can or cares to leave home at this 
time. What then? Possibly a sensible culling of some of 
the trivia would help. There’s no reason for repeating 
everything you did last year or the year before just be- 
cause you feel you’ve established a precedent. 

One beautifully organized friend of ours keeps a loose- 
leaf Christmas notebook with names and dates, lists and 
notes of what she did for several years back. Then one 
evening, well in advance of the deadlines, she and her 


husband sit down and run through their program for the 
coming Yule. They decide whether or not to send cards 
(yes, some years they deliberately eliminate them). If 
they want to give a party, they settle on what kind. They 
agree on those to whom they'll give presents and what 
sort, and how they'll spend the day itself. In no time at 
all they have outlined a humanly feasible schedule. 

“Because we do a very severe job of weeding out and 
assessing each phase of Christmas,’ she explains, “I 
really love all the fuss, the smells, and the excitement 
around the holidays.” She also keeps dates of when she 
finished projects the year before to help her pace herself. 
She even jots down recipes that turned out well, decora- 
tions that pleased her and clippings of new ideas. In 
short, she is a “pace-setter” who isn’t letting Christmas 
run away with her sense of proportion.

numbers? Just including the absolutely 
essential names brings our average Christmas list to a 
total close to a hundred. First comes the immediate family. 
then the family, which is usually Gilbert-and-Sullivan- 
esque with sisters, cousins and aunts by the dozens. Next 
come good friends and important personages, like the 
boss, the boss’s wife and severaf small children or per- 
haps, in your case, valuable clients, their wives and kids. 
On a lower rung of importance are the personnel you 
employ—secretaries, clerk, valets, cooks and the like. 
Then come the legions who serve you: doormen, elevator 
operators, garage attendants, hair dressers, doctors, 
nurses, milkmen, postmen, your masseuse maybe and the 
refuse collectors. It adds up to quite a number. But if you 
have children, the list is also augmented by their friends, 
their teachers, coaches, doctors, godparents and _ ortho- 
dontist. Have we forgotten anyone? Is anyone going to 
feel slighted ? 

The next question is: Why? Why give to such a multi- 
tude? And if you do, do your gifts carry a real expression 
of love and gratitude?

THE FUZZ-BUZZ OF MERRYMAKING _ continued 


When I feed them 


I avoid the cliches 


N: small part of the Christmas fuzz-buzz is the 
entertaining. What a time for large-scale cele- 
bration, when parties you first think of as little 
suppers snowball into gatherings of about 50 inti- 
mate friends! (Everybody seems to become my 
intimate friend at Christmas, I get that carried away 
with the good will and hospitality of the season.) 
I really get such a kick out of all this excitement 
(the cooking, the serving, and the whole ball of 
wax) that I’ve learned how to plan. 

For one thing, | try to have several smaller 
parties rather than one great confusing wingding. 
And the success of my holiday “dos”—and my own 
capacity to enjoy them more like a guest than a 
hostess—hinges on a trick I whipped up of which 
I’m very proud—my Perpetual Party Table. You 
could almost say that the table is always set at the 
Stantons’ during the holidays, ready to make a quick 
and easy shift from a cocktail party to a supper. 

| am not a cocktailer by preference. But cocktail 
parties seem to flourish during the month of Decem- 
ber and, if you want to see your friends, you have 
to go to them. Actually, I can thank some of the 
awlul cocktail parties I’ve been to for giving me the 
idea for my own life-saving formula. 

There are several things distinctly wrong with 
most of these December cocktail parties. One is that 
there are foo many people attending. The hostess 


wants to have all her friends over, have one great 


big “do” and get the whole thing over with. Well, 
for me I think it far more fun to give a series of 
smaller affairs so that I (the hostess) can enjoy my 
friends. At big parties you stand around until your 
feet hurt. (Why won’t anyone sit down?) 

Then, because you have had a big day you may 
take an extra cheerio, and when you go to the buffet 
table to blot up your over-indulgence, what do 
you find? Either bits of nonsense or the same old 
ham and turkey routine. 

Please, please, when you give a party, think of 
something else to serve besides these two over- 
worked items. And because you are tired, and 
you've had this extra cheerio, and because the food 
is not appealing, you wake up the next day feeling 
absolutely lousy. Life is much too good to destroy 
a day with a headache. So a good cocktail party 
must have plenty of highly eatable food. 

I have long since noted that if I am so reckless 
as to give a cocktail party per se, I have to be 
ready with some kind of hot supper food for the 
people who stay on and on. But if I give a buffet 
supper, I naturally have to serve cocktails and 
accompanying tidbits beforehand. So, when I took 
a long level look at my own entertaining habits, 
I decided that I might just as well give my parties 
in two stages and plan them this way right from 
the start as a cocktail party followed by a buffet 


supper that includes some substantial dishes. 


()" the opposite page you'll see the table-setting 
plan P’ve worked out so that cocktail foods— 
and note that I provide hot hors d’oeuvres—can 
be spread out on a help-yourself table and then later 
on replaced with the heartier and hot foods, without 
much rearrangement of the table or last-minute, 
frantic dashing in and out of the kitchen. 

The key to all this is a pair of food warmers, 
permanently set up, one at each end of the table, 
so that hors d’oeuvres and, later, hot supper dishes 
can be kept hot indefinitely because you know how 
these parties go on and on. My standbys are French 
candle warmers, but you might use chafing dishes 
or, if youre really up to date, there’s a great way 
to get extra service out of the new thermostatic- 
controlled electric griddles (described on page 134) 
which “hold” foods hot at edible temperatures. 

For the cocktail party food, I set forth meat 


balls with sour cream sauce, kept hot on warmers at 
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each end of the table, a platter of smoked salmon 


or ham loaf (my own special ham loaf, not to be 
confused with others of the same name), a platter 
of cold meat, a bowl of those wonderfully easy-to- 
eat cherry tomatoes, a bread platter, and a cheese 
plate. Notice in the diagrams how simply the supper 
menu can be substituted for the cocktail food. 

For supper I always provide a good husky. soup, 
which I keep in a double boiler made by putting 
two Descoware casseroles, one inside the other.

s recently as a year ago, it wouldn't have been possible to include 
hot foods on the buffet table and know that they would stay at 
your pre-determined temperature indefinitely. Some of us attempted 
to solve the problem of that “one hot food” with the chafing dish, 
but with the uncontrollable heat of Sterno or alcohol it was never 
entirely satisfactory. We've used electric griddles in the kitchen 
as a cooking device. but how many of us have thought to move them 
to our buffet tables as the perfect answer to heat control for canapés 
or that one main dish? 

We find that it works beautifully, especially if you have a griddle 
with a lid, like the Presto shown here. We removed the lid so that you 
could see the small Viking brochettes, a delectation from the new 
Gourmet line of General Foods. By setting the dial of its thermostatic 
control, the griddle will keep cocktail snacks just warm enough to 
stay crisp (at 180° F.) or kababs and meat balls sizzling hot under 
cover (at 250° F.). The choice of temperature is yours and it will 
hold steady and exact as long as desired. 

Because of its simple design and styling, your electric griddle can 
keep company with your finest sterling, china, and glass in the most 
festive of buffet settings. Among the ten brands available, several 
have lids as optional equipment, including Dormeyer, Gilbert, Knapp- 
Monarch, and Presto. You also have a choice of such famous brand

You can see styling and price, 
but you have to listen for the 


sound. Here we tell you how... 


By CARROLL CALKINS 


nless you have been shopping for high fidelity 

equipment recently, you can’t realize the tre- 

mendous variety that is available. Most of the 
many manufacturers who make consoles (sound equip- 
ment housed in cabinets) have a wide range of styles 
with prices from around $200 to $800 and more. 
The component manufacturers offer a staggering selec- 
tion of cartridges, record players, pre-amplifiers. 
amplifiers, tuners, and speakers. Sound systems can 
cost from $150 or less to over $2,000. It is wonderful 
of course to have such a wide choice in equipment, 
but it can make shopping for high fidelity a be- 
wildering experience. 

You will find a good deal of technical jargon 
about high fidelity equipment, because the equipment 
is technical. To some this is necessary information; 
to others it is confusing. Must you as a shopper learn 
about power output, percentage of distortion, fre- 


quency response and such? The answer is no. 


Know what you are listening for 


You can become a discriminating shopper for high 
fidelity through disciplined listening. It calls for some 
effort, but we think it is worth it. The key to evaluat- 
ing high fidelity sound is to develop an ear for the 
sound of “live” music, and judge the equipment on 
the way it reproduces this sound. Seems too simple? 
There’s more to it than you may think. 

We can’t increase the quality of your hearing— 
and the individual differences are great indeed—but 
we can help you become a better, more critical listener 


and make the most of the hearing you do have.

the original as possible. You can judge it best if you 
are familiar with the sound of the original. You don’t 
have to be a musican, but you should know what the 
instruments sound like. If you are not sure—or would 
like to refresh your perception—make it a point to 
hear some live music before you begin to shop for 
sound. Listen to the music you like, but hear it live— 
and listen with a purpose. 

Listen especially to the clarity of the sound and 
the balance of the entire orchestra. Listen for the 
unique characteristics of each instrument. Hear at 
first hand the really brassy quality of the trumpet 
and trombone, the subtle vibrant rosin and catgut 


sound 





and unearthly sweetness—of a well-played 
violin. Listen for the characteristic skin tones of 
drums, hear the hollow, rich and reedy tones of wood- 
winds. Listen too for the texture and depth of the 
music. Attune your ears to the differences in sounds 
for they are at the heart of good reproduction. They 
are what an expert listens for on a record. 

We talked to a number of professionals in the field 
of sound reproduction to find out what they listen for 
when testing their own or a competitor’s equipment. 
These are men whose living depends on their ability 
to judge and control reproduced sound. They are the 
experts who are, in effect, going to “lend you their 
ears.” Of course how they listen is a personal thing, 
and varies with the individual. They may each prefer 
the recordings of certain manufacturers and different 
kinds of music. But basically they all listen for much 


the same thing. 


Facts About Your Ears 


First let's look at a few facts about our hearing, 
and then we'll consider the experts’ approach to judg- 
ing sound. 

The ear tires quickly. You can listen critically only 
for so long and then the ability of the ear to discrimi- 
nate falls off sharply. In shopping for sound it is best 
to listen to no more than four systems at one sitting. 


The ear has a short “memory.” The only sure way 





to judge three or four systems is to hear one right 
after the other. Few people can accurately compare 
a system they hear in the morning with one they hear 
in the afternoon. 

The ear compensates quickly. When you turn the 
volume up high you can get some impressive effects 


with certain records, but the ear has built-in com- 





pensation for this assault. You cannot discriminate 
as well at high volume. When shopping, listen to all 
systems at the same (normal) volume.

HOW TO SHOP FOR SOUND continued 


frequencies (high notes) than men. Knowing that a 
set sounds different to you both is helpful when a 


husband and wife are shopping together. 


Where to Buy High Fidelity 


If you have friends with high-fidelity equipment, 
they may recommend a dealer. Another way to find a 
dependable source is to write to some well-known 
manufacturers in the high-fidelity field and ask for a 
list of dealers. Manufacturers of high-quality equip- 
ment choose their outlets with great care. 

Let’s say you have found the dealer, the price 
range you want, and a cabinet style you like. You 
are ready to compare the sound of three or four 
different sets or systems. Here, based on the expert’s 
approach, is how we suggest you go about it. 

Basically the plot is simple. First you buy a record 
that you know is well recorded. This brand new 
record is the one by which you will judge the 
equipment. This eliminates one variable and gives 
you a constant basis for judgment. A worn or badly 
recorded disc can, of course, make the best equip- 
ment sound bad. Also, when you play the record make 
sure the stylus (needle) is in good condition. It 
is best to use a diamond stylus on your test record. 
A diamond stylus can play 1,000 hours without wear- 
ing enough to damage a record. Now, assuming we 
have the near-flawless record and stylus, we are ready 
to test the efficiency of the equipment—the pickup, 
record player or turntable, the pre-amplifier and 


amplifier, and the speaker system. 


Where to Listen 


The ideal place to listen would be at home, in 
the room where you will use it. But this can seldom 
be arranged. 

The next best place to listen is in a dealer’s 
sound room. Although the acoustics will be different 
from your home, you will be able to hear the music 
well, and with few exceptions the system that sounds 
best at the dealer’s will sound best in your home. 

The poorest place to listen is in the dealer’s show- 
room, mainly because of disturbing background noise, 
and loss of bass response. 

If possible, compare all the systems in the same 
room, otherwise you may be judging room acoustics 
instead of the equipment. 

At this point you may be ready to throw up your 
hands and say, what’s the use—we are already into 
more technicalities than we care for. You might say, 
why can’t I simply give a dependable dealer $400 or 
so and ask him to send out the equipment that sounds 


best to him? You could do (Please turn to page 181)

Scoich. We must go over to Scotland for the answers. 

By KLM Royal Dutch Air Lines we wished ourselves 
straight away to Prestwick, a journey almost as swift as 
wishing. First there was a long and beautiful dinner of 
many courses, and then almost unbelievably soon there was 
dawn and Scottish mists rising and hovering like benign 
wraiths over the green Scottish fields. 

Thus we went to the malt distilleries in the Highlands. 
We went to learn, to look, to taste, to smell, and especially 
to learn about peat and the peat reek—that smell of ancient 
heather burning which has been called the informing 
flavor of all fine Scotch. We went to find out for our- 
selves whether it is true that this peat aroma is so strong 
and pervasive that it can make even a pot of tea taste 
different. 

Everywhere we looked for clues to the mystery of Scotch. 
With William Farquarson, president of Bell’s, we stood on 
the rocky banks of a little river—the kind that is known 
as a burn. He said, “It is not within the ken of man to 
know what makes Scotch taste like Scotch, what makes one 
Scotch so fine and another one even better. Some say it 
is the water from our burns, water that flows through 
peat or heather and over granite. Some say it is the bar- 
ley—Lothian mostly—but this seems unlikely for only a

tish earth. Others will tell you it is the peat used to dry 
the germinating grain and make the malt. Or it could be 
the shape of the stills.” 

Sometimes supposed-to-be-hardened distillers would say 
dreamily, “It is the very air, the chill, the damp, the mists 
of Scotland.” 

Nevertheless, there is one factor in the making of 
Scotch whisky which is not dependent upon Scottish earth, 
air, mist, or water. The only casks in which Scotch may 
be properly aged must be “old wood from the New World.” 
Unlike bourbon, which is aged in charred new white oak 
barrels, Scotch is never put into new barrels. In olden 
times the bourbon barrels were shipped from America to 
Spain or to England and used first to hold sherry then 
for Scotch. Such sherry-soaked casks are still considered 
most desirable. 

Scotch, as we know it today, is a far cry from the Scotch 
that your grandfather drank. His was a heavy, rich-tasting, 
full-bodied, highly aromatic whisky made entirely from 
malted barley. These same heady and, some say, heavy malt 
whiskies are today blended with a considerable proportion 
of lighter grain whiskies to make the modern Scotch. The 
malt whiskies give Scotch its character. The grain whisky 
gives the lightness which appeals to the modern palate. 

Two or three of the fine malt whiskies like Glen Fiddich 
and Mortlach are sold occasionally in Scotland and rarely 
in the United States in their natural unblended state as 
“singles.” But mostly these are extravagant curiosities. 
Fine malt whiskies are so much in demand for blending that 
“singles” represent an extravagance not only for the con- 
sumer but also for the distiller, who cannot possibly charge 
what they would be worth to him in blending. 

The secret of fine Scotch lies also in the art of the 
blender. Blending gives the polish, smoothness and uni- 


formity. With proper blending (Please turn to page 200) 


How to choose 


a eift scoteh 


There is an art in choosing a fine Scotch, and 

even more of an art in selecting a gift of Scotch. 
We turned for guidance to Charles Grant Gordon, 
great grandson of the founder of the Grant Distil- 
lery. Here are his five guides for the gift buyer: 


1. Choose a Scotch that will taste good to him. 
Find out what brand or brands he prefers. Is he 
faithful to one blend or does he like to experiment 
from time to time? Unless he is an out-and-out con- 
servative, he may well appreciate being introduced 
to a new brand. But make certain it is Ais type. 


2. Choose a brand name, preferably one known 
throughout the world. Each Scotch is made accord- 
ing to a different formula by a firm that has la- 
bored long to establish its name. 


3. Pass up the bargains. The international demand 
for good Scotch always exceeds the supply. Bargain 
Scotches are apt to be blends of inferior whiskies. 
However, there are some excellent lesser 

known brands. Hf you know your dealer, you 
may find some fine values. But bargains—never! 


4. Choose a brand clearly labeled “Bottled in Scot- 
land.” All such whisky is bottled in bond under 

the supervision of Her Majesty’s customs officers. 
There is no use trying to approximate the taste of 
Scotch. Nobody has ever been able to come close. 
5. Be age conscious, but not age crazy. Some 
whiskies, it is true, continue to improve in smooth- 
ness after ten years, but according to experts, 

this is not generally sufficient to compensate for 
higher price. Still, when you buy a 

gift, price may not be important. 

For discriminating tastes. older Scotches 


have something a little extra. 

















A peculiar characteristic of the last fifty years has been 
that creative designers were not supposed to look to any 
previous time or civilization for inspiration. Beauty for the 20th 
Century was expected to spring into flower with no cross-pollination 
from anything that had gone before — because everything was 
going to be so different — now that the Machine Age had arrived. 
The only permissible place to look for inspiration was supposed - 
to be the forms and patterns of industry. Looking back could lead 
only to copying, which designers believed a fate worse than death. 
Thus we have been cut off from both the distant and the recent 
past. So the fertilizing influences of the last four or five decades 
have been meager indeed, for the machine as an inspirational 
source is clearly and admittedly without warmth or humanity. 
Fortunately, this point of view has quite played itself out. 
Designers and cultured people who follow the arts are beginning 
to look with intrigued, interested eyes at what has gone before. 
Particularly our recent American past — from about 1880 to 1916 
— is now being viewed with open admiration. It was a rich, 
fertile and creative time, and all the better designers of that era 
were touched by its freshness. Art, architecture, and craftsmanship 
were blessed with extremely creative and able men who were 
motivated by the highest type of humanism. This was the period 
that produced such men as Frank Lloyd Wright, Louis Sullivan, 
Henry Hobson Richardson, the Greene brothers, Bernard Maybeck, 
Myron Hunt, Bertram Goodhue, and Louis Comfort Tiffany. This 
period and these men produced several thousand great 
American houses, some great pieces of furniture, and 
much great glass and metal work. 


On the following 12 pages we present, with pride and affection, 
some new furniture inspired by the furniture and cabinetwork of 


Henry Greene and his brother Charles Sumner Greene, important 
California architects of this fertile period we are now discovering. 
Because of the Greenes’ perfectionist approach, they generally 
designed everything that went into their more important houses. 


Their chief furniture maker was a cabinet firm in Pasadena, 
Swanson and Peterson, surprisingly still in business.

They 
treated every detail with great finesse, but gave 
it no more than was logical. They made every 
necessity a pleasurable event, rather than have 
the pleasure stem from a needless thing. Every 


corner, joint, edge or terminal was made to 





count decoratively—at the same time it was being 
handled brilliantly as structure. They were aware 
that ornamentation is necessary. But instead of 
superimposing it—as was done previously—they 
developed it out of the forms themselves, using 
the necessities of joinery as the vehicle for 
achieving interest. 

Edward Wormley, Dunbar’s designer, studied 
House Beautiful’s research and photographic 
documentation of the Greenes’ furniture and in- 
formed himself on their methods and attitudes 
about cabinetmaking. Proceeding from the same 
premises, he created the new “Janus” group. He 
eave the same thoughtful attention to the smallest 
details, aiming to make each piece beautiful and 
useful, not worrying about whether it would be 
called period or modern. 

The result is one of the most important contri- 


butions to furniture in the last two decades.

Bromeliads are the answer to your quest for 


house plants which lead a simple domestic life 


(es on your fingers the kinds of house 
plants you have grown successfully. 
We mean those that have withstood for 
years the unfavorable indoor climate, which 
invariably spells doom to almost every 
green growing thing. After checking off 
philodendron, grape-ivy and aspidistra, 
what have you left? 

Then, consider the abuse which brome- 
liads can take, and you will see quickly 
why their popularity has jumped in the last 
few years. 

Most bromeliads can not only endure 
indoor heat but thrive on it. Watering is 
no problem since many members of this 
group have vase-like centers which, when 
filled with water, will tide plants over for 
days, even when you are away from home. 
There’s no fussing over frequent repotting 
of the plants, either. Once set in a suitable 
potting mixture, plants stay healthy and 
happy for a year or more. When a plant 
reaches mature proportions, rather than 
increase its dimensions, it develops mostly 
in the center, and so does not outgrow its 
place in the house. 

Most important is the ability of brome- 
liads to thrive under average light condi- 
tions. The window without sun is the ideal 
exposure, but any extreme from artificial 
light to sun filtered through glass curtains 
will be satisfactory. 


The ability to live and grow with such 


ease could be reason enough to turn to 
bromeliads when everything else fails. Ac- 
tually, they have much more than indoor 
hardiness in their favor, for otherwise they 
would soon be relegated just to people with 
no green thumbs at all. 

Most bromeliads are similar in form—a 
fountain of broad leaves spouting from 
the base. But here the similarity ends. Each 
kind is dramatically different from its neigh- 
bor. Leaf color runs from deep wine to 
rich moss-green to the delicate tints of bud- 
ding spring leafy green growth. Rarely is 
any leaf a solid tone. One color flows into 
another or, more likely, green base colors 
are banded or spotted with contrasting 
tones. Every plant is a surprise package, 
not only for the infinite detail of color 
markings, but also the changes in color 
that develop as the plant matures, or from 
season to season. 

So diverse is the colorama of this exotic 
family that anyone with an eye for interior 
decoration color schemes can select plants 
to carry out almost any color plan. The 
stylized vase shape of most species is severe 
and simple in itself and therefore dramatic 
in silhouette or when viewed from above. 
So these beauties are not just collector’s 
items with appeal to those who are drawn 
to nature’s rarities, but show pieces which 
are well worth displaying in a prominent 


place in your home.

ot only dresses and hats, not only furniture and 
draperies are influenced by fashion. 

The current of fashion may flow slowly or swirl 
like a flash flood.

We all know what happens to the popular song, a butterfly 
of six weeks’ duration. We also know that even in serious 
music, fashion may impede its popularity and stem its prog- 
ress, though of course only temporarily. The work of art 
which has something to say will eventually be allowed to 
say it. Beethoven had a hard time with Fidelio, because the 
Viennese operatic public of its day wanted Rossini and 
nothing but Rossini. Berlioz found it difficult to interest a 
public in his Faust because the Parisians wanted only. Gou- 
nod’s Faust, then the height of fashion. 

Fashion exerts an even subtler influence and can touch 
those works of music that are already known and acknowl- 
edged. The works of music which we call immortal today may 
not always prove to be so. 

The fluctuations of taste on the highest level are slow- 
moving. Beethoven’s symphonies, for example, have for more 
than half a century remained unmoving mountains. Still, if 
one examines what is currently being played in the concert 
hall and what is being bought on records, one discovers some 
curious absences of famous names. Haydn and Handel, Bach 
and Wagner and even Mozart—everyone knows their names 
and their greatness, and yet they are largely absent from 


the best-seller list. Were they (Please turn to page 202)

“There seem to be two major 
trends in this area of self-expres- 
sion,” pointed out one of the ob- 
servers rather caustically.

have a resonant, gutty sound; it 
should not sound like a tuba. At 
the high end of the scale the 
violins should have the indescrib- 
able singing resonance that sets 
them apart from, say, the flutes 
playing the same passage. Violins 
should not sound steely or metallic. 

Drums should sound the rich 
resonance of the skin tones. They 
should not be simply dull thudding 
noises or reverberating booms. 

The brasses should have their 
distinctive bright and brassy qual- 
ity, the woodwinds their rather 
haunting hollowness and overtones. 

Listen too for clarity and good 
separation in the clatter of casta- 
nets, the separate taps in a drum 
roll, the clean staccato sound of 
rapidly plucked strings. 

If there is a voice on the record 
listen carefully. It should sound 
human and not be boomy, hollow, 
thin, or raspy. 

Listen to a sustained note on 
any instrument. It should be clear 
and constant. It should not waver. 

And finally, two more things. 
Listen for a crescendo (a musical 
passage from soft to very loud). 
Properly reproduced, the balance 
of the orchestra will remain the 
same from the pianissimo begin- 
ning right up to the last crashing 
sound at double forte. You should 
be able to identify each section of 
instruments all through the build- 
up. The sound should progress 
smoothly in volume and not break 
up into a jumble of loudness. A 
piano crescendo is another good 
basis for comparison. The volume 
should increase gradually and 
smoothly. There should be no obvi- 
cus holes (notes not reproduced at 
proper volume) and no disturbing 
peaks (notes obviously too loud). 

Listen for a sense of “presence.” 
The best systems sound as if the 
music comes from a wide source. 
The poorest ones sound like music 
through a knothole. 


Easier than it seems 


Does this already seem like too 
much for you? Actually the worst 
is over. Reading about it is harder 
than listening will be. You can 
listen for all these things in four 
or five minutes on the right record 
—and we will deal with choosing 
a record later. In fact part of the 
secret of effective critical listening 
is to treasure your ear. Listen with 


| a plan, know what you are listening 
| for, and don’t listen too long. 


One precaution 


The very term “high fidelity” 
is a misnomer and the ears of many 
have been blasted mercilessly in 
its name. Actually “fidelity” is 
what’s important. Don’t be misled 
by anyone who tries to impress 
you with the “power” of the set 
by turning it up full blast, or 
puts on a record with extreme 
highs or lows to demonstrate range 
of frequency response, or stresses 
the number and size of the speak- 
ers. These things are important, 
but only in terms of how well they 
contribute to the accurate repro- 
duction of voice and music. 


The controls you need 


The equipment you buy, whether 
consoles or components, should 
have these basic controls: Off and 
on, volume, and separate bass and 
treble controls. 

Be sure to try all the controls. 
The treble should definitely raise 
and reduce the amount of treble. 
The bass should definitely cut and 
boost the bass response. These con- 


trols are especially important for — 


adjusting the sound to the room 
you will be playing it in. 

Increase the volume as loud as 
you can (depending on where you 
are listening). The balance and 
clarity should remain about the 
same as the volume is increased. 

Instead of a volume control, 
some units have a loudness control 
which is different. This is designed 
to compensate for the insensitivity 
of the ear to very low and very 
high sounds, and its relative sensi- 
tivity to the middle range. As 
loudness is decreased the lows, and 
to a lesser extent the highs, are 
boosted. The purpose of the control 
is to maintain proper balance when 
you are playing music very softly. 

If you are a record collector 
and have European records, old 
LP’s or 78's, you will get more 
out of them with equipment that 
includes a selector for their differ- 
ent equalization curves. 

Today, all American records 
are made with the R.I.A.A. curve 
(Record Industry Association of 
America), and high-fidelity equip- 
ment has built-in compensation for 
this curve. 

Here, briefly, is why equalization 
is necessary: In making a record, 
the lower notes are recorded at a 
greatly reduced volume. The rea- 
sons are technical. Loud low notes 
call for wider “wiggles” in the 
grooves than are practical to cut, 


| 
| 
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so narrow (quieter) ones are made. 
The high notes are raised when 
recorded to obscure surface noise. 

In essence, the scale of the 
recording is compressed at the low 
end, and extended at the high end 
to fit certain mechanical require- 
ments of the record. 

The preamplifier in the play- 
back machine can boost the bass 
and reduce the treble to match the 
music as it was played. This works 
fine, except that the exact point at 
which these volume changes begin

The record to use 


Now that you know the kind of 
thing you will be listening for, 
the next step is to decide on what 
record to use for the tests. 

You may have a favorite you'd 
like to use. Remember it should be 
as near a flawless recording as 
you can get, and you should buy 
a new copy for the comparison. If

Room acoustics 


A live room is one with a high 
percentage of hard surfaces. Here 
most of the sound waves bounce 
back and reverberate. A dead room 
has more soft, sound-absorbent 
surfaces. Room size and shape, 
kind and placement of furniture 
all play a part in acoustics. 

A ping-pong ball will help you 
get an idea as to how acoustically 
live or dead a room is. The ball 
will bounce much the same as 
sound. Toss it against the ceiling. 
Plaster gives a sharp sound and a 
quick rebound. Against acoustical 
tile the ball thuds and has a slower 
bounce. Drop the ball on a rug 
and then on a hard-surface floor

HOUSE BEAUTIFUL. 


You can get something of the 
nostalgic history of the colony 
when you visit St. Peter’s Church 
in St. George’s, and read _ its 
crumbling tombstones with their 
touching epitaphs to the infants 
and the young wives who suc- 
cumbed to yellow fever, and the 
stalwart young husbands who were 
lost at sea. And be sure to visit the 
President Henry Tucker House in 
St. George’s, now a museum fur- 
nished with its original mahogany 
and Lowestoft and silver, all pos- 
sessions of the modern Tucker 
family. Verdmont in Smith’s Parish 
and Springfield in Somerset are 
two other museum houses to see. 

ERMUDA has a mild but ingra- 

tiating night life, most of it 
transpiring in the larger hotels like 
the Castle Harbour, the Bermudi- 
ana, the Elbow Beach, and_ the 
Princess, where there are usually 
featured performers. There are also 
a few clubs in Hamilton where the 
current emphasis seems to be on 
calypso. Accepted tourist proced- 
ure is to skip from place to place, 
stopping off perhaps at the Swizzle 
Inn for a typical Bermuda rum 
swizzle, or in Hamilton at “21” or 
the Parliament. But by all means, 
if the Talbot Brothers are on the 
island and not off on tour in the 
U.S.A. go to hear the music they 
can make with their own voices, 
two guitars, an accordion and a 
home-made box of a bull fiddle. 
They run the gamut of lusty lyrics 
but don’t leave till they sing the 
little folksong, “I gave my love.” 

As you can gather, there’s diver- 
sity to keep you occupied without 
being distracted, which is what we 
think should happen on a real 
vacation. There is also a diversity 
of accommodations in which to 
pursue this casual existence. You'll 
find practically any accommodation 
in Bermuda of much higher than 
average standard—clean, well run, 
well serviced, without any of that 
attempt at posh and formality that 
many hotels affect in other resorts. 


As for the large hotels, you 
might prefer the pleasant but not 
overpowering elegance of the 


Castle Harbour Hotel, high above 
Harrington Sound in Tucker’s 
Town, and a self-contained resort 
in itself, with golf, tennis, beach, 
pool, movies, and shops, as well 
as a French chef. on the premises. 
Or, practically within the town of 
Hamilton. the Bermudiana is a 
personable place where the sunken, 
night-lighted garden is especially 
glamorous and the guests all seem 
to feel very much at home. The 
other larger hotels are The Prin- 
cess, Belmont Manor, and the St. 
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George, this overlooking the old 
| town of St. George’s and rather 
catering to family groups. (This is 
| where the attendants dress up in 
17th-century costumes and we wish 
they wouldn’t.) 
All the hotels 
renovating, air re- 
decorating, adding barbecue facili- 
ties and otherwise duking up their 
services.
